New Departure on Occasion of 
^Municipal Celebration in 
Capital 



Berlin, Nov. 21. — Emperor William 
made his fir.st apjiearancc in iiubllc 
todayslnoe the occasion of his notable 
Interview with Ci/an''ollor Von. Buclow 
last Tuesday. 

His Majesty made a speech in -the 
oity on tho occasion of ihe centennial 
celebration' of tho . formitt'ion ot >'the 
city council. When he arose to ascend 
tho tribune. Prince Von Buelow stopped 
forward and Improsslvelyj handed him 
a printed sheet, anfl the Emperor, 
Ignoring bis generjil custom of spe:ik- 
iiiK exteniporani'ously, confinod 'lis 
remarks to what was on this paper. In 
Ills remarks, His Majesty made the fol- 
lowing references to recent occur- 
rences: 

"I cherish a firm confidence tliat tho 
blind of le.\alty and affi-cllon which 
tniin aneii-nt times in our J-'atln'rland 
has so clos.dy joined thr Kintv and the 
cillrzns, tile Frince and tlie people, 
always will remain nnl)ri>ken. If, ac- 
cording,' to the words of the Prussian 
national liymn, 'the sun cannot always 
shine .ind (lull days must occur', then 
tile rising clouds should never throw 
their shadow below them on my peo- 
pl<-." 

The Emperor also ^ald: "The muni- 
cipality of Berlin was created In tho 
midst of the fires of the wars of liber- 
ation, hut since that time It has been 
developed by the devotion of the citi- 
zens of the capit.al. This gives mo tho 
hope that tho nuinlcipality of tho fu- 
ture also win retain thQ spirit of true 
citizenship, and tha^ nothing will force 
itself between tho Prince and the peo- 
ple."

SCENES ARE IMPRESSIVE 



Jl Officials Whose Deaths 
Were Reported Are Gath- 
ered to Make a Show 



Pekln, ?N^ov. 21. — Tho ceremony at 
the imperial palace this morn- 
ing, when the members of tho 
diplomatic corps presented the con- 
dolences of their respcctivo govern- 
ments on the deaths of the Emperor 
and the Dowagsr Blnaprcss of China, 
was one of tho most impressive 9ver 
witnessed In Pokin, " 

A notable feature of the proceeding^ 
was the presence of every member of 
tho Imperial clan, as well as every of- 
ficial who lately lias been reported 
dead or eliminated from the conduct 
ot affairs of state. This was tho an- 
swer of the government to the rumors 
of suicides and deaths current In Pe^ 
ifln for the past weelc. 

Prince Cliing, for the first time since 
the iiassing away of their majesties, 
appeared ofllclally as the head of tho 
foreign board. Tho lioads of the vari- 
ous governmental departments were 
present with the members ot tho Im- 
perial clan, and in addition several 
thousand minor officials, all in, white, 
had assembled at tho imperial com- 
mand. 

At tho conclusion of tho function in 
honor of the dead the diplomats paid 
homage to Prince Chun, tho regent. 
Each foreign legation was reprcseated 
by three of its members, and the spec- 
tacle as the foreigners approached the 
palace I'was unprecedented. They 
marched through a throng of mandar^r , 
Ins .'distributed over the,^ three,, marbl? .' 
terraces leading to ,tho Chieh"Chiihg' 
hall.- The approaches, twererlln'ed Ibsl'a^- 
rernaTkable, dlBplay;,-<)ir ;red^iuinbrjBllflsi 
hugeJJaiis/iTOajsiorfechB'i.of^^^ 
and "6tKer.'\bbjects\tbri'decoratloii^^ ■■:u 
by ihe courtcJCoci'statie^proccsslons. ., '• ; 

Tho bodies o't tlfelr.'intfjestles reiiosed 
each In a 'square hall." *The catafalque 
of the Emperor" was on a dais in tho 
Chlen Chung hall, and was draped In 
black satin embroldored with dragons; 
The large Imago of a bird abovo tho 
throne, emblematic of the glory and 
beauty th.at good government sheds 
over the world, was covered with a 
white curtain, as wore also tho nu- 
merous mirrors in tho throne room. 
AVhlto satin screens, set at oblique 
angles to the catafalque, shut out from 
tho view of the foreign representatives 
fho numerous gathering of tho mourn- 
ing palace attendants and sorv.ants. 

Prince (^hun, tho regent, stood tit a 
table beside the catafalque of tho 
emperor. Tho Dowagor Empress lay In 
state In her own private palace, called 
Huang Chi Tien. The diplomats pass- 
ed from tho hall where laj' tho body 
of the Emperor to thn palace of the 
Dowager, and they were preceded by 
Prince Chun, who covered tho dis- 
tances with unmistakable evidences ot 
haste. • 

Tho catafalque of her majesty "was 
Hanked by white screens. Behind that 
on her left were grouped all the:, wdf^ 
men of the Imperial clan, attended "'Iby' 
serving womeim. ,and; -they - all- were 
plainly visible to the foreigners. The 
men of the Imperial clan were behHid 
tho screen on the'^rJght. hand side. The 
mourning dress of the court Is exactly 
the same as that worn by the populace, 
practically every official In Pekln, to- 
gether with many men of high stand- 
ing who expect office, was present. 
There were present in addition every 
official or member of the imperial 
family who recently has been reported 
<lead, by his own hand, or estranged 
from tho government, and the desired 
Impression of official solidarity at 
Peicin, which it was most evident this 
occa.slon was intended to convey, was 
Imparted successfully. 

The aiipean-inee of I'rince Chun was 
a disappointment. He bears a strong 
resemblance to the late ICuang Hu.' 
His, face was worn and drawn, aild 
wore an expression of fright. • 



RIOT AT HANKOW 



First Report of Disturbance Following 
Emperor's Death Comes From 
Interior of China 



- Washington, D.C., Nov. 21. — The re- 
port of an outbreak under tho now 
regime in China came to the stato 
department today from United States 
Consul-Genoral JIartin at Hankow, 
who i-ejiorted that a riot hiid occurred 
on the Yangtse river in tliat vicinity. 
The ciiuse of the trouliie was not 
stated. 

Hankow Is about four hundred milcM 
Inland, and is on tho railway lliic from 
Pokln to Canton. It is ono of tho larg- 
est Interior places In China.

Two weeks arc 
required to make a li.'it of better grade, 
worth from $1.2a to $;).00 and six 
weeks to make a line hat, worth ?20. 
Ill m.-iking a line Panama hat the straw 
is never dampened, and conseiiuenLly 
the work can be doiii' only when the 
air is very moist, that is to sa>', early 
in the morning, and In the evening. 
'I'lio straw used for cheap hats is ko])t 
wot, so that the work can be carried 
op during a greater number of hours

Were Marooned at Cowlcli.in Gap For 
Two Days With Little Food — 
How They Saved Tug 



To be marooned on tho shore at 
Cowlehan Gap with the almost sub- 
merged tug lying tjvo hundred yards 
off was tho experience of the members 
of the crew of tho tug Owen, of J. H. 
Or("er & Co., which is on Turpel's wa.v s 
being repaired. Capt. McKIIIopp and 
the lour men on board the Owen when 
the- water began to rush In through 
the hole, made on the starboard siile 
by the lluke of the anchor which was 
l)i-esseil th.ougli the tiniliei-s \,y tho 
Impact of a sc-oh \\-liich l)uniped 
against the (iwen cut the hawser and 
ste.-inied al full speed iov.-a);d the shore, 
\\iiicli was about two miles distant. 
iiT.. tug's boat was cleared away and 
made r,)sl alongside, so that tin; crew 
(roubl leii\-e the foniidei-ing tug as soon 
as she bef;an to go down. The first 
thonglil, though, was to ti-\- and |ire- 
\-ent ihe \-es.sr'l from sinking; in dc<'p 
vatei-, .-(iiil until tlie inrush of v.'ater 
lloMded llie eu;;iiiei-oom and put out tin; 
tiles the lug was headed toward the 
beach. When iJie- tug began to sink 
they took to the boat, but found it had 
been loaded Up meanwhile with tho 
clothing and effects of -,1110 Japanese 
cook. ThiM-o was' no' rooip for any of 
tbi'iii in the bot^t owtner to load of dun- 
nage piled In. This went overside 
quickly dv'spltrf Olb prbjeets • of the 
broTvfH man,' and'wltb a'<llhe'mt)de fast 
to tho sinking vessel the crew (Irnggecl 
tho tug Hhoroward until when hIic 
struck bottom part of the house was 
above the surface, rind at low writor 
much of. the tug, which lay over oil her 
M^rboai'd side, was dry. 

jCapt.' McKillop and the engineer tooH 



the tug's boat and started for Che- 
malnus to advise tho owners of the 
accident and ask for a salvage vessel. 
On the way they met a gasoline launch 
which took them to the mill town. 
Meanwhile the othei's camped mi the 
beacli withonl food. They li\-ed for 
two ila\s on lisli given tiiem by a 
l''rench-Canailia)i lislierman who came 
over to tile m.'irooneil men ;in<l prof- 
feri.'d assistam-e. The lighthouse- 
keeper at the Gap tilso came to their 
nsHlstauce. On the beacii an old tin 
was found and this was converted into 
a rude frying p.au with which the fish 
thrown ashore by tho fl.shermau wore 
fried over a fire made of driftwood. 

On the second day when the -tide ran< 
out the wrecked tug was visited, and, 
in the galley flour, wafj ^ouhd.^The war' 
tor h^d liot spoiled tho flour. It had 
hardened a case about It, and by dig- 
ging Into this, fairly good flour was 
found Irt the middle, and this -n'as. uspd 
to make Hapjacks to give variance tO' 
tho menu of flsh. The castaways were 
glad to soe the Maude heave In , sight 
that night. Tim work of floating tho 
tug was speedily aci'imipllsliod by the 
salvors and she was brought to Vic- 
toria for repairs, it is expected sho 
will bo' ready to rosunio service tn a 
tew days.' ' ■ ■.. • ■

DESTITUTE INDIANS 

Hudson Bay Posts to Distribute 
Provisions— Also Bounty.;, 
on Wolves 



It has been learned from an authori- 
tative source that owing to the diatl- 
tutc condition o£ the Slccanlea and 
Na-nneos Indians In the Fort George 
<llatrlct8, duo to the lack of game, iir- 
rangoments have been made Avitli the 
various Iludsoh's Bay posts through- 
out the country so tliat the Indians 
may be saved from absolute want. 

The Indians alfectou belong to the 
Bomadie tribes, and liuve been suf- 
forliuj more or lesis severely for the 
past few winters owlnjj to the scarcity 
of game. Tlie Irludson's Bay posts will 
furnish the destitute with food at the 
expense of the Government. Another 
measure for the relief of the Intllans 
Is an arrangement between the Pro- 
vincial Government and the lludson'.s 
Bay company to have the nlliclals at 
tlie trading posts pay the Indians the 
bounty of S15 a liead on wolvos killed 
by the aborigines. The wolves have 
invaded the country In largo packs, 
and this Is the chief reason for the 
shoriage of grame.

Company Formed to Produce Product 
of China Grass ',' 



A company is being formed In Vic- 
toria to establish in this city a fuctoty 
to produce ramie yarns. It i.i. projjosed 
to Inipoi-l the raw material, ramie, from 
China, and 'thl.T will be scientilically 
treated in tlie mill at or near Victoria, 
and converted Into sliver and eventual- 
ly into-j-arn and cloth. Hamie, the pro- 
moters say, is a libre grown in Clilna 
and other countries, and is stronger 
than cotton, lia.x or sllic. It has a Ijril- 
llant silky sliine and is proof against 
damage by w.ater or bad atmospheric 
conditions, and there . is said to be a 
gri-'Ut demand for tlie manufactures 
from this product. It is usi'd in the 
manufacture of ladles dress goods, 
muslins, curtains, uijliolstery, table 
cloths, napkins, slieecs, damask, lace, 
lioslery, underwear, rlbbniis, scarves, 
trimmings, gas mantles, line cords for 
yaclits and sailing \ essels, (islilng nets 
and lines, sb.oe tlnvad, beollaces, surgi- 
cal bandag(.'S, lint, lire liose, belting, 
canvas, sailcloth etc., and there is a 
demand for making high class paiier. 
The tensile strength as compared with 
other llbres is stati rl to ])<: as follows; 
Ramie, 100; hemp, 3G; silk, 13; cotton, 
12. 

The promoters have a secret process 
for the manufacture of the wares,' and 
propose to locate mills here with u 
weekly capacity, for two tons of raw 
material known to the trade as "China 
grass." A highly experienced man 
versed In textile manufactures from 
Yorkshire Is to have charge of the mill.

Proposal to Enlarge Present 
One Would Injure Indus- 
try Here 



OTHER PORTS ADVANTAGES 



Necessity to Keep Ahead of 
, Demands Pointed By Pro- 
s' gress Elsewhere 



' One of the first and most urgent ro- 
quirements of the port of Viptorin, Is 
another dry dock, not an extension of 
the present dock at ICsqiiiinalt, as has 
been advocated in mohic quurters. 'I'lxs 
development of .sliipijhiK. ami th(^ 
promised devolopineiu of t lie til tore, 
tends to lur^'er earriiTK and It is 
necessary tliat a large and amplo dncl{, 
Muitablo for tlio largest vessels, l)e pro- 
vided at Esqnlmalt. Tiiat now in use 
lias been found insufhcient. When it 
was Ijuilt the drydoclc was all that 
■was retiuired, but the tonnage of the 
jnodern steamer has sraduully In- 
creased, until the EJsquimalt dock is 
found too small to provide for such 
steamers as the Chargeurs Keiinls 
which were to have been brought to 
Esquimau for oleaning; and painting on 
every inward trip from the roiuul-tlie- 
worl'd voyage, had the dock lii-en alile 
to accommodate them. AVith the 
promise of new and largo Empress 
liners, which are 570 feet long, and 
tlic fxpected development at this port 
with tile growtli of the trade on the 
I'aclHc in the near future, a large dock 
Is an urgent necessity and steps should 
be taken at once to provide this 
necessary part of the equipment of 
the port. 

The suggestion nvido to tho ofCect 
that the present drydock bo Increased 
would work a great hardsliip to the 
Fhip-rpi)alring and shipbuilding lln- 
terests of the poi-t and to sliipijing 
generally, for such a step would moan 
tho closing of the port to business for 
two years. The necessity for both 
docks will soon arise, and, if, a.s the 
Montreal harbor engineer has said, the 
port which secures business Is that 
which keeps its facilities ahead of 
actual requirements. It is a much more 
urgent necessity to lieep the equip- 
ment up to preiterit' requirements. Tlie 
future will require not only the larger 
drydock but also the small one now in 
use In. which little craft like tlio Al- 
gerino can be placed and tho ."ihlpping 
seeking to use the dock will not be 
delavcd in consequence. Three large 
f-.teainers sought the use of the Esqui- 
' malt dock while the little warsliip 
was Ijoing reiialrod, and bad llie cap- 
lain of the IJIlooet been insistent upon 
the advantage the regulations give to 
the government's vessels of preced- 
ing others in tho dry dock, the big 
Japanese freighter Pukul Maru would 
have been obliged to remain for some 
days awaiting the dock, or gone else- 
where for her repairs. 

All Have Drydocks 

Tin Great Britain and on the Con- 
tinent there is no port, even of tlio 
fifth class, that Is ■svlthout Its dry or 
floating dock. At London there are 
no less than thirty; Liverpool has 
21; Cardiff lias 13; Hamburg 12; 
Newcastle ha.s U; .Viitwerp, Marseilles 
and Havre. I'acb have six; Bristol 
( Avonrnoutb ) has four, and i\!an- 
che.ster, although the steamers using 
theni uuist |)roceod there by a slilp 
i;anal. Iia.s two. All these liave develop- 
I'd witli tlie .shipping, and it is seldom 
that tlie docks an; enlarged. New ones 
ar- Iniilt. 

George \V. Stephens and F. AV. 
Cowle In their report of their Investi- 
gations of ports and port equipment in 
Europe call attention to this. They 
say: 

"It is not usual to enlarge, the 
existing docks to meet the Increased 
sl^e of shipping. New ones are built, 
the small vessels using the older ones." 

That Is what Is requireil at ICsqul- 
malt, a. new and larger drydock of a 
s!:'.e suitable to accommodate a baltle- 
slilp. for, that Kscpiimalt has been 
abandoned by tbo Hrltlsh Admiralty 
for all time, is not believed by tlie 
iTiost pessimistic. The dock, now In 
use woiilrf then be used by the smaller 
vessels. 

Many of the Continental ports not 
only have built many large drydocks 
within the pa.st few years, but have al- j 
so .secured big lloatiug docks, DocUs 
of one klnil or the etiier are adjuncts!

Everyone ought 
to Itnow, on thu other hand, that tlie 
proparatlon.s for war contiiuie 
througliout Sorvia, Bulgaria, Roume- 
Ua. Koumanla, too, is beglnnlntj to 
set its military house in order. ^ In 
lioliit of fact, tho situation is growing 
very surious, and tliero is nothing 
humorous in it except the alleged re- 
solve of the old Sultan to send tho 
loaders of the Young Turlt.s into the 
licld at the earliest pos-silolo nienient. 

Loolvlng at the game in which tlie 
diplomats are tlie player.M and tlic 
jieoples of the Baliians are the jjawna, 
well-Informed persons have long since 
known that tho Macedonian question 
Could only be settled by war. No one 
In tho Near Kast was for a moment 
deceived by the Hurzstegs Asreemont, 
tiiough that Is now ancient history. 
Austria and -Russia . were playing tor 
tlieir own ban<\ -and 'not for the ame- 
lioration of the lot of the Christians 
of the East. Eiigland, unconsciously, 
was playlner Into the hands of both by 
.setting at nought tho efforts of the 
Turks to save themselves. Then when 
at' last the Younf; Tiirlcs, ridiculed by 
Lord Carrie, overtlirew llamidl.nnism 
;ind Inaugurated a form of constitu- 
tional government, Austria and Russia 
saw the roads to the South hermet- 
ically sealed by a powerful military 
empire, sucli as tliree centuries .-igo 
carried its standards to tlie walls of 
A^lenna. But ono course was opcn^ — 
namely, to'crush. tho new government 
before It had time to organize Its 
forces. ■ 

The Young Turks had shown sucii 
moderation in the hour of their vic- 
tory, such capacity for evolving order 
out of chaos, such magnanimity to- 
Wiirds their opijrcssors, that tliero 
seemed every prospect of the unex- 
pected really coming to pass and the 
Sick Man taking on a new lease of 
life. So Prince Ferdinand was invit- 
ed to Budapest, where he had hitherto 
been an unwelcome visitor; ho was 
received with royal honors, and tho 
plot was hatched, which, on October 
r>th, burst as a' -bombahell into the 
chancelleries of Europe. Bulgaria 
threw off the yolca of the Porte, and 
the grandson of Xiou.is Philippe declar- 
(!d himself Tsar of Biilgarla, while' the 
lOmperor Francis Joseph announced 
tile Incorporation of Bosnia and Herze- 
govina Into his kaleidoscopic empire. 

Here, in Salonika, with its hetero- 
geneous i)Oi)ulatlon ol; Jews, Turks, 
Bulgarians, Greeks. Roumanian.s and 
Serlis, all is ferment. This Is the 
point of tlic l.-uice. Here is tho head- 
quarters of tlio Tliird Army Corps of 
the Ottoman .army, the corps destined 
to liar tile southward march of Aus- 
tria and to carry Sofia by force if tlie 
sublijiio Porte so wills It. Here still is 
tlie seat of Hilmi Pasha, the Inspoc- 
t<ir-Genoral of those p.aper reform.s sn 
ckiliiiratcly drawn up Ijy \Vesteni

Now, just as wo are preparing to iiut 
our forces lljto proper order, Bulgaria 
declares her''^lridependence, Austria 
throws down a second challenge, and 
Greece — or rather Crete-:-anncxea hor- 
selt to Greece. From u uillltary point 
of view all these states have done the 
right thing. AVhy, Indeed, should 
they wait until our army was rcor- 
ganiijcd when their chance of success 
would be small indeed? P<'rsonally, 
as a aoldiei', I sympaxhizo wltli Bul- 
garia. She saw Greece and Servia, 
lioth fur liiri!rlor in every way, re- 
cognliied as kingdoms, slie was a vas- 
sal .state, nothing more Jiatural than 
tliat she should wish to become an 
independent kingdom. So, long as 
the Oriental railways were under the 
control of what was practically a 
Turkish company, Bulgaria was tied 
hand and foot. Tho JIn'es'\Mcre badly 
built, badly organized,' ; working Is 
disgraceful, and the' rolling ^tock ut- 
terly in'adequ'at& WoAsHould bo de- 
lighted to do--^hit Bulgarla'has done 
-—work 'the ■. railways- with our own 
troops and send the Israolltlsh lin'anc- 
iers, who are draining our life's blood, 
back to their offices in Vienna. Uu- 
fortunately wo cannot do so. Tlio Sul- 
tim has so otteif applied to the com- 
pany for friendly loans that no one 
outside the palace and tlie conipany's 
own oirices knows exactly what our 
inilobtedness is. Then again, Bulgaria 
knows tliat our army is now thorough- 
ly disnrganizijd. We have.Iieen forbid- 
den to carry out the simiilest man- 
oeuvres, or to train oin- men In the use 
of the new weaiions. Her armies, 
though numerically Inferior, are im- 
measurably superior man for man. 
For Bulgaria tii postpone a war for 
anothe[;.,two oi- tlin i' years would be to 
ciiurt Inevltalilc dl.iii.-^ti'r. 

"Now slic runs a good chance of 
gaining such an advantage during ibc 
initial stages of the camiJaign tliat we 
might be tempted to accept tlie present 
insult rather than court defeat. Mind 
you, I feel sure that we sliall win in 
the long run, lint the IBulgarlans will 
make a good sliow at the (lutsct. Tlic\- 
have nine complete diN-l.-^iciiis, but tliey 
are very short of cavalry, and I doubt 
if they can put more than 150,000 j 
trained men Into the Held. I take it 
from the notes at my disposal that 
her actual forces will be: 4 regiments 
of cavalry of the active arniy; 6 re- 
giments of cavalry of the reserve; 82 
batterlQ^ of field artillery; 8 batteries 
of mountain guns of an old type; 8 
batteries of Howitzers, also of ten old 
type; ,192 battalions of Infantry, of 
which sixty-tour wdll be very sliort of 
ofllcers. Behind these there will be .at 
le.-ist 200,000 well-trained men to lill 
casualties, and, of course, we must ex- 
pect to llnd young Russian ollicers 
flocking Into Bulgaria as thoy did into 
Servia In lg'r.6,; fill ithQ" vacancies at 
tho front. ' ' • ' 

"Now let nie turn to our own army. 
Tho lirst corps at Constantinople will 
need all its active or Nizam troops to 
defend tho capital, but it will be able 
to spare a brigade of cavalry and a 
division of redifs to , reinforce the 
second division, which has its head- 
quarters at Adrianopic, ;ind whose 
mission will lie to invade Eastern 
Uoumclia. Tlie second corps, which 
will stretch from tlie l.?laok sea to the 
Oriental railway, will consist of 10 
ri'glments of cinalry of tlie octive 
ann.\'. I roL,'iin('ii t s of ('a\'alry of re- 



serve, 4 battorlos of horso artillery, 60 
batteries of Held artillery, 8 batteries 
of . mountain guns. 8 batteries o£ 
Howitzers, 148 battalions' of ' the 
cond reserve. The last will, with the 
four regiments of reserve cavalry 
keep open thd line of communication, 
while, the whole of the rest of tho force 
will form the striking army, 
corps, which will have to face the 
..;omblued attack.-, of Auiitrla and Bul- 
garia, if the former chocsos to risk 
war. "We can di.sposc of 10 regiments 
of regular cavalry, regiments of the 
reservi-, n batteries of horse artillery 
82 batteries of licld artillery, 12 bat 
terics of mountain guns, 12. batteries 
of Howitzers, 178 battalions of in- 
fantry, IGO battalions of the second 
reserve. We have, however, this ad- 
vantage — on our left run the mount- 
ains of Albania containing some two 
millions of hardy Albanians, 'wlio 
would readily enlist to light. Tiiey 
are good shots, and though rather 
hard to hold In hand, I have no doubt 
but that they would come forward to 
fill the vacancies, ckused by the wast- 
age of war. 

"Of tho final results of a ■war I have 
not the smallest doubt, but 'whether 
Russia W0UI4 allow ,us to reap the true^ 
fruits of our labor Is another ques-' 
tlon. Aa Bulgaria has brought this 
trouble on herself, so should she be 
made to pay for throwing defiance in 
the face of ISurope, and we Turks are 
of ojdiilon that Jilastern Ruumelia 
sliould be once more lianded back to 
us. I do not tliini: tliat wo liave any- 
thing to fear from Servia, and witli 
Greece we now are on the best of 
terms; indeed we, at least a great 
many of us, think tlii' time lias .ar- 
rived when Turks and Oreelis sliould 
enter into a holy alliance to put an 
end of the Slav pretensions In tlie 
Hallcaiis. liuigarla claims that the 
wliole population of Macedonia and 
Tliracc- is .Slav; tlii! Greeks on tlie 
other hand claim the majority. It is 
our duty to prot<ict tlreelis from fall- 
ing under the domination of the Slav. 
I am at a loss to conceive what has 
been lOngland's object the past twenty 
years In playing Into the hands of 
Russia, but the dtfilcultles between 
Bulgaria and Turkey can only be set- 
tled by the sword." 

The first attack will probably be 
made by the Servians on the Austrians, 
but this win be merely tho signal for 
1 general conflagration' In the whole 
Balkan Peninsula.

Paris, Nov. 21. — A young man froiiT 
the South has just had a good laugh 
at the army. He was willing to enlist 
biit wished to have a trial first, and 
succeeded. Ho wrote to his command- 
ing otUcer at Saint Germain, and was 
accepted, hut when it camo to signing 
the contract he succeeded In avoiding 
it, and lianded it back unsigned. The 
trick was not noticed, and after a 
week the >'oung man, having had trial 
enough, decided that he preferred not 
to continue. He told the sergeant that 
he had made up his mind to le.ave the 
barracks, .and was about to do so wiien 
lie was stopped, and threatened with 
tlio usual military penalties.

I'^mploymcnt agents In Ottawa, who 
usually send away 1.000 lumbermen 
rejiort tiiat this year orders have come 
in fur only 400 or 600. Only ex- 
jierieiieed workmen are sent away, the 
number of applicants being so liirge 
that it is easy to make selection. 
Wages are $10 a month lower than lust 
year. Uoadcuttefs arc being hired at 
fi'oni Sl.'i to $18 per month and hoard; 
general hands and rollers at $'-0 to 
$24 and bo:trd; Ingnialcers and team- 
sters at $1'0 to $20 and board. In 
many cases men arc sent away at 
no .stipulated pay, it lieing left to the 
foremen to llx the rate according to 
merit.

Policy": I am well aware that in 
certain quarters the statement of 
tlic plain truth about the Tcr- 
)-itorial Army is greatly resented, and any 
one who ventures to tell it is in danger of be- 
ing held up for condemnation as a narrow- 
minded and unsympathetic person, wiio^e 
views are partly the outcome of prejudice and 
partly of ignorance. I do not think, however, 
that th8 party I have referred to includes the 
most sensible officers and men of the force. 
1 1 i'; ronipnsed, for the most part, of politicians 
and public speakers who regard the .Army as 
ihcy do ex'crythin^ else: simply as the r;\w 
material from which the ^veapon of parts' 
polemics may be forged. It is necessary to 
point out wliat are the limitations of the Ter- 
ritorial Force, because these limitations are 
constantly ignored. War admits of no shams, 
and, if the truth be not told in time of jjeaee, 
it will be too late to discover it in time of 
war. 

But it would be a grievous mistake lO 
ignore or to fail to do justice to the real merit-^ 
and the great qualities which the \ ohmiecr 
Force possessed and which they have retained 
under their new name. Tiic force undoubtedly 
contains within it the best military material 
which the nation possesses. On the wbo'c, 
the personnel of the force is not remivrkable, 
but, if it were possible to select from it at 
will, some thirty or forty thousand men could, 
in all probability, be found who, in t!ic mat- 
ter of intelligence and physique, would 'Kpial, 
if they did not excel, the best troops in 
Europe. 

What is true of the force as a whole is 
true also of the officers. The officers of the 

'territorial Force are at present, perhaps, its 
weakest point. It is inevitable that this should 
be so. A man who is compelled to devote the 
greater part of his time and energ}' to some 
civil calling must always be an amateur m 
regard to the military calling to which he can 
only devote his leisure. Nevertheless, the 
business training, the intelligence, and the 
zeal of many of the Volunteer officers are so 
great that hundreds of them have achieved 
a very high degree of proficiency. Given some 
experience of leading men. these officers 
would in a very short time become ccpia!, ii" 
not superior, to the a\'erage officer of the 
Regular .Army. It v.ould be iiHe to ])rclcnd, 
however, that the majority of the officers of 
the force possess these high qualifications. It 
is impossible that they shpuld do so. The 
willingness of the men who compose the Ter- 
ritorial Force is remarkable and satisfactory. 
Within the limits of what is possible and com- 
patible with their civil occupations, they arc 
alwaj's prepared to perform their work with, 
cheerfulness and good temper. It is true that 
in some respects the force is very sensitix'c, 
and lliat apparently sinall causes will cause 
individuals or large bodies of men to with- 
hold their attendance or even to leave the 
ranks. The consequent uncertainty is a great 
disadvantas^^c froui the military point of \ icw, 
but it is a jicrfcctly natural outcome of the: con- 
ditions under wliieh the force serves. In the 
main, a ci\'ilian army must be go\-erncd liy the 
affairs of civil life. 'J'iiat inay be bad for the 
army \-icwecl as an instrument of war, but it 
is inevitable ; and to blame the members of the 
Territorial Force for being what they are and 
must be, would be arrogant and unreasonable. 

Of the excel lent spirit which has been 
shown by the public bodies and individuals 
who have been called upon to create and ad- 
minister the Territorial Army it is impossible 
to speak too highly. The work done or at- 
tempted by the Lords L.ieutenaiu and Ijy the 
county associations l;as been an example of 
unselfish ])alriotism. The zeal wliich has 
been displayed is almost pathetic to witness. 
Despite the assurances of Ministers, despite 
the harangues of Mr. Murray Macdonald, 
M.P., and his fricn.ls, the con\'iclion lliit all is 
not well, and that "the counli-y is in dan- 
ger," has become deeply rooted in the mind of 
almost c\'ery serious man and woman in this 
comitry. Exxrywherc there is a tlesire to lieliJ. 
The Government of the coimtr) . with great 
jjomp and ceremony, has formulated a plan 
which it has declared to be essential to the 
safety and welfare of the State. It has invit- 
ed the public to come forward and assist it in 
carrying out this plan. What can be more na- 
tural, what can be more creditable than that 
every i)atriotic man and woman should res- 
pond to the appeal There arc at this ;nomcnt 
ihousands of men who are doing their very 
best to support the Territorial l-'orcc, not be- 
cause they are convinced that it is the best 
and most scientific instrument for delending 
Ihe country in time of war, but because a res- 
ponsible Minister has told them that he re- 
quires their aid in the service of the nation. 
]\lost of those who have responded to the in- 
xitation have taken the word of the Minister 
as a sufficient guarantee for the value of the 
service. And who shall blame them? In au}' 
coimtry in which preparation for war was the 
subject of scientific method, the judgment of 
the War Departnient would be accepted with- 
out demur, and rightly accepted. Some there 
arc, however, who arc giving their service in 
doubt and with much misgiving. They know 
something of war, they know something of 
what real armies arc, and their knowledge 
alarms them. Their case is tritly a hard one. 
lint, again, who shall blame them if, with 
doubling hearts, they perform the oidy service 
which it is open to them to render? . 



to say of those who liave demanded their ser- 
vices and lia\-e framed their tasks? The an- 
swer must depend entirely upon the view we 
take of tlie value of the work which all these 
loyal and worthy lieiiiers have been set to do. 
If the Territorial Army be the true .solution of 
our military problem; if the safety of the coun- 
try will really be secured if the Territorial 
Army realises the e.\i)ectation.s of its creators, 
if all the energy r.nd good will that arc so 
lavishly offered bear fruit, then, indeed, no 
praise can be too great for a .\lnustcr and a <le- 
partmeul who have tlius utilized the best quali- 
ties of our people for the highest service of the 
vState. 

But what if the solution be no solution at 
all, what if the weapon wc arc forging with so 
much care be one which will either" rust for 
e\er ill Us >luatli, or which, if it be submitted 
to the clash o! arms, will Ije shattered in our 
hand?' In other woids, what if all this zeal 
and good will has been diverted from the true 
sersice of the country in order to gi\e a sem- 
blance of success to a scheme which has been 
framed without any regard for war, which 
conforms to no scientific princi|)le, ami which 
can produce no .satisfactory result? To this 
last question the reader must supply his own 
answer. My ])art is simply to explain, and to 
provide the material for a judgment. 

My own study ol the problem of our na- 
tional defence has led me to the couclnsiijn that 
our military needs are i)erfectly clear and <lc- 
finite ; and that, under no conceivable circum- 
stances, can the Territorial Force, as at present 
designed, satisfy those needs. I propose to set 
forth as clearly as 1 can the grounds for my 
belief. It will lie for m\- readers to decide 
whether or not I have reason on my side. 

l,et us see what cnr needs are. W hen wc 
arc (piite clear upon this poiiU, it will be com- 
paratively easy to form an opinion as to whe- 
ther our present oiganzation is the one best 
fitted to meet those needs. It would be in- 
correct to say that there is absolute agree- 
ment as to whjit the real military need.-? of t!ie 
nation are. On some points, indeed, there is 
practically no difference of opiinon. Certain 
ground is common to all parties in the eontro- 
\crs>' which undonl)lcdl) and mihap|nl\' exists; 
but outside this limited sphere of agr<:cmcnt 
there is much divergence of opinion ; and of 
this divergence it will be necessary to say 
something. 

It is a curious fact, however, that, although 
there is a considerable difference of opinion as 
to the nature and extent of the dangers to be 



guarded against, there is, as far as I am aware, 
no party, no section which really favors the 
\iew that the dangers wdiich threaten us can be 
effectively guarded against by the means which 
wc have chosen to adopt. This is a singular 
and disconcerting reflection ; but anyone who 
will examine the situation dispassionately will 
be compelled to admit that it is just. 

All ])arties are agreed in believing that this 
country may be involved in war oversea. Since 
the Battle of Hastings we have been almost 
continuously at war, and not once have we had 
ffj engage in a serious conflict on our own soil. 
(Civil wars, of course, do not come into the 
cpiestion.) If ex])erience teaches us anything, 
it teaches us that in the future, as in the past, 
the fighting of the iWitish Army will be done 
:i cross the sea. We li;i\e hail te) save Iiulia 
once; we may have to do so again. W'e have 
had to reinforce the action of the Fleet by 
military operations on the Continent of Eur- 
ope, and wc may have to do so again. W'e are 
bound by more than one Treaty to safeguard 
the neutrality of certain portions of Europe; 
it is not ineonceixahle that wc may be called 
\\\)0\\ to make gorid our <:il)ligations by force of 
arms, h'ur any one cjf these ])urposes wc must 
rely in the future, as wc have done in the past, 
upon the Regular Army acting in conjunction 
with the Navy. On this point we are all 
agreed. 

But directly we go one step further we find 
ourselves face to face with a great difference 
(jf o])inion. Some jiersons belie\'e — and 1 admit 
that I am of the number — that, provided the 
Na\-_v be maintained in a ]3roi)cr state of effi- 
ciency, the danger of invasion is not one whicii 
need be contemplated ; and that, if the navy be 
not sufficient and efficient, no military precau- 
tions will avail to preserve the country from a 
crushing disaster. 

This view was expressed with great forc^c 
by the late Under-Secretary of State for War, 
l.ord Portsmouth. "Me himself," he told his 
hearers, "liad ne\er said. n<.)r wotdd an}' one 
outside a lunatic asylum suppose, that the Ter- 
ritorial Army woulfl be equal to meting un- 
aided the trained and picked troops of the 
Great Powers of the Continent. If, however, 
we lost command of the sea. it would' be quite 
unncccssarv for any foreign Power with w hom 
wc were in conflict to in\adc us, for a people 
depending upon food supjilics from abroail 
woidd \ cry 'ipecdily be starved into a condi- 
tion of sidimission," (Speech at J^ewis, Feb- 
ruary 28, ]yo8.) 

There are others who houl that, aUhou,gh 
what is called an "invasion in force" is not to 
he anticipated, attacks by a limited number of 
selected (roops,, arriving in ships wliieh Avill 
have eluded the vigilance of the Fleet, may 



succeed in landing on our shores and doing 
great mischief. The party which believes in 
"raids" of this kind is a considerable one, and 
the theory has at times received official recog- 
nition. It should be said, however, that there 
are also many persons who believe that the 
same considerations v.diich apply to the case of 
invasion apply to the case of a "raid," and who 
think that the true and only protection against 
a landing of any kind is the Navy. They do 
not all assume that the Navy is at the present 
moment adequate to afford the necessary pro- 
tection, but they take the view that, if it be not 
strong enough, the proper course is to make it 
stronger, and not to spend money and cncrg}' 
upon the nuiltiplication of land forces, wliieli 
will be more co.'^'tly and less effective tluui des- 
troyers and submarmcs. 

It is r.ot necessary for the purposes of the 
present argument to combat, or even to ques- 
tion, the correctness of those who limit their 
belief to the possibility of raids. It i.* not my 
object to take part in wdiat bids fair to be an 
endless contro\-ersy, but to demonstrate that, 
while wc at preseni tail to provide against the 
one danger, as to the existence of which all 
l)arties are agreed, and are permitting incal- 
culable injury to be inflicted upon the Regular 
Army ; we arc doing nothing whatever to cope 
with either of the two perils about the exi.s- 
tence of which there is, indeed, some doubt, 
but which a very large section of the commun- 
ity believes to be real and pressing. 

Wliilc, however, I propose to accept for the 
purposes of my argument two propositions 
which 1 believe to be unsustainable, and to as- 
sume that an invasion, of this country is pos- 
sible, and that a raid is not pnly possible, but 
probable, I think it just to point out that there 
is no evidence whatever that these views are 
accepted by the Government, or by the Cpm- 
mittee of Imperial Defence. ' 

It is, of eunrse. impossible for a private in- 
dividual to .speak wilbi certainty upon either of 
these points, and the extraordinary want of 
harmony between the two great military dc- 
IKirtmcnts makes it difficult to draw inferences 
based upon the action of either of them. It is, 
perhaps, not fully realized that, at the present 
moiucnt, the Admiralty and the War Office 
are purstnng fundamentally different and con- 
tradictory policies. On the theory that no port 
will ever he attacked, that no troops will ever 
be landed, that no hostile shot will ever be fired 
n|)on British soil, the Admiralty have deliber- 
atlv desiroyed the olaborate and perfect sys- 
tem of mine defences constrticted with admir-i 
able skill by the Royal Engineers. They have 
wholly, or partially, dismantled the few ports 
we possessed ; they have allowed the land de- 
fences of the great naval ports to be abandon- 
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\F. ot the most pathetic iiualities of 
numkind i> its dependence fcjr econ- 
omic comfort on the available 
amoinit of a metal scattered by -Na- 
ture in a liaphazarci fashion u]) and 
down the frame of this planet, and 
from its buwuls with an cx[iciuli tiire 
of labor and eapit;il that might htive sufficed 
t<.) pr(M-ide luim;inii_v with an unthinkable 
quantit}' fif real eonnnodiiie,-. and eon\-enieiice-^, 
sa_\'s the Londcjn Times re\ ie\\ing "The World's 
Gold," by L. de Launay, Professor at the ICcole 
vSuperieure des Mines. Con.sidered quietly 
and in a cloistered and academic atmosphere, 
the thing is so absurd that the theoretical 
economist will have none of it. The economic 
man, as imagined 1)\ his creators, does not 
care a straw about the ipiantity of gold or 
either circidating mc'lium that inav be avail- 
able "If we consider any one kingdom b\- it- 
self," says Hume, "it is evidciU that the greater 
or less plenty of money is of no consccpicnce, 
since the prices of commodities are always 
proportioned to (he plenty of money, and a 
crown in Harry N il's time served the same 
purpose as a jiound docs at present." This 
cheerful theory invobes two enormous ris- 
stunptioiis — one, lli.it the price of c\-er\-iliinir 
is directly and immcdiatel\- affected hv 
changes in the amount of the circulating me- 
dium; and the other, tliat a change in the ])riee 
of everything would be a matter of no im- 
portance, if it were due merely to a variation 
in the amount of money. The theory, in short, 
leaves out of count all those wdiose income de- 
])ends on iKTinancnt 01 comi^arati vely perman- 
ent contracts. if the amoiiiii (.if gold were 
donbleil in Great Uiiiain tomorrow, and if — 
as by no means follows— the prices of all com- 
modities were conseipiently doubled, it cer- 
tainly would not lollow that the amount of 
money in everybody's pocket would be 
doubled. The weekly wage-earner, after a few 
distressing strikes, might succeed in making 
tlic desired adjust mciU ; but salaries and ])ro- 
fessional pay would not move nearly so easily; 
and the Chancellor of the l-'.xclu'qiicr would 
take a most virtuous stand on the sanctitv of 
contracts if he were asked to double "the 
amount of the interest payable on Consols. 
Moreover, this belief that an addition to the 
circulating medium necessarily and immedi- 
ately raises prices has brought into being an- 
other school of thought \vliicli contends that 
variations in the sni)|>l}- of the |)recious mel:ds 
are one of the most inijiortant t'ac'ors in 
jn'ogress of mankind. Sir .\rchib;dd Alison in 
Iiis History of Europe attributed the .lec'.y of 
the Roman Empire to the contraction of the 



circulating medium, and the re;i\\ akeiiing of 
liumanil}- t(j the disco\'cry of the mines of 
Mexico and Peru. ;\nd thus thcorj', proceed- 
ing from .the same assumption, arrives at two 
diametrically oiijiosed conclusi'ins, impelled by 
llie taste and fancy of the tlieorizer. It is a 
subject on which iiisle and fancv' c;m range 
unfettered by fact: lor no one knows how 
much .gold \^\-is in existence t \\\\y d;ne gi\-en 
a^. the starting point, or how much Ik's been 
prfjduccd since, or is being produced now, or 
liow much is being absorbed by the arts and 
i.i.ifls, or, again, wluit are really the aggregate 
or average prices of commodities, since the 
most ingeniously devised Index .N'umbers can 
only be reg;irded ,ts \ ery interesting approxi- 
mations. C)llier things being e(]ual, it seems 
to be clear th:.l ;in increase in the output of 
gold should c;uisc ;i rise in pri<-es by diminish- 
iiig the bn}-ing jKiwcr of the metal; but other 
tilings are seldom equal, and we have seer 
a decade in which the output was doubled 
and the prices of commodities, according to 
all available measurements, fell. 

On the fascination exercised by gold, quite 
ajiart from money-grubbing vulgarities, there 

is no need to insist. The Greeks compli- 
mented the iiiet:il by applying the epithet 
golden to -Aphrodite ; ex'crv sciioolbo\', past 
or ]ircsent, rcniemhers tin' lloratian te fniitur 
credulus anrea; and Ruskiii has gone even 
further when lie described gold as the "pln'si- 
cal tyjjc of wisdom." This fascination goes 
far to account for the position which gold has 
won for itself ns the only form of payment 
always and under all circumstances acceptable 
in economically civilized countries. Gold 
owes its importance to a coiu'cntion, a senti- 
ment, perhaps an absurdity ; but its import- 
ance is thereby none the less real. In "The 
\\'orl(rs Gold," .Af. dc Eauna_\- discusses the 
problems concerning the i)h}-sical type of 
wisdom which are at present exercisifig those 
wdio attempt to peer into the economic future 
and draw inferences concerning the probable 
result of the great increase in tlie output of 
gold, which is one of the remarkable features 
of modern mining industry. He is exception- 
ally equipjied for this task, being gifted at 
once with tcclmical and scientific kuowldcge 
of the subject, and with the imagination and 
insight so essential to the handling of such a 
problem, and so apt to be killed by technicali- 
ties and .science He has been fascinated by 
his subject to an extent wdiich sometimes 
dazzles his \ision, as, for exaint)le, when he 
asserts that "gold is wealth and the whole <.-.f 
wcidth." But these lapses are rare; if M. dc 
Launay merely means that gold can be ex-

changed for any other form of wealth, he 
cannot be gainsaid, but he is expressing a tru- 
ism so obvious that it seems out of place in 
his lively pages. He tells us all about the 
geological aspect of the question, the distri- 
bution of gold throughout this globe, the his- 
torical i)rogrcss of mining liy which the richer 
deposits are exhausted, and mankind has to 
fall back- on rock v.liicli it would once have 
tlunigbt l.iarren. mid turn it, by improvement 
in mining practice and processes of extraction, 
into payable ore. So great and so recent has 
this improvement been that, "if wc consider 
the greatest present gold-producing regions— 
the Transxaal, Kalgoorlie in West .Australia, 
and Cripple Creek in Colorado — wc see that in 
no case would profitable working lia\e been 
]50ssible thirl}- }-ears ago." Ami having taken 
us through these scientilic aspects of the 
matter, ^1. de Launay proceeds to a very in- 
teresting chapter on the "ecounm}- of gold," 
the title of wdiich wouUl perhaps be more 
correctly expressed as the economic aspect of 
gold. In this he discusses the possible econ- 
omic affects of the great increase in the out- 
put which his previous pages have shown to 
be likely to In: maintained, at least for the 
next thirty xears. He brings to this (pies- 
tion the (piality most essential for its profit- 
able discussion — namely, a recognition of the 
infinite complications which make it dangcr- 
otis to dogmatize about it. He seems to in- 
cline to the view that the causes which have 
hitherto made the demand for gold keep pace 
with the increased output will probably con- 
tinue, and tluit be does not endorse the com- 
mon theoretical assumption that the increased 
outinit must necessarily result in a decline 
in the rate of interest, and a rise in general 
prices. It should be noted that the book con- 
tains several inaccuracies, or misprints, and 
no index.

ed. Many people wdil believe that .Portsmouth, 
Plymouth, and Chatham are fortresses. It is 
a mater of evcry-day occurrence to see them so 
described in the newspapers. But they are 
nothing of the kind. There is not a gun or a 
round of ammunitiou in the whole of the land- 
ward forts, and the less said about some of the 
.seaward forts the better. In other words, the 
Navy has definitely committed itself to the 
view that no landing is possible; that by naval 
means, and naval means alone, can an enemy 
be prevented from setting foot upon our 
shores. To do the Admiralty justice, they 
have been thorough and logical in the applica- 
tion of their theory. There have been no ludf- 
mcasurcs. The naval authorities have com- 
mitted theni.selvcs absolutely to the proposi- 
tion that no force can land. Their action makes 
this certain. If in the opinion of the Board of 
Admiralty there were the remotest chance of 
an armed force landing in the neighborhood of 
our great naval ports, the policy they have 
followed and the attitude they have adopted 
towards General Owen's Committee would be 
almost criminal. If such a chance existed, the 
dismantling of the works which protect the 
naval ports was an act of insanity. But the 
Admiralty do not believe in the possibility of a 
landing, and are acting in accordance with 
their belief. 

Meanwhile, the Army Council, so far as 
they can be said to be proceeding on any defin- 
ite line at all, are acting entirely on the hy- 
pothesis that the Admiralty are entirely in the 
wrong. Our military policy not only docs not 
harmonize with our naval policy, but is the 
direct contradiction of that policy. The Ad- 
miralty arc positive that there will be no land- 
ing, and act accordingly. The Army Council 
are so certain there will be a landing that they 
are spending £4,000,000 a year, not to prevent 
it, but to neutralize its effect after it has taken 
])lace. On this point there is no room for 
doubt. To enlist 300,000 men and boys who, 
ill the event of war, arc by the terms' of their 
engagement, and by the law of the land, tied 
to the soil of these islands, would be a crazv 
performance if its authors did liot assume that 
fighting in this country was not only possible, 
but probable. Evidently, therefore, the War 
Office believe the Admiralty to be wrong. 

It cannot be said that the Army Council 
arc as logical in giving effect to their opinion 
as the Board of Admiralty. On the contrary, 
beyond just doing enough to prove that they 
do believe in the need for a home-keeping 
Army, they arc acting exactly as if they were 
in entire agrcnient with the naval authorities. 
This very important and interesting fact is as 
yet very little undcrsiood by the public. It is 
worth while making some attempt to make it 
clear and its significance apparent. The Army 
Council imdoiibtcdly do Ijclicve in invasion, 
and ilo not believe that the Navy can protect 
our shores, but despite their belief, they are 
taking no rational steps to safeguard the na- 
tion against the danger b}-- which, in their 
belief, it is threatened. For it should be clearly 
understood that, given the object in view, the 
.steps which the Army Council are now taking 
are not rational at all ; they correspond Avith 
no theory; they satisfy no need; they furnish 
no guarantee whatever against defeat in war. 

it is not to he wondered at that wdicn those 
in authority act udthout principle, method, or 
consistency, tlie public, wdiich naturally looks 
to its military officials for guidance, should be 
confused and bewildered. That the public is 
at the present time confused and bewildered 
is ])roved beyond all doubt by the fact that in- 
terest is entirely centred upon the Territorial 
Force, and that the official strategem by which 
the attack o\\ the .Army and the tlcstruction of 
the Militia have been concealed has been per- 
fectly successful.

LAST OF THE "IRISH KINGS" 

Michael Waters, the "king" of Innishmur- 
ra}', a storm-beaten island about nine miles off 
the coast of Sligo, has died at his residence 
there, and his funeral ^\■as carried out witli all 
the accom[)aiiimcnts of ancient Celtic cere- 
monial, the body receiving a final resting 
place in the ancient monastic establishment of 
St. Molaise and St. Colombkille. 

This event recalls a quaint survival of the 
old Irish clan system. The late "king" was 
actually ruler of the island, his eighty subjects 
accepting his word as law. He always acted 
Avith impartiality and justice and his decisions 
were never questioned. He was "king" for 
more than thirty-fi\c years, having succeeded, 
his mother as ruler, and be in turn handed his 
authorit}- over to his son Michael, 

The isl;iiiders, many of \vlioiii have never 
been to the mainland, make their living by 
fishing, and their life is arduous. There arc. 
no police on the island, all matters being set- 
tled by the "king"; there are no priests, and 
the people arc never called upon to pay taxes. 

The island is full of interest to the anti- 
quary. The "castle" inhabited by the lale 
"king" is situated near the landing stage and 
chxsc to the ruins of an ancient town. The 
wall of the town varies in height from four- 
teen to eighteen feet, and it is broad enough 
to drix'c a cart around its top. 
, The interior of the encbjsure iiresents a re- 
markable appearance, for there may he seen 
churches, cells, houses shaped li^ .beehiyesi 
tombs, altars, a wishing stone aii'd' 'crdsses. 
Within the old wall are three churches, and 
tradition has it that the monastery was the 
joint work of St. Molaise and St. Colombkille 
during the latter half of the sixth ccntur/y 
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VER since Dr. John Watson died it 
lias .sccmcfl to those who knew liini 
;ni absohitcl)- necessary tliiii"- that 
liis life slioiild he written. Wliile it 
was in a hirgc measure time oT him 
tiiat the man was in the hooks which 
iie left beliind hiin, it was lelt very stron.L;ly 
by all who iiad iiad the inivilege of comini;- 
into contact with hini — by those who had 
merely seen him and heard him no less than 
by his familiars — that, sclf-rcvealing; as the 
books were, there was in tiie man himself a 
charm and lirilliancy .-greater than ever had 
been coinmnnicated td them. W'lien he (bed 
the greai world i:;ric\-fil tliat there could never 
be another "Bonnie Brier Bush," but those 
to whom I have referred sorrowed most to 
know tliat never acjain wutdd they feel the 
warm grasji of his liand, look upon that strong- 
kindly face, or hear ;lic \-i)icc t(.) which men 
could not Choose l>ui listen. a> it called them 
to paiely or solciiinitv, t(i iaiigliter or to tears. 
It was niy privilege to nieei Dr. Watson onl}- 
once — on the last occasinn in which Jie was in 
Belfast. But ever since the day on which I 
saw him first — a mctnorahlc da}' as it was in 
his life — tliat of the opening- of \Veslminsier 
College, ("ambridge, 1 lia\e been under the 
.spell of his personality. 1 never missed an 
opportnnit}' oi hearing him preach, ami, al- 
though it would not I.)c right lo deseril)e him 
as the greatest preacher 1 have ever heard, 1 
can honestly say that there is no one whom I 
would have gone further to hear. Even Avith 
the slight knowlcflgc that I had of him, I am 
prepared to affirm that there was a magne- 
tism about him, abonl his nnimier and his con- 
verse, wdiich was far more efficacious and per- 
vasive than that which emanated from his 
books. In order to get a just cstin-iate of hjs 
powcfj), it was essential that account should 
be taken of this. ]jut how should a grace that 
was' io elusive be preserved, how should those 
who had never seen Dr. Watson smile, had 



never listened 'to liis telling of a story, had 
never heard his voice in trembling pity or in 
withering scorn, be made to realize the inef- 
fable charm of the man himself. it was in- 
deed a difficult task, yet it was necessar}' that 
it shoidd be essayed, and by universal consciit 
there was no one who "could attempt it with 
greater hope of success than the versatile 
journalist and man of Ictter.s, of wlK)in in later 
years Dr. Watson, referring to the circum- 
stances that led to the publication of the 
"Bonnie l"5ricr Htish," wrote to friqcipal Dale 
— "Nicoll made nie n-rite."' There is no one 
who reads Dr. Kobcrtson X'ieoU's life of his 
friend, published the other day by Messrs. 
Hodder & Stoughton, who will not confess 
that his work has been supremely well done. 
It is the best hook that Dr. Nicoll has written. 
Inspired throughout by loving symiiathy and 
wholehearted yet discriminating admiration, 
it is indeed a noble offering on the altar of 
friendship. 

Dr. Xicoll ha.s sei/.cd ui)on and gi\-en the 
])ronnnence due to the salient element in Dr. 
Watson's personality — his Celtic tempera- 
ment. That comes out clearly in his books, 
and, as 1 may be iKirdoncd for i-oca!ling, \\:is 
pointed out in this coliuim o\'cr t\vo ye;irs ago. 
It \s-as fully realized and i)rou(lly acknowletlg- 
ed by Dr. A\'ats(3n himself, it has iutcresli-d 
me nnich to find that, while he was intellectu- 
ally at the opposite pole from Rnm,-in Catholi- 
cism, the mystic element in Catholicism had a 
great fascination for him. I have heard him 
contend in sprightly mood — there is no harm 
in telling this now — that it is a mistake to try 
to convert llie Irish to Protestantism; that to 
maisc them Protestants would only spoil them. 
Dr. Nicoll gives a striking e.\;ami)le of the 
strength of Dr. Watson's sympathetic imag- 
ination in this respect. He was once in a Ro- 
man Catholic church in Italy, and got into 
conversation with a woman, whom he had 
previously watched as she engaged devoutly 




in prayer. "Don't you," the woman asked of 
him, "ever pray lo the Afothcr of God?" 
".\'o," said Watson, "for it seems to me that 
all yon find which is holy and helpful and 
adorable in the character of that most revered 
and lK.ciUtiful woman, all that and infinitely 
more I find in her Divine Sou." "Yes, sir," 
she said wistfully, "I understand that, but you 
are a man, and you do not know how a woman 
needs a woman to pray to." "My dear go'od 
soul," said AVatson, very gently, "Yes, yes, I 
understrmd. J tTiink 1 know something of a 
woman's heart, nf a \\'oman's neeils. 1 take 
back all 1 said. I'oigivc it. foi-gct it. Do not 
let ail)' word oi mine stand between you and 
your prayers to the .Mother of our Lord." Dr. 
Watson marrietl, as many of my readers are 
aware, a Glasgow huly. a riear relative nf the 
distinguislied In.sh poet, whom Pelfast counts 
one of her ,grealest sons, Sir .S.amnel l'\'r,guson. 
Tins and i ther tilings leil him t') think a good 
deal abiiiit li-rland. and one deli\-erance of his 
on the subject is cpioted :— " 1 1," he saifl, "the 
just ami honorable, hut perhaps over-sensible 
and somewhat phlegmatic, persons who have 
in recent limes had charge of Irish affairs, and 
li;i\-e bi-en ti-\-ing lo um-ax'el the tangled skein, 
had appieei.-iled the tiacksy sprite which in- 
habits the Irish miinl, and had nnide a little 
more allowance tur [jeople who are not moved 
by arguineut and the nudtiplication table, but 
aie touched by sentiment and romance, as well 
as vastly tickled by the absurdity of things, 
they might have achieved greater success and 
don-' more good to a chivalrous, unworldly, 
quick-witted, and warm hearted ])eo])le." This 
saying is very characteristic, .and if it (uies 
iiol Cf-)ntain tlie whole truth about Ireland it 
does emboiU' a tinth which is worthy of more 
cc)nsideration than it has receivetl. It is not 
enough that he who tries to govern Irishmen 
should have a sense of humor, but I think it 
will be admitted that without that sense he 
will be very seriously handicapped.

Dr. Watson matured late. The writer of 
his biography .■5tates his belief that this was 
due to the silent conflict that in his earlier 

days proceeded within him between the some- 
what narrow Evangelicalism in which he was 
reared anrl the broader views into which he 
afterwards entered. At I^ogiealmond his 
preaching was unecjual, and depended upon 
the mood in which he was ; he was subject to 
fits of acute depression. With all his brilliance 
he was cmdously unequal to the end. Yet 
everything- with which he took pains he did 
well. His best literar}' work was in his first 
books, o\er which he took innnense trouble. 
To preaching, on the other hand, he became 
more devoted as he became more deeply con- 
scious of the office of the sermon in Christian 
worship, and his preaching became every year 
more notable. Tu his doing of his best work 
a svmpathetie atnios]5here was essential, and 
he found it when, hut not until, lu- settled in 
1 axcrpool. Sir Edward Jvus.sell says "that his 
strength lay in the many-sidedness of his sym- 
jiathies. lie coidd preach sermons which 
pleased the Evangelicals, sermons which 
pleased the Unitarians, sermons indicating 
great breadth, and sermons of such intensity 
and urgent appeal that they might have come 
from a flaming evangelist in the .great revi- 
\-al." There have been few nien of larger 
mental hospitality than Watson, lie rejoiced 
in recognizing how much he had in connnon 
with men of every jjarty. Watson was what 
he was by reason of the saving grace -of hu- 
mor. Me was absolutely free from that dis- 
ease, almost invariably the accompaniment of 
po])ularity, which is colloquially known as 
swelled head, lie was always ready to make 
fun at his oWn expense. He counted it the 
chief defect in Mr. Gladstone's character, that 
he was devoid of the sense of humor, and when 
he heard thpt he was reading "The Bonnie 
Brier Bush" he wrote to Mrs. Stephen Wil- 



liamson, "Hope tlie book will not make Mr. 
CJladstone weep for his eyes' sake'" WllBll 
Dr. Nicoll asked him to write a certaiti article 

for the Expositor he replied: — 

"Aly f.ailh in human nature is, h.owevcr, 
nmch shaken by the fact that the editor of the 
E.'ipositor, who is supposed to be its friend 
and protector, has insisted upon a man whose 
mind is doddqring devastating the pages of 
the Expositor with a subject which has been 
adequately treated by eminent f scholars, and 
about which the proposed writer knows very 
little more than a village pastor. He is sorry 
to thiidv that the days of the Expositor, a 
useful though didactic magazine, are so near 
an end, and humiliated that he has been chosen 
to give the coup de grace." . 

In another letter to Dr. Nicoll, after a re- 
ference lo Alorley's "Cromwell," which he had 
been reatling, on which he ])asscs judgment as 
a fine ])iece of writing, hut as history not to be 
compared with iMrlh or Gardiner, h^ adds; — 

"Although this is a valuable remark, and 
contains news which might not otherwise 
reach your ears, 1 make no charge. I am 
that ki»d of man." 

Dr. Nicoll dwells at length on AX'atson's 
gift.s as a laconteui', which were certaiidy of 
the ycvy .greatest. "The charm of his talk," 
sa)-s his biographer, "lar.gely depended upon 
his insight into human character, its joys, its 
sorrows, and its weaknesses. This peculiar 
insight and the power of mimtcry which he 
inherited from his mother, together with the 
tones of his voice and the changing expres- 
sions of his face, put him in the front rank of 
talkers and after-tlinner speakers." Several 
of his stories are given. I\lost of them arc 
good to read, but one caimot hclj) feeling how 
nuich their humor was enhanced by the man- 
ner in which they \yere told. It seems almost 
sacrilege that any other than Dr. Watson liim- 
self should try to tell them. — "Quill," hi Bel- 
fast Whig.

'JMic repori states that the nninhers of in- 
ward and onl\\aril passengers of all classes 
and nationalities in and from non- i'.uropean 
countries were 634,949 and 293,633 respective- 
ly, showing a balance of outward over inwaril 
passengers of 341,316. The figures for 1907 
were the highest recorded, the number of out- 
going passengers, that of incoming pas.sen- 
gers, and the net nundjer of outgoing passen- 
gers, bcin,g each in c.xccss of tlie correspond- 
ing figures tor .-iny prev ious year. ( )f the 
total mnnber of outgoing i)assciig-ers, 110,041 
Avere cabin passengers and 524,908 steerage 
passengers. 

Assuming that the number of passengers 
who travelled for pleasure or for business rea- 
sons was about eqna! in each direction, it 
would appear that the not number of outgoing 
passengers rou.glily represents the number uf 
actual emigrants. hctlicr of I'ritish i.r fi-r- 
ul'j^n nationality. le;i\iiig the I'liited Kingd mi 
\vith ilie intcnti in '.n scliling in non-I'.nrope.an 
countries. On ibis a'-snmi)tinii the totai mnn- 
ber of "emigrants" — i.e.. the mlal balance out- 
ward — appears as ,^41,316: llie iuind)er of llrit- 
ish and Irish "emigrants" a|ipcaring as 235.- 
092, and the number of foreign "emigrants" 
as 109,857. The foreign "emigrants" w<'re for 
the most part bound for the United States. 

In 1907 there were 049,379 inward and

The passenger movement between the 
United Kingd<jm and non-European countries 
was largely a movement between Great Brit- 
ain and other parts of the J'ritish Empire. 
There wire 2\:2/r/2 P.ritisji onlward [lassen- 
gers and Si,:?^') IVitish inu-ard passengers as 
between the I'nite'l Iviiigdcnn and the oxer- 
seas British p'.issr.-siniis, showing an excess r)f 
131,433 outward. ' M' foreigners there were 
37.947 '^\'bo left ('.real britain for other parts 
of the Empire and J4.093 who came from our 
Colonies to the United Kingdom, showing an 
excess of 13,854 outward. During the year 
36(1, 39C) persons went to the rnited States 
from Great Pritain and 171,642 persons came 
fr(un the P'nited States (including 196,126 and 
101,247 foreigners respectively), an excess out- 
ward of 19-1,754. 

The informaii. .11 whi. li the Pmard of Trade 
have statnlDry power to nbtain with regard 
to the cotmjries frdm ami lo whieh the p.-is- 
scngers proceed c(.«nsists of i)articulars as to 
the ports at which tiie incoming passengers 
embark and those at which the outgoing pas- 
sengers contract to l;,nd. It is known that in 
the case of North .America a number of pa.s-

to the United States ; and that 4,750 British 
and 2,539 foreign passengers who contracted 
to land in the United States were known to be 
l)roceeding lo British North America. These 
voluntary relLirns cannot be regarded as af- 
fording a complete account of the indirect 
passengers mrjvcnient from the United King-

\^■llich he died victorious the body of the most 
noble Pord lloratio .Nelson, X'ice-.Admiral of 
the While Sipiadron of the l-'leet, \vas, says 
the vStandai'd of Emi)i|-e, brought home to the 
]\(jyal ]losj)ital for ,Seamen at Greenwich. .All 
up .-nnl down the rixer that winter's day the 
bells were lolling, inintiu- guns were booming, 
and colors flew half-mast high. The great 
iron Water Gates of the Hospital stood wide 
to receive the coffin. Between the stately 
jjalaccs of <lead Kings an<l Queens, past the 
central statue of King George the Second, uj) 
the ste|)s to the terrace, llie funeral li-;un bf.ire 
the hero into the J'ainted Hall. They laid 
him iipem the cataf;d(pie set up on the dais, 
there lo lie in state during four days. So Nel- 
son came home ifdin the sea, lo the people of 
the sea, his eiwn peciple. 

On January 8, they took him away, in a 
storm of wdnd and rain. The "coffin was 
brought b}' ri\er to the .Admirall}' in a long 
|n-Mees>ion .>f st.ite b.irges, attended by nine 
.Admirals, fixe liuudrrd Grectiwich Pensioners, 
ami the l.^rd .\layoi- and (,'n|-pi iration of Lon- 
don, attd rei ei\ ed at W hit cliall Stairs by Nor- 
rov. Kiii.g "i .Arms, \v\\.\\ nine licr;ilils and pur- 
suiv;mts. On the 9lh the luneral went in jiro- 
ccssion to St. Paul's, where it may be said 
that England herself was visibly present. 

Put Nelson lay first of all among his own 
men, the men of the sea, wiio, like him, had 
wont ships thin beneath their feet in patrol 
ami \igil. w atcliing and chasing: men who 
walked naked into earnagi', .g(jing joyful as to 
;t lesiival; ,-111(1 who iidw, iii;iinu'd ;ind scarred, 
reci'i\-ed their greatest captain, dead, in a 
lialacc, the gift of a Queen.

1",\'J I'.W'I NG the physical observations 
of the National Antarctic Expedi- 
tion, 1901-1904, with discussions by 
various authors, the London Times 
says : 

This volume contains observations 
of tides, of pendulums swung to determine 
the force of gravity, of earthquakes, of aurorae, 
and of magnets. A\"ilh 'egard to the tides. 
Sir (.".eorge Darwdn finds some curious un- 
expected results for which no reason can be 
assigned, but they are scarcely of general in- 
terest. The determinations of gravity show 
a slight excess over the theoretical value ; 
a phenomenon which appears also, arid to a 
greater extent, in the results obtained by Aus- 
trian observers in -Australasia. The carth- 
(piake observations led to the detection of 
a new- and extremely active centre of earth- 
cpuike acli\ity, sub-ocean, and lying between 
New Zeal;md anrl the winter quartfers of the 
Discovery — say East longitude 160 degrees. 
South latitude 55 degrees. This new centre, 
so close to our antipodes, has a special inter- 
est for us in En.glaiid, since shocks which di- 
verge fr(5m it ultimately converge again in our 
nei.ghborliood. The ])henomcnon is somewhat 
similar to that familiar in a "whispering- 
gallery," where a faint sound uttered at one 
focus is easily heard at the other, though it 
may not be audible in other parts of the hall 
owing to its diffusion. So an earthquake- 
shock occurring in this new centre of dis- 
turbance ( which has been designated b)'- the 
letter .M ) is i-ecorded on the instruments at 
the Pivei-pixd < )bser\-at<')ry, or at Professor 
Milne's station in the Isle of Wi.ght, though 
lliei-e nun- be no tr;ice of it on the seismograph 
records at int erniedi.-Ue' st;ilioiis, where it is 
diffused round the globe. This curious |)lieno- 
nicnon suggests more than one train of 
thou.ght. \\'ill it become, at .some time in 
the future, easier for us to send a wireless 
telegr.'im to New Zealand than to India? Tlie 
signals emitted at any point are transmitted 
in all directions and become therefore rapidly 
we.-d-rer as the r;nlins iiu'reases. I!nt if they 
ff)llow the surface of the globe the i-adins 
will not increase indefinitely. W'lien the circle 
ovei w hich the signal spreads out has become 
a great-circle of the globe, it will contract 
;igain, and if the -wireless signals can get so far. 
however emaciated, their vi.gor will begin to 
increase a.gain by coneentralion, ;uid may l.-e 
sufficient at the antipodes to .-iffect :i recei\'- 
ing instrmmml . .Such an expei-iment m;iy be 
worth trying. Mnt to git;u-d a.gainst possible 
misconception it slunikl be remarlced that in 
the case of earthquake shocks, from which we 
started, the diffusion is not equal in all direc- 
tions outwards; it favors some more than 
otbeis, and ibis is another important result 
due to till' .Antarctic observations. If we aslc 
.sume for a momeiu that, in the re,gi'.)n called 
M. there is a f.-iult rimning in a direction coii- 
tinuous with .New Zealand, then the shoeks 
are more easily triinsmittcd in directions at 
right angles to the fault, and less easily in the 
direction of it (ie., towards and away from 
New Zealand). The earthquake observations 
of the Discovery have in fact turned out un- 
c.xiicctediy valuable. 

There ai-e some strilcing- |)iclnres of :uiror;u>, 
iml Air. Piernacclii remark-s that, on the wdude, 
the dis]days, althou,gli very frequent, were ex- 
tremely poor. An interesting feature of the 
linagnetic ob'seiT^.ribn is thg' determination of 



the South n-iagnctic pole. This can be found 
by two independent methods. First, we may 
carry a needle round it and -draw horizontal 
lines to show the direction in which the needle 
points ; these lines should all meet in the pole. 
Secondly, we may seek the point where the 
needle ])oints verlicall}-- downwards. Both 
methods were used and they gave remarkably 
accordant results, the pole being placed in 
South latitude 72 degrees 51 minutes S, and 
longitude 156 degrees 25 minutes E. The mag- 
netic and tidal observations made by the 
Scottish Antarctic Expedition on the other 
side of the South Pole are repeated from' the" 
Scottish volume in the present, so that tlicy 
may readily be compared with those of the 
Discovery. 

In rexiewing the meteorological observa- 
tions of the Disco-i-ery ;i few months ago, we 
had occasion to express regret that the obser- 
vers set out on this important expedition with 
little or no preliminary training. To what was 
then said it i^ only necessax-y to add that the 
observations in the present volume suffered 
in the same way. Tliis must not be allowed 
to detract from the praise justly due to the 
observers, wdio accomplished a difficult task 
with remarkable skill and patience. But, 
ne\ erlheless, it remains true, as Dr. Chrec 
remarks, that in drawing conclusions from the 
observations, "due allowance must be made 
for the conditions under which the work was 
done. Those responsible for the expedition 
found themselves shortly before its departure 
without a physical observer.

Having been set at liberty, it is pursued by 
horsetnen armed with ordinary boar spears, 
and generally gives a .good galloii. It gener- 
ally comes to bay and charges the ridcr.-i, 
sometimes n-iaK-ing good its s[)ring, and Jand- 
in.g on the horse's (piarters — the usual mode of 
attack ado|)t(;d by a leopard against horsemen, 
'J'lie frantic kicks and bucks of the horse soon 
unseat both leo]:)ar(l and rider, so that the kill- 
ing of a IcoiKird under these conditions is at- 
tended by no small amount of danger.

By the Conservation of Energy Is moant what 
sccma to bp a demonstrable fact, namely, that there 
can be no incri'a.sc or diminution of tlio foiccK, whifli 
I'Xist ill naiurc. A familiar cxainplt' is tliat of pro- 
ducing; a lire by riibbiiK two Kticlcs toKothcr, in wliich 
caKc tlu- force cxcrU^d in ciwitiiifj Iho friction is con- 
verted into Ileal. Of cuur.se, the Hciontiflc deliiiition 
l.s nuicli moil' involved than the above, but that l.s 
what It amounts to when expressed In popular lan- 
guage. A corresponding theory In the material world 
IH the Indlstructlblllty of matter. You may alter 
iiuittor, but you cannot destroy It. Thus take Ice, 
Tliia wc ma.v call, althoiiKh tlio expression is not 
.seieiitillcally aci'urate, water in a metallic form: heat 
converts tiii.'i into iiqoiil water, and aeeordln^ uh the 
heal increa.se.s i>r dlnuni.'JlKi.s, we luivc tiu' .same ma- 
terial m tlu lorrii of mist or .steam. We may .separ- 
ate water into its eensiitm nt part.s. and by In'nt ui> 
may rarif.v lliese aiiparently indelln itely ; but in all 
these processes not a particle of matter is annihilated. 
It may becomo invisible and Intanslble by any means 
at our command; but it never becomes non-existent. 
It may be united with otlier things to fonn aub- 
.stances as different from water as wo can linnKlno, 
tint niitliiiiK' i.s dcslrojed in the proce.s.s.

From these premises let us draw a few suRges- 
lions — we cannot say conclusions. You smell a ro.sc.

■have been "wastiiii; lloir swei^tness on the lie.ser't 
air." Where lias this swieine.ss -^mv': Why is tlK^ 
air not ri'dideni of the a ecu inulal ion of ]ierluines'' 
-\ sln.ijer Ki\i-s forth a beautiful tkjIc. Wi' bear 11; wi- 
■wonder at the exquisite loveliness of It. Its memory 
lingers with us. What becomes of the note and the 
sweetness of it, after our ears have ceased lo thrill 
with its delightful sound? In what muiilfcstation 
are the echoes of the ages concealed? Where are 
the pictures which the light lias gathered up in all the 
lioiK ages .since the Creator spalie the word and 
liKhl beamed forth? Is there a conservation of these 
and the tlioiisand other things whicli we ciuin.it 
weigh, measure or I'onllne? (if course these i|nes- 
tions cannot be answered. Tliey relate to the (lo- 
iiiain of the inex])licable with which we are .sur- 
rounded. Yet the things referred to are just as real 
as anything else. The perfume is as real as the 
rose Itself; the voice of the singer is as real as the 
alnger lierseif; the thunders which shook the air a 
thousand years ago are as real as the air they shook; 
the i)ictures wliicb tlie sun rmints for our eyes are as 
' rc'al as the objects painted. Are these realities dif- 
ferent from other realities ii] tlu! sense that tiioy 
can be aniiiliilatecr.' 'i'here is no use in looliing in the 
l)ooks l(ir an answer. 

From this line of inriuirv to another ;ind eciually 
Interesting one the step Is easy enough. Let us take 
again the case of song. Frenchmen sang the "Mar- 
seillaise,' and the heart of a nation was stirred to 
itM depths; passions were excited; imagination was 
Inspired; coiiraije was .strengthened and things secm- 
ln(;l\- impossible u-ere a<;'conipliHhe(i. Wliat has he- 
come ol tile eni>r«v tliat was tlni.s brought into evi- 
dence? 'i'lie eilects el 11 hax'e endured; but can anv 
eiie suggest what has Ijecunie of the energy itself? 
'I'lie (lui'stioii cannot be answered by sa.Ning that 
there is in mankind a potential energy which asserts 
it.self under proper stimulus. ~juat as the electricity 
in a stick of sealing-wax assorts itself when the 
stick is rubbed on .vour coat-sleeve. The energy 
was a ri'al tiling, just as real as the blood which 
fanatii's. inspired l)y it, shed like water. We ctiii 
determine with snnu' defjree of certainty wliat be- 
came of the blood; but ue cannot tell what became 
of the frenzy which cause, i it lo be shed. Xelther 
do we escape the <|Urstl'in by .saying that the deeils 
were the result of emotions, for as far as wo know 
emotions must be either matter or force, because 
we know of nothing else that they can be, unless we 
accept the existence of a third domain of existence, 
namely, ';he spiritual. If we ilo tliis, we liave a realm 
in which the psyebu- fori'es ;na.\ be eonsc rveil. 

The above questions are nec'ess.irily purely s|jecu- 
lative, yet they relate to things wliieli .are as real 
as the eartli Ixmeiitb niir leet .iml tlie stars, which 
shine above us. Apparenll\- tlie.\- are un.answeralili', 
yet they seem to be useful, because they indicate the 
exceedingly narrow limits of mir knowledge. And 
this brings us to a point, which has often been 
touched upon In this section of the Colonist, namely, 
the assumption which many of us are ready to make 
that, lie.'ause we ourselves do not Icnow a thing. It 
lanuol lie true. We ilo iint claim this In regard to 
matters nf history, calculation, cliemistr.v or any of 
tbi> so-called sciences. In ni.atters of this iilnii we 
are conlent to aJnilt that we know ver\- little. It is 
only when we spealt of the otlier tlomaiii, the do- 
main In which God seems to be manifest as a spirit 
and man feels a gonsclousness that he has In some 
mysterious manner been made In the Image ol* the 
Deity, I hat we claim to h«ve reached that acme of 
knowledge, which enables us to say that the things, 
which we personally have not experienced, cannot 
possibly be true.

Whence comes the proneius.-^ ni humanity lo do 
things which It ought not to do? The question is not

We are 
taught that sin Is hateful to (.Jod, and that one of Its 
consequences is death. Into a discussion of this phase 
of the matter, it is uscle.ss to cuter. We know that 
certain acts are evil in their effects upon ourselves 
and our neighbors. Fnjiu ibe sta ndiml at of humanity 
llioy are sinful because lin y are in \iiilation of those 
laws wliicli maiiklml I■■•l■o^nize as necessary fur tlie 
welfare of the liuman l ai e. Tried by tills test e\ er.\ - 
Ihing, which Is CDliileiiineil or enjoined b.\- the Ten 
Commandments; is sinful. Take for example the of- 
fence Of stealing, which may be defined as the taking 
of thu property of another with the Intent to deprive 
hini of the benefit thereof. This definition Is wide 
enough to lit every siieries of this wrong, from pick- 
ing a pocket up to stealing a franchise. No argument 
is necessary to coiivlnie any one Hint acts of llii;? 
naliire are prejuillcial lo the welfai-e of liu man i t>-. 
Therefore tiiere w»s a law iigalnsl stealing long be- 
fore an,v one thought of ascribing the conmiand, 
"Thou Shalt Not Steal," to divine origin, and, if wo 
were beginning to form society over again this Is one 
of the first laws we would adopt. 

If the tradltlona ot mankind are at all trustworthy 
there was a period when the conditions of life upon 
I ill- earth were exceedingly arduous. 'i'lii> Icelandic 
.Sagas tell of the ago "when brother warred against 
brollier and the e/lrtli wa.s lilled with an;;nish." .Xow 
if we can coiiceh"! of the e.-iislence of a condition of 
tlilng.s when the struggle to m|iintain life against the 
adverse influenco ot nature .las Intensely acute, we 



will reaiiil.\' aiipreciale how self-preservation, wbicil 
wo are told l.s the first law of nature, would a.sscrt 
Itself In Its worst forms. Self would be the dominat- 
ing principle of human action and selllshnoss would 
rule mankind. There would be no scope for mercy, 
no thought of Justlco. no room for charity. Struggling 
face to face with death men would lose all thought 
of evervthiiig except of how to preserve life. On the 
other hand il i\ e c;iii suppose a stale ol things under 
which the conillluins lor the ]ireservation ol life are 
Ideal, the inslincl ol sell - jireserva lion would have no 
occasion lo assert itsell. and sellishness leuiainin.n 
dormant there would be no incentive to do those 
things which are hurtful to others. 1-lcnce there 
would bo no sin In the world, regarding sin from the 
piirelv human point ot view. 

If. therefore, there ever was a time In human liis- 
lorv when men lived under Rdenic conditions. it 
would be a sinless ase. and il that period was suc- 
ceeded bv one ol intense I'lger lie- nature ol men it- 
sell would ile\el"|> sellislinesK la a greater or less 
lie^^iee aecoi'ilniK as the conditliins were more or less 
intense. 1 his line ol tliouglil suggests that sin ua.s 
the result ol the loss ol Eden, rather than the loss o' 
l'.;dcn was the leaulL u£ sin. the thi;ory herein ad- 
vanced takes no account whatever of anv Idea of 
what Is called revealed truth. It does not attempt t i 
.solve any ot the mysteries ol our relations to Cod. 
II simply i.s suggested as sliowing tliat from purely 
iialural causes iiiankinil niit,'lit lia\e nillen fiuMi a 
hie wliieli. \|i'Weil Iroiii piirel\' buiiiau slanil-

known race ul men; and la lice ihal the sinfulness ami 
wron,!<-iioing. which iirodiice such ,iii Infiiiite amount 
el' iinb.appiness, may be cxplaiiii'il be environment and 
as the result of |ihysical causes, as affected by that 
environment. Possibly if this idea wiue followed to 
Its logical conclusion, it might not be found so oppos- 
ed to the true meaning of Schli)ture on this point as it 
at first sight may appear. 



MAKERS OF HISTORY 

.■\s was mentioned in the last preceding article i.f 
this series_ the credit la vrhicli Columbus is entith il 
as a Maker of History by reason of his discovery of 
America Is In no wa.v lessened by the possibility that 
other Kuropcans before his time set foot upon the 
Western Hemisphere. If others preceded him. their 
work of discovery perished with them so far as anj' 
effect it had upon the development of events In the 
Old World. There nri! many traditions and si^ml-his- 
lorical accounts of the e.xlstence a lanil beeond the 
.\tlaiitic, which were current at ,'ind beinre tlie tune 
ot Columbus. Ignaiius DiiiinelU collated some ,,t 
those in his .\tl.intis. altlieugh In regard to Ihis in- 
dustrious delver mln lolk-lore It must be said that 
he was glviu to putting sulhcieiit pressure u]>oii the 
traditions to make them cunform to his theories. Hut 
It Is not necessary to rely upon Donnelly for these old 
stories, for they arc' to bo found In n^any volumes 
and In many langtla^es. For the earliest of them we 
must go to Plato, with whose ticcotint of Atlantis 
most peoiile are more or less lainiliar. it is the most 
prox-okiiig thing in all lileratun; for il tells jiivt 
enough to cau.se an inexpressible desire to know 
more. Plato relates that .Sohm v.as told by an Fg.\p- 
tlan priest that an Island called Atlantis, inhabilcd 
a wealthy and warlike people existed beyond the Pil- 
lars of Hercules (Straits of Gibraltar) and was de- 
stroyed by earthquakes and floods nine thous.iml 
\-ears before his time. This wdiild be about eleven 
thousand years ago. In view uf the e\ideiice ef llii.> 
comparatively recent date of the last Clacial I-'eriod, 
there is nothing at all iiitriiisicallx' iaiproliable in the 
suggestion that such a cabn lysiii as the deslnid irm ui 
.Uhuitis iiniilles might lia\e lalcen place at tlie tioie 
mentioned. There .ire trailil inns ..f Hie Islaiul e| .Xii- 
tilia, llie Island of the .Scmmi Cilie.s and the 1,-l.inil i.f 
the Holy Bltihop Brandon, all of which were locali.d 
some where in the Western Sea_ according to the le- 
gends of the dwellers along the Kiiroiiean Coast. The 
s'lliiirb ef Hrlst il. liiiown .as Catlia.\, is thon-hl t.i b.ive 
been nameil by \'.'iiluroiis sailors, wli i round their way 
111 ('liina loiif; before the days nf Coin m 1 ms. and in 
l.islion lliere is a sireet naiueil .\ I mai^ru ri ii in niemiir\ 
of some .Xrali sailms. who nol buig after the .Moorisli 
comiuest of .Spain boldly struck out acro.ss the .•\tlan- 
tlc and discovered strange lands. A Welsh tradition 
says that Madoc, a prince of that country, discovered 
the western contlneiTt In 1170, and it Is claimed that ti 
\N el.-ili colony settled In the country. There Is much 
testimony to the effect that at least one Indian tribe 
spoke NS'elsh, but it is not ver.\- c-inclusiic. .illbnii-b 
it has been eslablislii il that the .\landan Iniii.ias. \'. h i 
becanii.' extinct friun sinall|iox in ISliS, ,i small liibe 
having little in common with their neighbor^;. wi;re 
much whiter than the other aborigines, had canoes 
closely f«seml)ling the idd Welsh coracles and s]joki,' 
a language unlike that of any other Indi.-ins. Ac- 
cording lo NIcolo E»'no, who wrote in one of his 
ancestors in l.'iSO, discovered a large island in the Sea 
of Darkness, that is the Atlaiillc. ami carried on a 
considerable trade with that country. Tlii' slor\- of 
lie' Zeiei faniilv- is tnhl with f;-real lircum s I an 1 ni 1 i I y. 
biit^ allhniigli it is conrirmed in seme paiiieulars. it is 
in others so at variance with Ihi' kii .c, n facts nf neo- 
graph.v thai little credence can be kivva in it. ,\s the 
story was not given to the world until more than sixty 
years after the first vo.vage ol Columbus, It will natur- 
ally be viewed %vllh much suHplclon. 

Of the voyages of Itie .N'orthnien to .\nierlc.i ili..r,-! 
is historic eviihoice. leel^uid was ilisciiv reil b\' them 
accidentall:.- in the .\ear Mid. and llmenl/uid al'^nt miu 
hundred \e.ir.>. later, ll.iarni. sen nf Kfu- llie Red, dis- 
covered .\nva Scoti.a and .Vew I nu n d la nd in '.i^:,. ,iiid 
I, ell Kricsnii in lie y< iiv lOIII) imdnu bti'dly e xpln)-,.,i i li e 
coast of America a.s far south as Lour Island .Sound. 
In lOOZ Thorviild Kricson sailed from (^riionland as far 
south as where New York now stands. An attempt 
was made to found a Danish Colony in. It Is supposed, 
what Is now Massachusetts, but It was unsuccessful, 
and after 1011 we liear nothing of the Northmen In 
connection with .-Xmerlc.i. 

'i'here remains to be iitloned the I'liinesc aicoiiiil 

iif the disco\-ery of Ani.Tica. The Vear-Iinnks aih -,. 
thai in the year ■I'J'.l a Hiiililliist priest iianud Iloel- 
Shin \-lsited a country lynu; a lung way east of Taliaii. 
He called the land I'^u.sang. One dllheulty of deciding 
Just where It was arises from uncertainty as to what 
Is meant by Tahan, which may have been the name of 
any point on the Asiatic Coast betueeii Cochin-Cbina 
and Behring Straits. Jloei-.Shm's stnry is Just a little 
loo wonderful for hellef, not thai a I'liinese jun!, , ould 
not ha'.'c made a trans-Pacifie voyage, bin liecaiise 
the things whicli be alleged were to be seen in I.'u - 
sang passed the bounds of credlbilliy. He said among 
other things that the inliabitaiits of the land were all 
women, and lliat they kept wnnderful birds, which 
gave milk. Some wrlteri-: have endeavored to elimin- 
ate the fabulous elements from his account of Ifis 
voyage and have thought that they were able to Iden- 
tify Fusang with Mexico. 

The more these stories are considered tlie greater 
the fame of Columbus aiqiears. It l.s notable that In 
,-\'ery Instance the alleged illscoveries were made by 
accident, except in the case of the ,\r;ibs, and that 
these men actually reached America Is open to a very 
ifreat deal ot doubt. Columbus, on the other hand, set' 



out with deliberate jiurpose to lind the further shore 
of the Sea of Darkness. Ho trusted himself to the 
easterly trade wind and It bore him to the object of 
his quest. As Bullen points put In "Our I-Ierltago ot 
the Seas," It vvna this Kast wind and Us complement 
the West wind, which blows across the ocean a little 
further north, that made possible the discovery of the 
.New World and the successful return of the adven- 
turers.

The Death of Louis XVII. 

When Talllcn lor a short time assumed the reins 
of control, the axe of the Convention fell willi less 
frequency. This was due, so historians tell us, to 
the Intluence over him of Madamo Fontenay, who 
after her divorce was known as Theryse Caburrus. 
She had been one of llie Arst of tho prisoners to be 
liberiled immediately followinf; the execution of 
llnb' spierie llnpe seenieil all at once tn rcvl\-e In 

the liearls nf 111,. l-"reiic!i | pie, am! they felt tiiat a 

brmbler ila\ \'.as abmii In <lawii fur tlieiu. I'arrier, 
whn has bn. n held l esp. oisible for the v.iiolesale 
miir'ers al \'en.lee and .\a:iti's, was at leiic.ib called 
to accoiiiil fnr hiin crimes. He iiosed as a martyr 
lo his country rather than her persecutor, and In his 
defence likened hlinself to Scaevoln, Socrates, Cicero 
and Call) for tho Intensity oC his patriotism. Ho 
showed no reiientance for the horrible executions of 
which he had been the cause, and heard his con- 
ileninatinn pniiioimced with an unmoved counten- 
ance. Tallieii m a speei b bi'fore the peiijile advo- 
cated the abiilition nf the Ileif^ii nf Terror. "I malic," 
said be. Ill conclusion, "this sincere avowal: I would 
luefer lo see al llbert,\' twenty arislocrals, whom we 
miglit seize again lomorrow, rather than see a single 
patriot remaining In oajitlvlty. , . . If we wish 
lo see at every stcj) a snare, In every house a spy, 
in every family a traitor, assassins In the tribunal, all 
of (uir citizens tortured by the executions of some, 
all society divided Into two classes, the persecutors 
and the persecuted, those who spread fear, and those 
whn feel il; such is the art of ruling b.v terror. Does 
it a|ipert,iin In a rnsular, free and liuniaiie govern- 
ment?" It was llirougli bis efforts that the liberty 
of the press u.is again established. He was the! ac- 
kiiowled.'ied head of the Therinldonlans, between 
whom and the famous Jacobins there now arose a 
fierce struggle. An attempt was made to assassinate 
Talllim. and the Therinldonlans made this an excuse 
to denounce the club. Since the death of Robespierre 
the iiower of the Jacobins had been slowly but surely 
weakening. Tlu'y iiideavored valienlly to regain 
their one-tline presllije, but the public, vacillating as 
usual, bad turned agaliiKl llicm. 'I'lie Coiivenllnn, 
yielding; to iiopular pressure, proposed the suspenKlon 
of the sittings of the Society of Jacoliins. 

But Talllen cart Hcart!^^),' be given the credit for 
the abolishment of all ifie criminal customs, nor for 
the inaugurating of all the reforms Incident upon 
his direction of affairs, thougli history has descrllied 
him as one of the most notable and liillueiitia 1 men 
of France during tlie lirst few ,\ears following the 
death of Ttobesplerre. .Sulisequeiit and previous 
events iirm'e to us thai Talllcn had \-ery little real 
force of character and no sense whatever of morality, 
ill' married Madame Fontenay, and there Is little 
doubt but that her Influence over him had much to 
do with the course he followed afterwards. Moreover, 
times had changed, and Talllen perceived that the 
Ijojmlace was growing sick of bloodshed and of tho 
interminable executions that bore no beiielicial re- 
sults. II w.is nol a difliculi matter to bring about 
tile abolislinieiit of the Ue\-olutloiiary Tribunal and 
the siip;iri ssion nl the Jacobin Club, for the despair- 
iiij; jieople Were reail\- t.i further any causi' that 
would establish a different order of things in siiiarchy- 
rldden France. They oven made no objecllon to the 
jiroposal to recall many ot the outlawed deputies, 
anion),' tlieui a number of the once-powerful GIrondo. 
.\ certain amouiu of religious liberty began to be 
tolerated, man.* jiricsts and others of a religious or- 
der were set free, and mass was permitted lo lie read 
in the cliiirclies. 

line da.\- in June. IT;!.), while the Convention was 
sitting, a desnalcli uas read to the assembly, con- 
lerning the capil illation of Luxeniberg. Al the end 
of the despatch was a curt postscript announcing the

GOOD DEAL lias been written of 
late about the armed forces of the 
Dominion, and much has been said 
'ITfffM. about our citizen soldiers one way 
i^/fl^iS and another, yet there is another 
branch of the armed forces of which 
we hear very little, and see even less, the 
branch referred to is that formed by the Cadet' 
Corps of the Dominion, and there are at the 
present time something like i6b. Cadet Corps 
in existence, some of them are formed into 
Battah"ons of fOur or more companies, one 
Battalion having ten companies ; there is also 
■ more than one corps of jNIountcd Cadets, and 
one Engineer Corps, but the majority consists 
of only one company of Infantry, establish- 
ment somewhere between 40 and 50 strong. 

In the province of British Columbia there 
are six Cadet Corps, distributed as follows: 
No. loi, Vancouver College at Vancouver. 
No. 108, Victoria Collegiate School at Vic- 
toria. 

No. 112, Victoria College at Victoria. 

No. 160, Ixossland School, at Rosslaiul. B.C. 

No. 170, Universiiy School at Victoria. 

No. 177, Armstrong Cadet Corps at Arm- 
strong, B.C. 

As will be seen, the headquarters of three 
of the above Corps are in the city of Victoria, 
but so little is known of them that we might 
almost think there are no Cadets in existence. 

The Scni(M- Corns in the city is Xo. 108, 
the one we puriiMsc l(. deal with at this time, 
and we triisi in .giving a brief sketch of this 
particularly smart Corps of school-boys, we 
shall 'be placing before our readers something 
new and interesting. 

No. loS Cadet Corps owes it origin to the 
energy and untiring exertions of the Head 
Maste'r, .Mr. j. W. I.aing, M.A.. and is formed 
by the scludars of the \'ictoria Collegiate 
School, an educational institution of this city 
wdiich is widbknown ihroughotit the length 
and breadth of the province, and even beyond 
its borders. 

Any one not well versed in military matters 
may be inclined to ihink that the Cadet Corps 
are merely play and pastime; but we would 
remind those tliat iliiiik so, that they are very 
Vi'ide of the mark; if such a state of things 
-did exist in other corps, wliicli we greatlv 
doubt, v,'e are most fiositive iu saying that 
nothing of the sort exists in No. 108, for as 
regards the discipline in this. Corps, it would 
be hard to beat it even among regular soldiers, 
'i'ruc, fhcy arc onl\' scliool-boys, and every- 
one kmows" that all strong, healthy school- 
boys are full of frolic and fun, as tliey should 
be, but once they don their uniforms, they be- 
come soldiers in every sense of the word, sub- 
ject to proper .mililnry discipline, and they 
take a great pleasure in moulding themselves 
into soldiers. 

The Cadet Corps arc under the orders of, 
and are governed by, the Department of 
Militia and Defence of the Dominion, the ap- 
pointment of all officers in the cadets are made 
by the order of the ^Minister of INlilitia, the 
officers of the Corps being selected from the 
scholars. The origin of No. 108 dates away 
back to the 2nd of j\Iay, 1904, and ever since 
its formation it has forged ahead until, it is 
safe to say, it enjoys the enviable reputation 
of being one of Canada's smartest and most 
efficient Cadet Corps.

The fnst officers in the Corps were Captain

The (."orps now being du!\- forined w ith its 
officers, and a jiroper com]dement of nou- 
commissionetl officeis, it was necessary to 
have a drdl instructor, and a very capable 
man was fonud in Sergeant J. Cavcn, of the 
Fifth Regiment, C.C...'\., who was appointed 
to the position, and the Cadets were (billed 
twice a wi'ck. 

L'niforms were now [irovdded for the Cadet 
Cur])S, consisting of d.aid-: blue serge Xori(dk 
suit of jacket and knickers, with adjustable 
scarlet siioulder-straps, blue putties, and blue 
forage cup with a yellow band and button on 
top of crown, and a chin strip. 

These forage caps were shortly afterwards 
changed for a blue cloth field-service cap regu- 
lation pattern, with yellow lace and two brass 
buttons m front. 

On N'o\'''nd)er 22. 1904, the Cadet Corps 
was Suiiplied wiiii the following ;irms rmd 
ecpiipmenl from the ( >rdnance I )eparlun'iil at 
A-'ictoria, W.C. : 5(3 .Martini-llcnry rifle.-^, ;o 
bayoneis and scabb.ards, 50 Id.ack icitlier 
waist-belts, 50 black leather amnumiiiou 
pouches, 50 black leather frogs, 50 black 
leather rifle slings. 

On Api'l " Sergeant R. C). Clarke, 
Fifth RegimiMU, C(",..\., was appointed drill 
instructor to the C.id.<.:t Corps, \-icc Sergcar,t 
J. Caven, resigned. 

On iMart-h 28, 1905, authority was granted 
to exchangx: the black leather equipment of 



the Cadet Corps for white buff leather, which 
was carried out on iSlay 28,' 19.05. 

The officers of the Cadet Corps wer* now 
supplied at the e.vpcnsc of the school, with 
white leather waist-belts with sword slings at- 
tached, also regulation swords, and a ■ white 
leather cross-belt with black patent-leather 
pouch for the captain. 

The annu"al inspection of the Cadet Corps 
took place nii Frid.iy, Jnnp 14, 1906. nn the 

school recreation grounds. The Corps paraded

"The boys returned to school on September 
10 and the Governor-General was coming on 
the 14th, so the drill inspector had the boys 
at drill on the nth, 12th, 13th and 14th and 
very soon licked them into shape, and great 
credit must be given to the new bo3's for the 
very smart manner in which they picked up 
the movements and were able to take their 
places in the ranks with boys who had already 
learned their drill. 

"The company marched to the Drill ITall 
and fell in to the left of the regimental Guard 
of Plonor, and after a final inspection the 
whole marched to the C. P. R. landing on 
Belleville street, headed by the Fifth Regi- 
ment band. 

"The boys appeared very smart on parade, 
the uniforms were neat and clean, the belts 
well-pipeclayed and everything polished up as 
it should be. * 

"Exactly at 4 p. ni., amid the booming of 
saluting guns, the tooting of whistles and the 
shouts of welcome by the multitude of people, 
the Dominion Government steamer "Quadra" 
drew alongside the wharf and a landing was 
made by the Vice-P.egal party, and when His 
E.xcellcncy arrived at the end of the C. P. R. 
landing lie was received with a "Royal 
Salute," the troops and Cadets presenting 
.arms and the band playing the first ,six Dars 
of the. National Anthem. 

"After sloping arms. His Excellency in- 
si^ected the Guard and expressed himself as 
highly pleased with the Cadets, and when 
passing along the front rank lie took a rifle 
from one of tlie boys and remarked that it 
was far too heavy and most unsuitable for 
Cadets. 

"The Vice-Reyal party then entered car- 
riages, and proceeded to the Parliament build- 
ings. 

"The Cadets marched back to the Drill Hall 



46 strong, all ranks under command of Cap- 
tain L. A. Wilmot, with Lieutenants Ilarnes 
and Wilkinson. Captain P. Elliston, R.C..\., 
was the inspecting officer who performed tlic 
duty for Colonel J. G. Holmes, D.O.C, 
M.D. II. 

The company was formed up in two raid^cs 
and received the inspecting officer with a 
"General Salute" presenting arms. The ranks 
were closely inspected and great praise was 
given the boys for the very smart and clean 
manner they l;ad turned out, everyone being 
in uniform, with the accoutrements polishecl 
up and looking \erv neat. 

The company marched past with fixed 
bayonets, which was very creditably per- 
formed, a,fter which they were formed into 
sections and went through several movements. 

Skirmishing was next carried out, and a 
plan of attack was formed by the inspecting 
officer, the sections opened out in extendecl 
order and advanced in rushes, firing rapidly 
until witlnn 100 yards (jf the enemy, when 
bayonets were fixed and the final assault made 
by a brilliant charge, which brought the in- 
spection to a close. 

Captain Elliston very highly complimented 
the whole of the Cadets, and in particular 
Captain Wilmot for the efficient" manner and 
ability he had shown as a commander. 

The foregcring account of the inspection 
of this i)articularly smart Cadet Cori)s uill 
show at once that although they are only 
school-boys, their military training is in no 
way neglected, and they gut every bit as much 
training as the majority of any regiments of 
the active militia. 

The Cadet Corps' sustained a severe lo.ss at 
the end of the suimuei term, 1906, when Cap- 
tain L. A. Wilmr.t retired from the C(jllegiate 
School, thereby resigning his commission. Jt; 
was remarkable Imw \ oung Wilmot, a school- 
boy of 16 years, had learned his drill and ac- 
quired the knack ami ability of commanding 
without shyness or hesitation, so common to 
boys placed in such a position. 

A further proof of the high standard of 
efficiency gained by No. 108 Cadet Corps

I also thank those who, to- 
gether with their congratulatipns, have sent 
me beautiful presents. 

I heartily lhank all who have greeted me, 
especially those (the majority) who, quite un- 
expectedly to me ruid to ray j^real jo\-, ha\c 
expressed in their addresses full agreement, 
not with iiu', but with those eternal ■Lrnth.s 
which, as best I could, I have tried to exjjress 
in niy writings.

In the month of- June a congress of the re- 
presentatives of the Russian periodical press 



in honor of Count Leo Tolstoy itiet at St. 
Petersburg to consider the most appropriate 
way Lif coimnemorating the forthcoming an- 
niversary of Count Tolstoy's 80th birthday, 
\yhich falls on August 28 (Septendx-r 10 n! 
S.) of this year. It was resolved, amongst 
other proposals, to publish a collection of ar- 
ticles by leading Russian and foreign authors, 
artists, statesmen, and politicians, comnmni- 
cating ihcir views on the works of the re- 
nowned Russian writer. Granting that the 
number of critical essays on Tolstoy that have 
aiJpeared in various languages is already very 
considerable, still the present occasion would 
seem most approjniate to record the opinions 
on Tolstoy of those who have gained distinc- 
tion in difl'erent paths of public life, the more 
so, as the time is approaching when a com- 
plete survey of the venerable" author's work, 
ill view of his advanced years, can be made. 

It is not in-oposcfl to give in this collection 
com])rehensive treatises or minute researches, 
but rather general opinions, personal views, 
short sketches compressed in a few lines 
(25-100), on the man himself, on his ideas, on 
his works taken as a whole, or on some one of 
his writings, or even on some thought of his, 
,wliich may. haye impressed the reader,

Seek for rifle practice on the miniature range, 
reat interest was taken in the shooting, and 
some of the boys were making fairly good 
scores. 

Colonel J. G. liolmes, D.O.C, M.D. II, 
offered two prizes, one for the best shot, and 
one for the best-drilled Cadet. 

The prize for efficiency in the ranks was 
won by Lance-Corporal P. Smith. The prize 
consists of Lt. Col. Geo. T. Dension's book, 
"Soldiering in Canada,", as well as a gold 
badge. Cadet W. Copeland ran P. Smith so 
close in the award that the Head Master pre- 
sented hipi with a silver efficiency badge. 
Cadet H. Bird was highly commended. 

The annual inspection of the Cadet Corps 
took place on June IQ, 1907, by Captain P. 
Elliston, R.C.A., D.S.A., M.D. 11 The nature 
of the inspection was almost a repetition of 
the one held last 3-car, with the usual general 
salute followed by a march past in column and 
then in quarter-column with fixed bayonets. 

The half company commanders, Lieuten- 
ants Davys and Cameron, respectively, were 
called upon to drill their half company. 

At the close of the inspection Captain Ellis- 
ton spoke a few words complimenting Cap- 
tain T. H. Wilkinson and also the two subal- 
tern officers upon the very efficient manner 
in which the company was handled. 

He was also pleased to- note a decided im- 
provement in the drill of the Cadets on the 
whole. 

It is very doubtful if there is another Cadet 
Corps in the Dominion with such a record as 
No. 108, for besides forming a Guard of lienor 
to liis Excellency the Governor-General, it 
has also done daty as a Guard of Honor to 
Royalty, and this event took place on the 
occasion of the visit to Victoria of H. I. H. 
Prince Fushimi of Japan. 

The event took place at Government House 
on June 23, 1907. The Prince was very pleas.ed 
to see the boys and thanked them personally 
for their courtesy in turning out to receive 
him. 

This corps is not only a highly efficient 
corps at drill, but it is also a good shooting 
corps. The boys can use their rifles, and 
there is no hesitation in saying that some of 
the boys arc crack shots, when a large per- 
centage of the score? are between 20 and 24 
out of a possible 25, and on more tlian one 
occasion the possible has been made. This 
is on the miniature rifle range at the Drill 
hall. But the boys were not satisfied with 
the indoor shooting, the}'- were eager for the 
real thing on the rifle range, so the Govern- 
ment has issued to them a few of the new 
Ross rifles and 50 rounds of serxdcc ammuni- 
tion per boy of 15 years and over, and now 
Ihey may be seen on Saturday mornings fir- 
ing at Clover Point range. 

They have fired only once so far, so of 
course high scores were .not expected, how- 
ever there was a 20, two 25 each, a 23, and 
other .scoics all the way down to 12, this be- 
ing out of a possible 35, seven shots at 200 
yards. This is n(jt at all load for a start. 

As regards the rifles the cadets were using 
for drill, it was found that the .Martini-Hcnrv 
was much too heavy and long for the boys, so 
the Government has now issued to the cadets 
a converted Snider Carbine, in place of the 
rifle, and it is much more suitable, as it is only 
about 5 pounds in weight. 

A vast improvement has been made to the 
Cadets in the wa}^ of uniforms, the old blue 
serge uniform has been discarded, and now 
the boys lun-e a proper military tunic and 
pants of khaki, witli putties, and they wear a 
slouch felt hat looped up at the left side in 
which they look very smart and soklierlikc, 
and they take a great interest in keeping their 
accoutrements clean and in good order.

Anyone who has read this brief account of 
No. 108 Cadet Corps will sec at once that it 
is not all play, it is real business while they 
are on parade, and when once they put on 
their uniforms and attend their drill. 

Military training will not hurt a boy of 
any age, on the contrary it will make him 
more manly, more obedient, more respectful to 
his Masters, and feci proud of himself, know- 
ing, as he does, that the little he is doing in 
his own little way, is done for the good of our 
great and glorious Empire.

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N a recent issue of the Standard of 
Empire, Sir Tliomas Truebridge pre- 
sents his views on the question of the 
All-lied route as follows: 

At tiic Ir.iperial Conference liekl in 
London in 1907 a resolution was 
])asscd tnianiniously affirming;; that tlic con,- 
munications between the various parts of the 
Empire should be improved. One plan for 
carrying out the sentiment thus expressed is 
the cstablishiiicnt of lapid communication be- 
tween Great Britain and Australia via New 
Zealand and Canada, by means of a fast line 
of steamships between Great Britain and Can- 
ada across the Atlantic, a quick train across 
Canada, and another line of boats between 
Canada and Australia, via New Zealand, across 
the Pacific. To such a service the name of 
the "All-Red Route" has been given, by v. hicb 
is understood that, so far as the land portion 
is concerned, the mails should be on British 
territor}^ all tlic while. 

At the Imperial Conference Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier set a high standard for the boats hy 
declaring that the service should be equal lo 
the best service via New York. This would 
clearly not be possible unless the speed of \hc 
boats is to be 25 knots per hour, as the new 
Cimard ships are running up to that speed. 

In forming a detailed plan for carrying out 
the project, I have always considered that J5- 
knot boats ou the Atlantic were demanded, 
otherwise the service w/ould not be equal to 
the best New York, though why Canada should 
have a direct service inferior to an indirect one 
via New York it would be difficult to say. This 
point as to the speed of the boats being clearly 
established, the next thing to be considered 
was the comparative cost of alternative routes, 
for, when the resolution was passed at the con- 
ference, Mr. Lloyd-George previously inserted 
the words "provided the cost is reasonable." 
This appears to point to the fact that the 
cheapest serxiee \\oul(l be preferred, prov'ided 
that it was in other respects acceptable. As a 
rule, the shortest route between two points 
is the cheapest, esjiecially by steamship, as Ici^s 
coal is retpiired to be consumed on the voyage, 
and, consequently, the expense is less. 
Ireland to Nova Scotia 
Now, if a map be looked at, it will at once 
■be seen that the northwest corner of Ireland 
juts out considerable into the Atlantic, and is, 
consequently, the point of liuropean land near- 
est to the continent of .\'orth y\.nierica. As the 
province of Nova Scotia also juts out to the 



eastward towards Europe, it is evident that 
the shortest sea journey between the United 
Kingdom and the Dominion of Canada will be 
that from Ireland to Nova Scotia. It so hap- 
])eiis that at tiie nurt Invest cornei' of Ireland, 
in the county of ;\hiyo, there is one of the 
finest (if, indeed, it ih not actually tlie finest ) 
natural harbors to he found aroiuid the whole 
coast of the United Kingdom. With an en- 
trance direct from the Atlantic of over three 
miles in width and o\'er a hundred feet in 
depth, the harbor itself, known at present as 
Ulaeksod Ba}', contains an area of fortj'-five 
miles of water. Some of this is, of coursi-, 
shallow, but there is a depth of more than forty 
feet at low water over a large portion of it. 
'J'lie harbor is formed b^' a promontory of land 
rmniiiig down from the north across the 
month of what otherwise would be an <ipcn 
ba)' ; this proniotitory , known as the Ahillet, 
gi\'cs conplete slielter from the west to ships 
lying ^\■ithin it. Tlu' snuthci'ii end of the pro- 
moniury eints at a ilistaiice i<\ about tlu-ee 
miles from i\ciiiil Island, thus forming the 
entrance. Quoting from the report upon it by 
Vice-Admiral Sir Charles Campbell, K.C.M.G., 
an undoubted authority on the subject, 
ISlaeksod Bay is an ideal port. 1 lis .Majesty's 
sliips never hesitate to enter even in the worst 
jKTssible weather. It is easy of access: no ciut- 
lying dangers, no clninnels or narrow waters, 
bar, etc.; no pilotage, no port dues; land- 
locked and completely sheltered once inside. 
The Case for Blacksod Bay 
Free from tidal current, with a rise and 
fall of eight to elc\cii feet, with .-Vcl ill Head 
and high baekgromid. which can be confideiit- 
iy ;ipproached with speed .'ind .s;ifet_\'. and 
Black Rock .Standing j6,S feet high ten miles 
to the westward (seaward) of the entrance 
will guide you into port. The Black Rock 
light shows at a distance of twenty-two miles 
in clear w .ather, and an electric submarine bell 
placed tliere with :i similar radius would have 
the same effect as tlioi'gh the light w ere \-isiblc 
in all Nvealhers. In addition, .X.'iliire has placed 
a reliable means of chceicing the reck'oning lit 
the disposal of vessels making Blacksod Ba\- :it 
al' times and in all weathers. (Jne hundred 
miles W. by S. S. from Black Rock lies tlie 
Porcupine Bank, an eighty-fathom patch, 
forty-five miles long hy t\\'elve miles l)ro;ul, 
right on the course from Cajie Race, and 
soundings could casil}' be obtaineil. Von lia\e 
a further advantage owing to the well-known 
fact that the northwest coast of Ireland is less 



liable to fog or thick weather than any other 
portion of the coast of the United Kingdom. 
At Belniullct (the nearest place where statis- 
tics hare been kept) the average of thick days 
w;is 4.1 per cent, per aiuunn for five years. 
The ground inside is favorable for throwing 
out piers lV>r the largest .steamers to lie along 
side at all .states ofjhe tide, and there is abun 
dance of the finest granite on the spot for 
their construelion, which will, therefore, not 
be a very e.Npeiisive undertaking. 

Blacksod V>iiy, being at present somewhat 
inaccessible 1)>' land, it became necessary lo 
devise a plan lo overcome this, the only dis- 
advantage. At a place called Collooney, about 
ninety miles east' of Blacksod Bay, all the prin- 
cipal railways in Ireland con\'erge. A Bill wa.s, 
therefore, obtained in Barliament in 1907 to 
enable a rail\v:iy to hi: built from Colloonc}' to 
the harbor, following the coast the wdiole way. 
tliereb}' greatly assisting the development of 
the fisheries in those iiarls, and serving a con- 
siderable population at present without any 
railway facilities. Powers were also granted 
to charge harbor dues, and complete the ne- 
cessary works at Blacksod Ba}'. 

The harhiii" is abiun ecpii-distant froi-i Dub- 
lin and lielf:isl, and is easil}- reached from 
Cork, ijmcric!<, afid Gaiwav, also fro:i' Lon- 
donderry and the XiMlh, and the trains will 
run alongside of the boats, so no time will be 
lost in embarking and disembarking. When 
the Collooney railwa}' is finished, Blacksod 
Bay Avill be in direct communication with 
every part of Ireland. 

Now, one of the principal reasons wh}' peo- 
|)le do not \ isit Ireland so much as they should 
dt), and ^vonId like to do, is the existence of 
the Irish Chamiel between Ireland and Gre;it 
Britain. To cross this at present involves 
changing from tram to boat on one side, and 
from boat to train on. the other, all of which 
takes up a great deal of time, and is most im- 
comfortablc, especially in the ca.se of a night 
journey. 

l"o obviate this, arrangements have been 
entered into with a company now existing for 
the building and oi)eratiiig of train ferries 
across the Irish Channel, such as arc now in 
operation in many places in Canada and the 
United States, also in Denmark, .Sweden, Ger- 
many, and Siberia; in fact, in most countries, 
except England. To many of the Standard of 
Knipire readers train ferries will be well 
known, Init to those who have nc\'er seen them 
it may be explained that the train runs on to 



the main deck of a large steamer, the opera- 
tion ttaking a few minutes only, and is there 
secured; the boat then crosses, and the train 
runs off at Ihc other side, jmd continues its 
journey inmiedialely without any change of 
carriage, or disturbing of passengers, baggage, 
or mails. These l^oats will be a great deal 
larger than any of the mail boats now runnitig 
between England and Ireland, and having also 
greater beam, will be much steadier, It is 
found in practice that the motion of tiie boat 
is far less felt in a railway carriage on board 
than on the boat itself. The train ferry is 
ecjuipped like a large railway Station, wuh 
waiting-icionis, refreshment-rooms, and e'cy 
convenience for passengers, should ihey Vi^'sh 
to leave their carriages, which, however, there 
is abs(dut(dy no necessity for them to do. The 
northern passage lo Belfast, whicli is the route 
which will be taken by Scotch passengers for 
Canada, will onl3'- take just over an hour, and 
as most of the ])assengers will be asleep, if 
the night express is talcen, they will know 
nothing about it. Express trains will be run 
from London and all the principal towns in 
connection with the ferry boats. From the 
t;x])erience of the train ferries in Denmark, it 
is found that trade increases enormously when 
;i train ferry service is established, the sa%ing 
>>f two handlings, llie ]u-evenlion of break- 
ages, and tlie saving of time taken in loading 
and unloading ships, all tending to reduce the 
cost of transportation and increase the trade. 
Across the World in 22 Days 
Although the use of train ferries is jirac- 
tieally a novelty in the British Isles, there is 
no rcascni on earth v/hy it should be so; they 
have been used with great success in many 
coniitries for many years, and in a short time 
the I'aiglisli jjcople wdll -wonder how thev have 
managed without them for scj long. Let ns 
.sec uow how (juickly a letter posted in London 
will lake to reach New Zealand and Australia 
by the Irish lonte. It must be remembered 
lhat the project is one primarily for the ac- 
celeration of mails, and that subsidies asked 
for are in return for services rendered. No 
freight ^vill be taken in the boats, except a 
small amount of high-class freight, such as 
apples, butter, chilled meat, etc., Avhich can 
afford lo pay a high rale, and, therefore, the 
c]iiestion of competition with existing lines of 
slow boats, carrying freight and passengers, 
does not ;irisc. A letter or passenger starting 
from London at 7 p. m. on June 1 would ar- 
rive alongside- the boat at Blacksod Bay at 



9 a. m. the following morning. Tlic "boat 
leaves Blacksod Bay 10 a. m., and, npikil^g 25 
knots i)er hour, or close on it, shoidd ari-ive 

at Halifax on the 5th, at 6 lo 9 p. m. Leaving 
there soon after, say at 10 p. m., probably by 
the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway (that being 
the only railway that will run through Can- 
adian territory all the way) Vancouver will 
be reached on the 9th, at 10 p. m. A boat 
of about 10,000 tons, with a snccd of 20 knots, 
■will be waiting for the train, which will run 
alongside of it, and leave at midnight. Auck- 
land, New Zealand, will be reached on the 
24th, at 7 a. m., or tweiit}'-twci and a half days 
from London, a saving on the ])rcsent Suez 
Canal route of thirteen to fifteen days. The 
boat will then proceed, after a stop of five 
hours, to vSydiicy, which will be the terminus 
in Australia, reaching there on the 27th, at 6 
a.m., a saving of three to five days over the 
Suez route. 

-To start from Liverpool instead of the 
West of Irchmd would cost at least .£150,000 
a year more. I'irst. the distance is 350 miles 
longer by sea, \idiich would take almost a day, 
so that a wceklv servdce would require four 
boats to carry it on instead of three by the 
Blacksod route. This extra boat would cost 
£900,000. Second, a greater amount of coal 
would be consumed on the larger course, and 
the boat would also have to be a bigger one 
to carry it. Third* the dues payable at Liver- 
pool are very heavy, while at Blacksod Bay 
they would be \-ery small indeed. For the 
same reason llalifax, N.S., is the cheapest 
port on the Canadian side, and has always 
been advocated hy prominent Canadians, as it 
is the only suitable Canadian port open all 
the year round. In conclusion, as the Irish 
route is the cheapest, the shortest, the quick- 
est, and the safest, and also possesses the 
finest harbor, on its merits alone it cannot be 
passed o\'er. There may be other considera- 
tions which would outweigh these great ad- 
vantages, but 1 know of none". In England 
everyone would he only too glad to see Ire- 
land take the position in the Chain of Empire 
to which she is geographically entitled,, and I 
cannot imagine that any objection could be 
made in Canada or any other part of the Em- 
pire, where Irishmen have ever been found in 
the very front rank, always ready to claim 
fair treatment for the land o£ the shamrock, 
and where it has always been generously ac- 
corded. 



The Benevolent Jew 




O.ME time ago the Israelite published 

a list of the charitable bec|uests of 
the late Isadorc Strau'-e, of Rich- 
mond, \'a., which were \ery large, 
in proportion to his estate, and in 
\vhich non-Jewish institutions had 
a liberal share. Tlie probaiiiig of the wdll and 
its publication eallecl forth a letter from a

And it makes you ask yourself some inter- 
esting questions. 

Why is it that when a Jew of moderate 
fortune dies we usuaih' look for hiin to leave 
a part of his estate lo benevolent objects? 

And why is it that when a Christian dies, 
iinkss he is worth a million or more, we do 
not usually expect him to leave anything tq 
benevolent objects? 

And vshy is it that you and 1 ai-e still sil- 
ling 11]) nights |)rai,ing o\'er Chri>ti;in bene- 
volence, and (.!hi"isti;m munificence, as it we 
liad cornered the inilk-of-human-kindness m.ar- 
ket and left not .^n much as a spoonful for 
jjew, C/reek or b.irbarian? 

A California gentleman, seeing something 
1 had written in a book about Jewish liber- 
ality, wrote me that the most benevolent man 
he has ever known is an aged Israelite of 
San Francisco. This old man receives every 
poor man who comes to Ins door ;is if he were 
Jehobah in disguise, and if a da}' passes with- 
out bringing a case of need, he goes home 
sad and wondering if God is displeased with 
him that He should not have \ isited him tlutt 
day. 

I smiled as I read it and thought it a beau- 
tiful fancy, until it occurred to me that Jesus 
had taught us the same thine, not as a fancy, 
but as an eternal truth : "1 was hungered, and 
yc gave mc no meat : 1 was thirsty, and ye 
gave mc no (irink; 1 was a stranger, ami ye 
took me not in: naked, .and ye clothed me not; 
sick and in prison, ;md ye visited me not." 

The Jews ha\'e been princely givers from 
the beginning. At the very start of Iheir 
national life, when they were given an oppor- 
tunity to contribute ior the erection of the 
tabernacle, they poured out their gold so fast 
that closes had to send messengers post- 
haste through the camp to tell them to quit.

— can be truly bencMtlent. The jew ha^■ b-jcii 
raised on trouble ; he knows wh;it it means, 
and when the cry of distress strikes on his 
c;ir the chords xibrate in his heart, lie sim 
ply can not slam 1 lu- door to drown that cr\'.

\'dent institutions? 

Is it because the Christian elnirch has been 
so long a stranger to trouble and has little to 
pull upon its heart-strings? Would a great 
persecution such as moved the early Chris- 
tians to sell all that they had for the common 
good quicken the car of Christendom to the 
cry I if siiifering!' 

Is it In'cause we wlio profess the name of 
Chri->t do not really believe the words of 
I'.'sns and regard the faith of the aged Israelite 
of San hrancisco as onl\' a pi(nis fanc\-? 

<.)iie thing nnire — Christianity is still suf- 
fering mucli al the hands of its friends. .\ii(l 
chief among these hurtful friends are the piotis 
simpletons who imagine that they are giving 
glory to Christ when they roll their eyeballs 
backward at every kindly mention of the re- 
ligion and tlic race fron-i which sprang our 
o\sii religi(ni and our own Lord.

Tlie govern- 
ment ordered an immediate in vesligalioiK of 
the case, while the )!ress clamored fi:>r the dis- 
charge of Commandant .Vicuna and a reform 
of the mUitarjr code. ' 



DINNER of the Liberal Colonial Club 

was held at Prince's Restaurant, un- 
der the presideiiev of Mr. LI. J. Ten- 
nant, M.P. Colonel Seely, M.P., was 
the guesL of the evening, and the 
comiiau)- included Mrs. Seel\', Sir 
Godfrey Lagdeii, Sir Albert Hime, the Bishop 
of .North Queensland, .Mr. Money (director of 
the Trnns\-a,-il Ciislomsl, the Hon. J. A. Kl. 
Graaff (Ca|)e Ccilony), Sir West Ridgeway, 
.'^ir 1). Biyninor Jones, .\I,1'., Mr. Felix Schus- 
ter, Sir Ldward 'Pennant, .M.P., Mr. Beck, 
.\1.1'.. .Mr. Chance, M.P,, Mr. Cecil Harms- 
worth. .Md'., and others. 

Colonel Seely opened a discussion, after 
dinner, on "( )rientai 1 minigration.'' He said 
he chose the topic .jf .Vsiatic immigration into 
the British lunpire because il was the most 
difficult of any, and because he believed that 
llic more ihcy di.scussed the problem the 
easier it wouhl become. Many things were 
necessary to the greatness of the British Em- 
pire. Among (Uhei- things there nmst be soiiie 
interchange of luin-ian beings. He believed 
thai tbero was a ])ossil)ility for such iiiler- 
i-liange provided they once realized on what 
lines that interchange must e.xist. He con- 
ceivcil that if interchange was possible, and 
if there was sonic measure of sanity in our 
adni inistrali(-)n, and also a predominant navy, 
the liritisl; i'jn])ire loighl last intlefiiiitcly. not 
only for the gooil of those who dwelt within 
the h',m]nre, but for the general good of the 
whole of linmanily. If there must be s<ime ir.- 
tcrchaiigi', i ui w hat lines iniisl that interchange 
take jdacc? I,et them encourage iinmigralion 
-in every way they could along the lines of 
latitude, hut let that immigration be free. Let 
lliem for ever abandon the idea that any o:!e 
might be used as a machine for a certain piece 
of lab(.-)r .and then go away. In the jii-oblem ;if 
(Oriental iinniigration in aii_\' jjarl of the Bri- 
tish lCm]iire they should lay down the prin- 
ciple lh;U all who c:inu' in should cniiie in as 
l)oleiitial citizens. If they came in at all they 
should come in free. There was the difficult 
question of the Indians in the Transvaal ; there 
was the still more difficult question of the 
Indians in Natal. If they agreed that all part . 
of the English dominions should be permitted 
hy their Governments, with ihe full ;(p])r(wal 
of the Government h.ere in Lngland, to c.Nchule 
whom tlie\- \voni(l in the interests of hum;uiity, 
at least let them agree 011 this proposition — 
that ihoes who had already come in with the 
expectation of being allowed to live there 
should be treated not only with fairnes,s, but 
with generosity. (Cheers.) A strange thing 
had happened in .South .Africa. Tens of tlnju- 
sands of Indians Inid gone there; many of 
tlicni, in the ease o! .Xatal, encouraged ;md 
urged to come, l)elie\-ing lhat it was to be their 
permanent home. But the people in South 
Africa had £omc to the .c^nclusipn that they; 



could not have the white problem complicated 

with the yellow problem. Speaking for himself 
per.'ioiially, he entircl}- agreed with them. He 
thought kie might go on to say that the pre- 
sent rulers of South Africa fully appreciated 
that point of view, and he had reason to be- 
lieve that both General Botha and I^Ir. Smuts 
would agree wdth what he had so far said. 
But there was an immense problem to be faced, 
for the Asiatic population of the Colony now 
actually exceeded its wdiite population. The 
.solnti<ni could not be foretold today, but some 
t)f the principles which it undoubtedly would 
embody were the same as in the Transvaal — 
fair treatment for the Asiatics who had come, 
satisfaction fm- the legitimate expectations 
with which they came, perhaps compensation, 
adeqiuite and liberal, for the disappointment 
of some of those expectations. There were also 
difficulties of a converse kind to be faced. He 
instanced the case of Australia. It was prim- 
arily a white man's countr}', but its territory 
stretched far np inlo the tropical zone. AiuL 
yXnslralian opinion clung so earnestly to the 
ideal of a white .Australia lhat it had said: 
"We will make the experiment of peopling 
even tropical territory solely with the white 
race." Whether that experiment would be 
successful remained to be seen. It was at bot- 
tom a qi',cstion of iK4)iilation. The future of 
Australia waiuld depend on the possibility of 
having an increased \shite immigration, and a 
higher wdiite birth-rate. Another ease they 
might t.;ik-e was that of I'-ast .Africa, which had 
a high table-land with a climate more or less 
like that of the temperate zone. Like Sonth 
.Africa, it could never be purely a white man's 
country, for it had a great indigenous colored 
population. In liast Africa they must simply 
wait and see wdiether the ideal of a mainly 
white country was going to be realized. If it 
was, they must do nothing to thwart it. — 
(Cheers.) — London Times. 
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A LAWYERS' STRIKE 

All the lawyers of Leghorn have gone on 
strike as a [irolest against the insufficient num- 
ber of magistrates .and clerks in the local 
courts, and for the last three days have. refus- 
ed to ])lead or appear in court. The- district 
attorney has, however, found a remedy. . . 

As most of the inspectors of police have 
nniversily degrees as lawyers, he ordered them 
to take the strikers' places, and thus the courts^ 
have been able to get on with their daily sit- 
tings. The lawyers arc furious, and they seem 
determined not only to eoutintic the strike, 
but to i)rovoke a general strike in Tuscany. 

They insist that three more magistrates 
and three clerks should be apjiointcd, and that

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KOW NEW FRUITS CAN BE MADE BY 
CROSSING 

AKIXG new varieties of plants. !)>' 
crossing, is cssciUiall^'- a work 
for the real amateur — the Invcr 
of plants — to whom the (Icvclop- 
ment of something new, some- 
thing different and something 
better than what has been before is a sufficient 
•reward. As a money-making proposition it is 
hardly likely to pay the average man. it may 
pay certain specialists, but even they arc few. 

The principles of the procedure arc not at 
all complicated. On one hand wc have the 
pollen of a given variety, and on the other 
hand wc have the fruit-bearing flower of an- 
other variety. Our object is perhaps to com- 
bine the essential qualities of both these varie- 
ties and to this end we make the cross by 
transferring the pollen of one to the pistil of 
the other. If this is done in both directions, 
. what is called "reciprocal crosses" arc pro- 
duced. Usually these differ matcriall\- from 
each other: and more than that, in all proba- 
bility out ot a nnnd^er of ]-)huits raised Irom 
any given cross, no two will be alike, some 
will be fairly inlerniediatc, some Vi iU partake 
more strongly of one jiarent and sonic of the 
other parent. Out of all these once in a while 
there will appear one ])articular plant of de- 
cided merit. When such a plant is obtained, 
happy' is the originator because he will have 
really added something of value to the world 
of horticulture and will have won for himself 
the right to occupy a small niche in the tem- 
ple of fame. 

When to Prepare the Flower 
The flower that is to be the seed bearer 
must be so handled tliat no pollen other than 
that desired shall reach its jjislils. Therefore 
the stamens arc removed. The ideal time for 
this is as laic as possible before the anthers 
burst. But where a large nundjer of blossoms 
is to be pollinated, it is not practicable to wait 
. until this time before beginning work. If 
warm weather is pushing the buds into blos- 
som very rapidly, the work may begin when 
.the buds are still quite small. 

The disadvantages of early work arc 
greater liability of injuring the pistils by the 
weight or chafing of the sack, if one is used; 
and'still greater\langer that some small sta- 
mens will be loft in the blossoms, since they 
are much more difficult to remove at this time. 
I'urthermore, it is not so easy to operate 
((uickly when the buds are four or five days 
from opening. In general the best way is to 
remove the stamens as late as possible before 
the anthers mature and before the petals have 
unfolded enough to expose the pistil or permit 
the visits of insects. 

When a hot day or warm rain has forced 
into full blossom in a few hours buds that the 
experimenter calculated would not be open for 
several days, he is strongly tempted to use 
slightly opened floAvers in which no stamens 
have hmat. No blossoms that have opened 
enough to permit the entrance of insects, even 
though the anthers or pistils are not mature, 
'should be used, if accurate results are desired. 

When corrtplete accuracy is not essential, 
and when working on blossoms that normally 
do not mature stamens and jnstils simultane- 
ously, so that sell-pollination is im[)robablc, 
the stamens need not be rcnio\-ed. I.uthcr 
Burbank once wrote mc that he removes the 
.stamens from but a small proportion of the 
thousands of blossoms that he uses every 
year. Professor S. B. Green says: "In the 
case of apples and plums. I do not think it 
])ays to emasculate at all." Xon-cnuisculation 
is practised more commtnil)' west of the Mis- 
sissippi than in the East, the chief reason for 
this difference in practice seems to be tliat ihc- 
pistils of fruit blossoms in many parts of the 
iWest are apparently more likely to mature be- 
fore the stamens than they arc in the Kasi. 
At any rate much better success is obtained in 
the West from pollinating pistils a day or 
more before thcj' become receptive than has 
1)een secured in the East. I have tried it in 
Michigan, with poor results; but Mr. M. B. 
AVaite found this method satisfactory near 
Washington, D. C\ 

This practice rests upon the probability 
that the pollen wdiieli reaches the stigma first 
effects fertilization in a majorit}' of caser.- ; il. 
therefore, fruit l)lossoms are eross-pi )llinatcil 
by hand before they ha\'e shod their own pol- 
len, emasculation shoukl not be necessary, 
provided the pollen sticks and grows. Cross- 
ing without emasculation is entirely feasible 
and fairly reliable, especially with blos.sonis in 
■which the pistils mature exactly with or a lit- 
tle before the stamens. 

What Blossoms to Use 
The pollinator soon learns that some trees 
or plants of the variety under experiment are 
more vahidblc for his purpose than others, and, 
furthermore, that some blossoms are better 
for crossing than others on the same tree. 
Some trees seeju to liru'c strrjug reprodiu't i \'e 
power and their crosses set fruit m graii l}-in;;' 
nund.)er3. Other trees that lilossnni just as 
full, and apparently have ecpial vigor, make ;i 
poor showing after the June drop, when the 
count of crosses is made. Very old, diseased 
or sickly trees should be avoided, no matter 
how full of blossoms they may be; also avoid 
very thrifty trees just coming into bearing. 
Mature trees of moderate growth, and perfect- 
ly sound, arc the safest to use. 

It is rarely wise to work on the le)u'ermost 
limbs, es])ccially if the tices are tilleil. Illos- 
.sonis on inside branches arc also imdesir.alde, 
The best ffuit is usually borne high up on the 
outside of the tree; crossed fruits .should have 



at least as good a- chance as any others and 
should be bej'ond molestation by teams and 

vandals. 

Select blossoms on the side of the tree op- 
posite from the direction of severe ])revailiug 
winds, which may whip oft the fruit. If nearly 
open buds have been subjected to a hard frost, 
just before emasculation, it may be wise to 
use only the blossoms on the west and north 
siilcs; those on the east and south sides arc 
nu)re likely to have been injured by the frost. 
■Select blossoms on well nourished branches 
and fruit spurs. Blossoms on terminal slujuls 
arc not a[)t to set as well as those on strong 
laterals. Weak buds are usually later in open- 
ing than strt)ng buds, anil it seldom pays to 
use these for crossing when the normal blos- 
soms are too far gone. 

It is an advantage to include within one 
sack several blossoms of slightly different de- 
grees of maturity, as is neecssaril}'^ the case 
with apples, pears, oranges and grapes. 'I'herc 
is then a greater chance of pollinating at least 
(iiie of tliem when it is in just the right st;igc. 
It is doubtful il it pays to work- on more than 
three or four of the ;ipple and pear blossoms 
in a cluster; the others should be |iinched off. 
Hut nearl\ all the strong blos.soms on a branch 
of plum or peach may be used. Much, how- 
ever, depends upon the metliod of fruit bearing 
of the variety. 

^ Various tools are used, depending upon the 
kind of blossom and also upon the skill of the 
per.son. In a majority uf cases, a small, sharp 
dissecting scalpel is preferred, especially for 



less the cut can be tnade so low as to remove 
the top of the ovary and the entire nectary." 
A majority of pollinators, however, arc of oi)in- 
ion that a cut made at the insertion of the sta- 
mens and above the nectary is about right. 
When to Apply the Pollen 
'J'his depends very largely upon the kind of 
b'ossoms used ; each fruit must be stiulied in- 
dependently. The only i)oint that needs to be 
considered here is whether to pollinate at the 
time of emasculation or to wait until the pis- 
tils are receptive. The latter method is most 
commonly practised, but the former has many 
advocates, especially in the South and West. 
With reference to this point, Mr. T. V. Mun- 
son says: "1 always pollinate at once after 
emasculation, ;is the iresh pollen grains are 
usually gummy enough to adhere to the soft, 
spongy stigma. I'nt the pollen grains do not 
begin to germinate until the stigmatic juices 
exude and moisten them." It must be remem- 
bered that Mr. Munson's work has been large- 
ly em grapes. 

'J'he success ed this early [jtilliuation de- 
])cnds, first of all, upon the stage of develop- 
ment of the pistils wlien the stamens are re- 
moved. When blossoms arc emasculated but 
one or two days before the stigmas become re- 
ceptive, there seems to be no doubt but that 
the pistils may be pollinated immediately. 

The chief advantage of pollinating at the 
time of emasculation is the sa\ifig in time ; the 
chief disadvantage is the uncertainty that the 
pollen will remain on the stigmas until they 



skin, with pus containing micro-organisms 
(streptococci) and white corpuscles (leucocy- 
tes). Later the grapelikc tumors or f;tngoid 
growths appear and arc of a red or purplish 
color and bleed easily, being highly vascular, 
and tend to grow quickly when removed. This 
disease proves chronic, is most difficult to 
remedy and must, from the description given, 
be familiar to most men who have had to do 
with draft horses, although it is alleged that a 
certain celebrated Scottish horse breeder once 
sniffed, sneered and said: "Surely here must 
have been a skunk aboot," wdien his olfactory 
ner\es were assailed by an odor which really 
had enianated from the grease-affected legs of 
a stallie)u. of a breed in which he \vi\s not par- 
ticularly interested. This expression of opin- 
ion will serve to suggest one of the most char- 
acteristic indications of grease, viz., its atmos- 
phcre-im])rcgnaling stench. 

Although the disease in question is well- 
known to im|)orters, dealers and brecdi'rs who 
handle heavy draft horses, it e;nniot be said 
that they sell stallions .aflectetl with the dis- 
ease. To be sure e\-ery hea\'y draft horse 
po^.sesses a more or less strong tendcnc}' to 
de\eUj[) grease under cert;nn aggravating and 
wholly unnatural and imneccssary conditions 
and circumstances, but the wise horseman ob- 
viates these causative factors and so escapes 
the penalty, or merely has to deal with a, few 
cases turned o\-er to him by disgusted ];atrons 
who ha\ e mdy their own ignorance and negli- 
gence to blame for the appearance of the dis- 
ease in the horse they have purchased-^and 
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A Popular Breed of Dairg Cows which are being widely used bg Vancouver Island dairgmen. 



the stone and pome fruits. The bud is held 
between the thumb and forefinger of the left 
hand and the sepals, petals, and stamens re- 
moved in two or three cuts. In some cases a 
scalpel with a curved blade is more service- 
'■able. A pen-knife with a sharp, thin blade 
ma\' answer just as well. I'rofessor J. C. 
Whitten is partial to a knife with a blade 
roniulcfl on the end, like a butlding knife, but 
much sni:dler. The knife oi' scaljiel must be 
kept razor hharp ; if the slightest bit dull the 
s])ei_(l of the operator is much reduced and 
r.igged wounds or tears ma}' be made. 

.X'exl to the scanel the most popular instru- 
ment is a small, sharp-pointed ]);iir of dissect- 
ing scissors. Cur\-e(l scissors are' preferred by 
Professor 11. J. Webber when working on or- 
ange blossoms. For the blossoms of stone and 
pome fruits, I have found scissors more tire- 
some and less efficient than a scalpel. For 
some kinds of blossoms, especially small ones 
that are partially oj)cned, the tweezers, [pre- 
ferably compositors' tweezers, are ;i pr.ietical 
instrumi'ut. The stamens aie grasped about 
li;di' wiiy down the filaments and broken off at 
1 h;it p( lint — not pulled out. 

I'or gi;ii)e bli'SS()ins. .md .all others having 
small anlliers lli.al must be !-enio\ed separate- 
ly, .Mr. 'r. \'. -Mini.sou and others rcccnnmend 
a slender pin, such as is used in mounting 
small insects, with one-quarter inch at the 
])ointcd end flattened and bent into an acute- 
angled loop. This may be inserted into a 
wooden handle for convenience. For straw- 
berries ami bush fruits, TVofcssor F. W. Card 
|)refers a little spatula made from a flatted pin 
and filed \-ery sliai-p, Deft fingers arc also 
very serviceable at times. I'lofessor S. A. 
Heaeh finds that wdien gr.apcs ai-e i;i just the 
light cetndition he h;is been able to do the 
woi'k nios* readily with thumb and finger. 

There is a grc;it templ;ilion to m.akc the cut 
too on pome fruit;,, especially if using a 
scalpel. J have concluded that it is best to 
make the cut not any below the point wdiere 
the stamens are inserted, and the higher the 
better, so far as the setting of fruit is con- 
cerned. I!ut the higher the cut is made, the 
less rajud is the wovk and the greater is the 
likelihood that small stamens will escape the 
knife. Mr. M. 1!. Waite endeavors to "cut 
just above the to]) of the ovary, through the 
base of the calyx, below the stamens and into 
the nectary, leaving the centre portion of the 
nectary behind/' aad he says, further: "Doubt- 



are receptive. It often happens that .after 
blossoms arc emasculated several days of ccjld, 
rainy weather intervene and keep the blossoms 
at a standstill. In .such cases immediate pol- 
lination would not be effective. Professor I. 
L. Huilcl states that the tendency of most 
|)eo])le is to pollinate too soon rather than too 
late, if emascidation is delayed, hciwe\cr, un- 
til the buds are nearly open, there is no doid)t 
but that iinmecliate pollination is successful, 
provided the weather continues fa\orable.

AROUtND THE FARM 

GREASE AND GREASE HEEL 

The term grease is ai)i)lied to that abonnn- 
ablc condition of the back of the legs, under 
the knees and hocks, in heavy draft or lighter 
horses, which is characterized by a thin, 
greyi.sh, soapy feeling, extremely offensive 
smelling discharge which comes from cracks, 
.sores or fungoid growths, called grapes by 
horsemen, and lucist usmdl}- fduml on the j)arls 
ecu'cred by long hair oi' feallier. In such 
cases the back part of the le>;, mclnding the 
fetlock ;uul under it, is imolved and the leg is 
foiuul immensely swollen and at the outset of 
the trouble is fe\-erish and sore. In gi-e;ise 
heel the disease is confined to the heels anel to 
the skin between the heels and the back of the 
fetlock, where ordinary scratches arc found, 
and in bad cases it may implicate the entire 
cor(Tnet which will l)e found wdtli hair erect, or 
in tags, clusters of grapes studding the skin 
and t;iviiiL; forth the fetid exiulate mentioned 
and which often is so profuse that it flows 
from the affected part onto the stable floor or 
gi'onnd. 

\\'hile horsemen dif lerentiate lu'twceii the 
conditions just described, they are identical in 
character ;ind cause, gi'e;ir;e being sinqdy a 
more generalized outbreak of the same skin 
disease localized in the parts affected in grease 
heel. The trouble starts with erythema (sim- 
ple inflammation of the skin) and soon impli- 
cates the deeper structures of the skin, includ- 
ing the hair follicics in the sebaceous glands; 
then crjines a .,wolleii condition accompanied 
by sluggish circui.al i(.in of blood, outpouring of 
inflammatory lymph into the lissties, ap]jear- 
aucc of the fetid exudate and witlt it necosis or 
death and sloughing of external layers of tlte 



abused, h'or it is abuse of the heav}' draft 
horse th.at brings out the disease and the 
abuse runs along well defined lines which eas- 
ily nu'ght be avoided. 

In the first place, it should be remembered 
by the buyer of the heavy draught stallion that 
every horse of such temperament inclines to 
become fat, heavy, sluggish and phlegmatic, 
and these are the conditions that inevitably 
lead to such ailments as grease and lymphan- 
gitis. Then, too, it should be tuulerstood that 
the legs of the hea\-y diait horse arc coarser 
than those of the light horse. ha\-ing more cou- 
necti\'e and .adiiMise tissue, coarser skin and 
more profuse hair. Their circulation is some- 
what sluggish compared with that of the thin- 
skinned light horse of ner\ o-sangiuneous tem- 
perament, hence the tendency to stagnation 
;ni(l effusion of water\- plasma of the blood into 
ilu- loose tissues of the exticmitics is greater in 
liea\'y horses, and at the s.ame time, where long 
hair grows upon tlieii- legs, nxfoliation of outer 
skin (tlaudruff m- epitbeliiun) is in excess on 
■such p;ii-ts. Willi these facts in mind the cx- 
liei'l .attendant u.-.es his best endea\-or conlinu- 
nnsl_\- to stimulate cii'cul.al ion of (he blood anil 
,iclivit\- of tlu' excreloiy orL;;ins scj that effete 
m.atlcrs of the body nniy be thrown f)ff, anel to 
this ciul gives his horse ample exercise every 
da}' — work in harness is best — and al,io grooms 
all of the body thoroughly, and if washing of 
the extremities proves necessary follows it 
with [lei-fect drying of the parts, \vliicli is ab- 
solulel}- requisite if grease is to be ;i\()ided. 
Then, too, Ik- feeds t^enerously but intelligently 
11c tempers the amount and ejtnality of food to 
the work- in hand and the :-,easoirs needs, ami 
in evers l liing tries to m;iintain the pinlc of con- 
diti<in conjointl}- with llie perfection of health. 

1 low different is il with man}' a wcdl-mean- 
ing man who finds himself entrusted with the 
e.'u-e and management of a heavy draft stallion 
and with no special training or liking for the 
work. It is men such as he that give the horse 
that kind of unintelligent attention which in- 
cvitabl}' ends in the inducement of such a di.s- 
ense as "grease." .■md with ii not uncommonly 
comes the other b;me of th.e sl;illion seller's 
business, \dz,, complaints of indifference, 
])arti.'il impotency or actual sterility. 

Ilerc is the history of a victim of such ill- 
Ireatmcnt from the time he left his impor- 
ter's hands until he returned to him in two 
years — a lifclc'is, sluggish, dirty, woebegone 
object. Stinking and covered with soresi his 



gs ragged, ulcerated, studded with grapes 
and weeping an ichorous discharge. On ar- 
rival at the farm be was put into an 8x12 bo- 
stall away from all stock, with no window or 
door to look out of, with little ventilation 
other than that unintentionally- provided,n,with 
nothing to do and nothing to see and no bne'to 
say a kind word to him or pay him frequent 
friendly visits. On many a farm a basement 
barn was the spot selected, and here the stal- 
lion stood for months at a time from the close 
of the breeding season to its opening in 
spring. For a time tiie attendant tried unskill- 
fid methods of grooming, but irritated the 
horse, of which he was scared from the start, 
until at length sundry nips and bites and 
kicks ended iii actual vice, and the groom or 
farmer, fearing to enter the stall, left the 
horse alone, standing in ever-accumulating 
filth, and fed him corn, corn, corn, . and then 
more corn, through a hole in the wall, Natur- 
;dly these unn.'itural conditions induced filth 
of skin ami o\'erfatness and sluggish, impure 
blood, and all manner of ills inevitably follow- 
ed in their wake. One of these, and the one 
most sure to come, was the grease that proved 
incurable and so led the owner to return the 
horse to the seller for "repairs" which a new 
stallion (of course of some other breed) was 
bought in his place to be similarly ill-treated 
to the detriment of all concerned. 

On the contrary, the stallion on arrival at 
his new home shoidd ha\'e been given a roomy, 
air}', light, checrftd boxstall, not in a base- 
ment, and with a large paddock attached in 
■which to take exercise, so that he would not 
feel lonely, a prisoner like a wild beast in a 
menagerie ; for a horse is a companionable 
beast, wanting and needing company and 
friends, liking to look about him and to know 
the joy of Hving with all of the good attributes 
of nature such as fresh air, sunlight, fresh wa- 
ter, mixed rations, the little luxuries of bites of 
green stuff and nibbles of clean earth and the 
great and necessary care of thorougn groom- 
ing, muscle massage, expert attention to skin 
and feather and abundance of exercise in coin- 
pany with a kind, appreciative, expert, friend 
and "boss" on every suitable day the year 
around. Work in harness is always very pro- 
fitable. 

Drugs cannot take the place of these na- 
tural, just and necessary things; nor - can 
drugs, internal or external, with certainty 
cure the grease that has come from the unin- 
telligent and inhuman treatment of the horse. 
In the first, place, it is best to prevent the 
disease by maintaining the health of every 
organ of the body — not by administration of 
drugs, but by exercise, thorough grooming, 
intelligent ■ feeding and sanitary stiabling, but 
if , a case at any lime has ^to- be treated, as 
early as possible inaugurate all of the healthy 
and natural methods of care and management 
outlined b.ere and there will then be sorii&riibpe 
of restoring the horse to his ndrmal posses- 
sion of health and vigor. 

As to the trcatiticnt the aim should be to 
get rid of every trace of effete matter in 
the body and this is best done by the admin- 
istration of purges and then by outdoor living 
throughout ati entire year; during which time 
if, possible make the horse work for his feed 
and let the feed be of the plainest sort — in bad 
cases hay, fodder, roots and bran but no oats, 
corn, other grain or soft mashes. Just make 
the stallion an ordinary work horse for the 
time being, but feed him spare rations so that 
he may work the fat off and out of his sys- 
tem and in so doing gather an entirely new 
complement of [uirc blood and renovate the 
tissues it builds and nourishes. Apart from 
this there is no royal road to success in treat- 
ment and each practitioner has his favorite 
rcnicdy or system of treatment. It may be 
said, however, that Fowler's solution of ar- 
senic given in half ounce doses two or three 
times daily is usually employed with benefit, 
and after removing the long hair from the 
legs (ill bad cases) cither powdered or liquid 
astringents are to be employed to help dry 
np the discharge and relieve the inflammation 
and soreness of the skin. In cases where 
grapes arc abundant these growths have to 
be got rid of by use of the actual cautery 
which may be the special instrument of the 
trained veterinarian, wd:ere he can be em- 
ployed or, if tb.at is impossible, one may resort, 
to the old plan of ctitting off the growths, 
one at .'i time, with the celgc of a blacksmith's 
sho\'cl heated red hot apidied against the neck 
of the growth under which a wet, cold shovel 
is held against the skin to prevent scorching 
of healthy parts. 

As a sample of local treatment, somewhat 
different from that so often prescribed, Ave 
re])ublish the following from the columns of 
The Australasian : — 

"First clip the hair away and wash the 
))arts thoroughlv with warm water, soap and 
washing soda. \\'ipe dry with soft clean 
cloth. Then ap])l}^ gently by dabbing (not 
rubbing with a piece of cloth tied on a stick, 
a little of the following ndxturc: i. Formalin, 
1 i-j ounces, in one pint of water. 2. Sul- 
phuric acid (dilute) 5 ounces, fn a pint of 
water. Numbers i and 2 arc to be used on 
alternate days. Finally dust the parts once or 
twice daily with equal jxirts of oxide of zinc 
and calcium carbonate (chalk) well powdered 
and mixed. Tie horse to prevent biting."— A. 
S. Alexander, V.S., Wisconsin Experimental 
Station. , ' . '

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R. McKENNA. M.P., recently ad- 
dressed a meeting in St. An- 
drcw's-hall, Glasgow, the Lord 
Provost presiding. iVIr. Mc- 
Kciina said that it was with t!ic 
materiel of the navy that Glas- 
gow had most concern, and it was on this side; 
that the Board of Admiralty were confronted 
with the most insistent problems. ' In practi- 
cally all the changes occurring within little 
more than a decade, which had operated in the 
development of tlie modern battleship, the Ad- 
miralty liad been in tlie position of pioneers, 
so far as tlie navies of the ^vo^l<l were concern- 
ed. Foreign nations, as a rule, ]mid us the 
coniiilimcnt of preferring to follow rather than 
to lead us. The British Admiralty had, in con- 
sequence, at every stage, to take l)old and far- 
reaching decisions, for their aim was, and al- 
ways should be, to obtain the ma.ximum of 
naval power from the expenditure of the re- 
sources at their disposal. The great multi- 
plicity and complexit)'^ of questions concerning 
materiel, tiieir cuniuialive importance, and the 
time which was known to be .-^iicnt on their 
consideration liar! gi\en rise to opinion among 
certain very aide critics of Admiralty admin- 
istration that too much stress was laid on the 
materiel to the neglect of the Navy's personnel 
and of the art of war. That opinion had no 
solid foundation. (Cheers.) 

Nobody disputed the contention 'that the 
study of the art of war and the training of 
personnel were not less but more important 
than the rcfinemerit of material ; but the larger 
problems ])resented in the one branch of ad- 
ministration were much nuiro frequent ;\iid 
urgent than in the other. The in\-entio!i, for 
instance, of imjjroN'emeuts in gun-mountings 
might enable a heavier type of gun to be 
handled with appro.vimately as great ease and 
accuracy as a lighter type, thereby increasing 
the range and volume of shell Ivhich could 
be thrown ^vith precision in a gix'cii time. In 
such a case the whole question of the arma- 
ment of capital ships might have to be re- 
considered ; but when we were dealing with 



the art of war, or with the personnel, the im- 
portant problems which presented themselves 
for decision were necessarily but few. The 
princii)les of naval strategy were constant, and 
the essential cpialificatious of the officers and 
men remained the snmc tlirough all changes 
of maieiial. W'lietiier the moti\'e i)o\vcr which 
drove the ships was steam and machinery or 
wind and sails, whether the guns were loaded 
at the breech or at the muzzle, the ships re- 
mained floating platforms for gunfire; and, 
though the expert knowledge was of differ- 
ent tilings and technical skill was differeutlv 
applied, k■no^vledge nnd slcill and the same 
(pialilies of courage, quick decision, and en- 
durance were needed as much today as they 
were at the Nile and Trafalgar. 

Whatever estimate, Mr. McKcnna con- 
tinued, may be made of the merits of our per- 
sonnel, it cannot be subjected to positive proof 
today, as the only final and unanswerable test 
of a sailor's qualities is his behavior in actual 
war. It may be said of the Navy, in a very 
real sense, tliat it is always on actix'c service. 
The element of danger is ne\'er absent, and 
we have remarkable e\idences constanib- re- 
cnrrini:^ of presence i.^f iniud. disciidine, daring, 
and resources under conditions which, though 
not the same as, are not very dissimilar from 
those of war. (Cheers.) Nothing during my 
brief experience of the officers and men of 
the Fleet has struck me so much as the vital- 
ity of their fighting s])irit. I do not refer to 
individual pugnacity, f Laughter. ) Nor do I 
wish to suggest that the pn>\-erhial liritish 
pluck is anywhere on the decline; hut I think 
that it will be admitted, as a remarkable fact, 
that, althougli there has been no S(M"ious na\'al 
engagement for 8o years, the temper of all 
ranl^H is such that we might be living today 
on the morrow of Trafalgar. (Cheers.) 

It is as true today of Britain that the Navy 
is the first line of- defence as it was of Greece 
when the Delphic oracle told the Athenians, 
who were confronted with the great Persian 
invasion, that they should trust to their 
wooden walls. Bui the time has long since 



passed when the function of the Navy is one 

of the mere defence of our shores from in- 
vasion — of keeping clear the narrow seas. The 
growth of our Colonial Empire has been made 
possihle only by the predominance of the 
British Plect, and his Majesty's dominions 
Iiave no certain connection with this country 
except Liiiough the continuance of that pre- 
dominance. Althougli, as Nelson said with re- 
gret, wars cannot be concluded upon the sea. 
"naval superiority assures the power to defend, 
with all the resources of the Empire, any con- 
stituent member which may be attacked. 
There is, however, another dutv of the Navy, 
which every year become-' ;jiore important for 
the teeming poimlation of our islands. The 
l)rotection of our commerce and our food su])- 
plies is vital to ou.r being. It is sometimes 
assumed that our commercial prosperity was 
founded on naval strength, but, though there 
is a close relation between the two, this is 
an' inversion of their historical development. 
The Na\y is, in fact, not the parent, but the 
child of maritime comineixe. It is true, how- 
ever, tliat without the power of the Royal 
Navv alwax's standing behind it, our cuni- 
nieree could' never have attained the height of 
])rosperily which it reached in the uStli and 
the earlier decades of the 19th centurj'. Al- 
though in modern and happier times, when 
the great navies are not so readily used as 
weapons of commercial aggression, a great 
and growing o\'ersea trade may pcrfectl\- well 
he maintained without any concurreiit need for 
n;i\al superi(jri ty, we are in the habit of 
spe.alcing of the pruiecti'Mi of our commerce 
and III (lur food supplies in one ])reath. I tlid 
so myself just now as if there were no real 
distinction between the national need for pro- 
tection in the one case and in the other, but 
the protection of food supplies stands with us 
on quite a different footing from that of com- 
merce. W ith other nations land transport, 
though perhaps at greater cost, provides a 
ready substitute for carriage of foodstuffs by 
sea, but since the end of the 18th century, 
when the population of Great Britain was 



un'der ir millions, the home territory has 
ceased to be self-sufficing in the production 
of food, and an open seaway has been an ab- 
solute condition of the life of our people. 

There is no doubt that any maritime nation 
to which in time of war the sea routes are 
closed will suffer much hardship and great 
commercial loss, but it would not be brougiit 
to its knees as would be our fate l.)y imminent 
starvation. It is a trite saying, but one which 
is apposite to the present argument, to quote 
Mr. Cobden's declaration that he would vote 
100 millions sterling rather than allow a for- 
eign nav}- to be increased to a level \vitb 
ours. (Cheers.) It will be observed that what 
-Mr. Cobden had in mind was a peace prepar- 
ation, which might have to be renewed an- 
nuall}', according to the exertions made by a 
possible enemy, and in view of our absolute 
dependence on oversea supplies of food, no 
responsible minister could abate aiiytliing 
from Mr. Cobden's resolution. I know that 
it is said that we could secure ourselves from 
this particular danger by accepting an altera- 
tion of 'the rules ui international law which 
W(juld exempt merchant ships from capture in 
war, but the life of a |.ieo]-)le must rest on sonif- 
(hing stronger thaii_ the adherence of a belli- 
gerent to technical rules made in peace. We 
know too well that if the decisive issue of vic- 
tory or defeat depended upon their breach, 
plausible grounds would be found, probably 
on the pretext of reprisals, for breaking a law 
which had no o'ther sanction than the author- 
ity of a [)aper agreement. I ha\-e said enough 
to show that the maintenance of our Em])ire 
and c)ur \er\' independence itself as a nation 
rest lipou the su])remacy of our Navy. It is, 
in(.l(j*:d, a truth so obvious as liardly to need 
stating. No foreign rival could deny our need 
for such suijcriority, and, provided that it 
is never abused, our supremacy ought not to 
be a source of grievance. But it is evident 
that it must be a comlition of the continuance 
of our naval predominance that it should be 
used as a means of defence and not of ag- 
gression. It would be an intolerable claim 



for any nation to advance, that it should be 
permitted to overawe the whole world with an 
oppressive power, employed not to defend its 
rights, but to menace the rights of others. We 
can claim that our Navy exists for .the pro- 
tection of our coasts, our commerce, our footi 
supplies, for the scctu-ity of our Colonics, and 
for the enforcement of our international rights. 
A century of British naval predominan,c§ has 
.shown the world that our maritime power is 
an in.strument of peace. (Cheers.) It must 
not he forgotten, hov.'cvcr, that in estimating 
naval pow'er we have alwaj's to regard it as a 
matter of relative strength. (Jur duty is to 
make sure that our Navy is strong enough to 
meet successfully any foe or reasonably prob- 
able combination of foes. The British Navy 
today is, out of all comparison, stronger than 
it was 30 or 40 years ago, but this increase of 
strength is due to the growth of rival navies. 

The worst possible policy for us to pursue 
is to fall behind in our n;i\ al cijuipment, as we 
should thereby risk the s;ifeL\- of our country, 
but the next -worst policy is needlessl}- to nialcc 
the pace in exjienditurc on armaments. By 
doing so we should set the fashion in large 
na\-al ex))cnditurc, we should exhaust ourselves 
l)rcmaturely, and we should reduce our power 
to expand when occasion required. As the 
calls upon our Navy arc such as we have to 
build ships on a scale to ensure what is known 
as the two-Power standard of strength, any 
rise in the general level of naval power throws 
a heavier burden on us than on any other in- 
dividual country, and it is the height of un- 
wisdom in us to invite foreign nations to in- 
crease their expenditure by any uncalled for 
parade of our own overwhelming strength. 
Suffice it for us that we have, and. mean to 
have, a Navy strong enough for absolute se- 
curity, and let the history of the last hundred 
years declare for itself that if Great Britain 
has wielded the trident it has been in her 
hands an instrument of peace, securing the 
freedom of the great highways of the seas. 
(Loud cheers.)

1 first met Judge Taft 
at the American Bar As.sociation in Detroit, 
in if?95, where he made an address in which 
lie embodied, in his own judicial fashion, the 
principles concerning the relations of the Fed- 
eral Covernment to the organizations of both 
labor and capitrd, liie ado[)tiou and enf(n-ce- 
ineiit of which b\' the present administration 
ue brought upon it SO much of praise and 
sm iiuich of blame. 

These prineipU's were slated in a carefullv 
[iiepared ])aper by .Mr. Taft at a time when 
Mr. Roosevelt was acting as president of the 
police board in the city of New York and had 
given no public utterance of his opinions on 
the question of great corporations and their 
relation to the h'ederal Government. Mr. 
Roosevelt wou.bl be the first to disavow the 
iKivioii thai he discovc.'red or invented the 
prineinles which he has so \-igorf)iisl\' and so 
admirably interpreted. Mr. Taft remains 
faithful to judicial principles which he de- 
clared six years before Mr. Roosevelt became 
I'residcnt. 



Mr. Taft and Mr. Roosevelt have been 
\varni personal friends ever since they first 
met in Harrison's administration in 1S90'. They 
were equally and simultaneously interested in 
the coloniaJ problems in 1900, wdien ■Mr. Roosc;- 
\'elt was Governor of the .State of New York 
and Mr. Taft was first president (.if the IMiilip- 
pine coiiiiiiissioii, .And from that time the 
four — .McKinley, Root, Roosevelt and Taft — 
agreed in the two propositions, the Philippines 
for the Filipinos, and capacity for self-govern- 
ment must precede national independence, 

I'.ver since, in 1878, Mr. Taft was ap- 
pointed salutatoriau l)y the Yale faculty and 
class orator by bi.s classmates he has" been 
known as an effective speaker. His style ig 



Webstcrian ; he is persuasive and convincing 
rather than electrifying. He compels atten- 
tion rather than wins applause. He is not 
wilb.out hunior, but tlu; characteristic of his 
'atldresses is serious ]iurj)ose. 

Mr. Taft alwa\-s likes best to give to his 
auditors .opinions whjch they do not possess 
and to v«i)ich thtfy are not' natiirally inclined. 
Returning from his tri^ ai'pund the world and 
speaking in- Boston,, the'; cradle of the so- 
called anti-imperialisnii^n'tl perhaps the most 
conservative financial centre in the United 
.States, in the morning he tells th& clergy w hy 
he thinlcs a long process in self-government 
must ]3rece(le the independence of the I'liilip- 
pinc Islands, and in the e\'ening he tells the 
merchants that the cause of hard times is 
partly worldwide conditions, partly unscrupu- 
lous speculation in American financial circles. 
It is in the same spirit that lie has discussed, 
sometimes before unfriendly sometimes be- 
fore indifferent audiences, during the last 
fi\e \'ears — to go no further back- — and al- 
w;n's with al)solnte fninlcness, so that there 
is no mistaking his Cipinions, such themes as 
Our I'-astern Policy. The Currenc}- Ouestion, 
The Tariff and Tariff Re^'ision, Criminal Law, 
Local Oplie-)ii, Sunday Legislation, the Race 
Question, Panama, Labor and Capital, The 
Great Corporations, Railway Rate Regula- 
tion. No defining of his position on any ini- 
]iortaut cpteation is now necessary. The Amer- 
ican people know, or can know, where he 
stands on all ntitional issues. 

C)f v.'liat !\lr. Taft has accomplished in 
I'anania, Cuba, J;ii)an, C!hiiia, the 1 'hilippines, 
I dn not here speak. For 1 am not attempt- 
ing to tell the story of his life, but to give 
a pen and ink silhouette of the man. He ap- 
pears to me to be as independent as Mr. 
Hughes, and to have had a larger exjjerience, 
|)ossibIy not so gfiod a lawyer as Mr, Knox, 
jjut a better judge: as limnan as Mr. C':iiinon, 
;uid possessing ide;ils which Mr. Cannon 
(lis;iv()\vs ])iissessin,!.; ; as coiii'temis as Mr. 
I'airbanks, with a power nf aclioii, and at 
times of si)lendid wrath, of which .Mr. h'air- 
baiiks has shown no sign; as truly radical 
in his .idw'cacy of human rights as Mr. I -a 
I'-ollette, but, unlike Mr. La Follelte, equally 
determined to defend them whether the as- 
sailant is democracy or plutocracy.

^ HE following is a summary of the ap- 
pendices to -the., official correspon- 
dence regardittg'' Australian naval 
defence: /The first appendix deals 
(I.) with the numbers of officers and 
men required; (II.) with the estab- 
lishments necessary in Australia; (IIP.) the 
training establishments in England; and (IV.) 
the system of reliefs. So far as the first part 
of this appendix is concerned, tlie substance of 
it was contained in a Reuters telegram from 
Melbourne, which was published September 
25. The second part is as follows: 

"It is assumed that all repairs will be car- 
ried out by contract, but that the Naval Es- 
tablisbincnt at Sydney being still maintained 
for Impprial purposes, the Commonwealth flo- 
tilla will, as far as possible, be afforded facili- 
ties there in the matter of boat slips, storage 
of stores, etc. If, however, Government docks, 
etc., are established for the depot ships, des- 
troyers, and submarines, it will be necessary to 
make other arrangements for the working of 
the Na\al Establislnnent at Syd^ney than exist 
at present, and it would be desirable that the 
views of the Commonwealth Government 
should be stated before any steps are taken in 
this direction. As the active service officers 
and men will form part of the Imperial Navy, 
no training establishments will be necessary 
at Sydne)'." 

The third part of the first appendix ex- 
plains in detail the proposed arrangements for 
training the officers and men and for raising 
the Australian seamen. In order to apportion 
the cost of training which should fall on tlic 
Cfimnion wealth Government, certain estimates 
are supplied. The subst;ince of the sugges- 
tions will be found iii the following extracts: 

"The officers appointed to the Australian 
submarines must be included with the ".Suli- 
marine" service as a whole, and therefore the 
submarine service establishment uf (ifficers 
must Lie increased b)-, sa}', 25. The additional 
numbers to be trainetl annually on thi;; ac- 
count, apart from Lite provision of the initial 
numbers retjuircd, will not be sufficiently 
large to be taken into consideration in estimat- 
ing the expense, and this applies also to the 
gunnery, torpedo, and navigating lieutenants. 
Leaving the higher ranks out of account, the 
number of extra lieutenants and engineer of- 
ficers to be ])rovided to cover the .Australian 
service is about 50. As it takes about 
years from date of entry for a cadet to become 
a lieutenant, this number of lieutenants would 
be attained in the ordinary course by an orig- 
inal entry of 65 cadets. An entry of five an- 
nally should be provided to keep the number 
ti,p. As far as the lieutenants go, with the 
prospective state of that list there should be 
efficient available by the time the Australian 
Ser\dce is started, and, in these circumstances, 
no entries are necessar}' to supply the initial 
numbers, leaving out of the question the fact 
that, if entered now as cadets, it would be 10 
years before Ihey would be available for ser- 
vice. The numbers of medical and accountant 
officers are so small that they need not be 
taken into account in the matter of training. 
The warrant officers can also be provided by 
promotion of the numbers required from the 



lists of qualified candidates; the establishment 
may or may not have to be slightly increased. 

"The Australian entries (of men) rnust be 
either in the continuous service or non-con- 
tinuous service systems, modified perhaps in 
some respects to meet Australian conditions. 
As it is evidently the wdsh of the Common- 
wealth Government that they^ should furnish 
the Imperial Navy -with Australian seamen, 
etc., to an extent at least ecpiivalcnt to the ad- 
ditional numbers required on account of this 
service, it seems necessary to start a recruiting 
office in Australia. The men and boys woukl 
be entered in the usual way and sent to Eng- 
land for training, etc., to be drafted to the 
Australian shijis as opportunities offer and as 
frequently in the course of their career as can 
be arranged with due regard to the require- 
ments of those ships and the m.'iintenance of 
an alternation of ser\-ice between the Imperial 
and Australian luu'ies. The numbers of all 
classes to be entered annually on the basis of 
continuous service to maintain- the Australian 
force at a strength of 1,125 'will be 70 to 80- 
.... As regards the establishment of the Rer 
crniting Office, a very small recruiting staff 
would be necessary — say, one warrant officer 
pensioned, i [lensioned petty officer recruiter. 
.V room would have to lie hired at Sydney as 
lieaikpiarters, and the warrant officer would 
tra\'el as retpiired. Pay and allowances to be 
granted as for recruiters at liome." 

The fourth part deals with the S3'-stem of 
reliefs : 

"Retention for a continuous period of five 
years in special work of this kind distinct from 
the general service would be prejudicial to the 
pnispects of nfficers and men. J-^xceiit in the 
case of the officer in charge, ;uid who would 
be a senior captain, and wdiose term of ap- 
pointment might be lor three years, it is con- 
sidered that the only efficient system will, 1)6 
to limit the period of service of officers iind 
men to the duration of a ship's commissioh, 
I.e., two years, and with the object of maintain- 
ing continuity in the work of the flotilla to ef- 
fect the relief of half the officers and men each 
year. This could best be done by freight. In 
the matter of advancement, of ratings the Aus- 
tralian service wouhl be on the same footing 
as a foreign station, and the advancement of 
the various ratings serving in the Australian 
vessels would follow the general rules of the 
service." 

The remaining appendices deal'iwith the 
first cost and annual maintenance- of ^the ves- 
sels, and the annual charges in connection ;With 
pay, allowances, etc., of the persdnhel."''' 

The estimated capital cost- is as: foUow's: 
Six destroyers, £473,500; nine submarines, 
£496,000; two depot ships, one. for destroyers 
and one for submarines, £3o8,oob; total, £:;- 
277,500. Annual maintenance and deprecia- 
tion, total, £iS6,ooo. Personnel: 79 officers, 
1,125 nieii ; annual cost, ,£160,000. Grand to- 
tal, £1,62.3,500. This includes pay allowances, 
victualling, etc., and also non-effcctivc pay, 
and is calculated on the assumption that pay 
in active service will be the same as in the Im- 
perial Navy, and that : officers and men not 
manning the , flotiHa 'will be 'serving in the Im- 
perial fleet.

Diamonds were 
the favorite stones for these mlnature Jewels, aiid 
diamonds are so still, for the clusters that now glitter 
in pretty ears, although several small stones grouped 
together, are less costly than single large ones, which 
sometimes are as much aa £1,000 apiece. Ropes of 
small pearls nearly i\vi> Indies long, have been devis- 
e(i as a no\ elty fur 1 airlngis, and aro quaint, and very 
preii.s-, though this Is but one of the countless (lainty 
devices for securing favor, (.'olored stones aro worn 
with dresses of liarinnn i7;lng tint. Amethysts look 
lovely with muuve, or lnd(.-i!d, any shade of purple, 
and this combination has for some time been a very 
favorite one with Qiiecm .•Mexandra. The choice of 
e,-irrin;-;s as regards the sliape sliould be guided by tlie 
form of 111.' face. A piindy oval face will look well 
Willi (-arrings eiUier long, or short, but il will often bo 
found that ;i. short full face is licst .suited witli long 
earrings, and a long one, esjieclally if thin,- with those 
of shorter, broader make. 'J'ho choice of these jewels, 
e\-en more than other.s, as they are .so nu.ar tile face, 
requiri'K much consideration both as to form, .size, and 
color, as their power Is Inimens.:; cither to add refiiio- 
nienl or to vi]|(,'ari:-.e the wearer. It Is when the latter 
happens loo I'refiucntl y that the pretty trinket gets 
the ill-credit of being "coniinon," and then ,alas! its 
day is done. Among noyalties who have faithfully 
adiiered to the earrings are the Princess of Wales, 
who, among many others In hor large collection, has 
seme wonderful Indiaa gems given to her during- her 
Indian tour. 

(Om-'cn VicUn-ia ICugenlr; of Spain, has worn ear- 
riims liolh before and since her marriage and looks 
r.-iiiarkabl.\' well in Uieni. Ilcr .Majesty possesses 
very jirett.\- cars, fc-a tares thtit aro too often ovor- 
Innk.-d among other jioints ot beauty, lo which how- 
i'\'er. the.\- can ailil grciily in .a quiet intissuniing sort 
of way. How beautifully well chosen earrings may 
.set off .some special type of lieauty wa.'-; strikinglv il- 
lustrated the other day. when Mr. WliiHtoii Cluirchlirs 
bride, wore as her o'nlj- jewels, her bridegroom's tact- 
ful wedtiing gift!

HOW TO UvSE A DRY FLY 

RY fly fishing is comparalivci}' 
known among- our anglci-.s — at 
in practice. Yet tiiore arc 
montiis of the season (July and Au- 
gust), when the waters are very 
Jow and l^right, that the larger trout 
fail to rise during the day to the usual method 
of cupling and the dry fly alone will lure them 
up. 

It is dropped on the surface of the water 
v.-ith perfectly dry wings, cocked, as it were; 
floats down sonic distance, is then lifted into 
the air, and, if wet at all, is dried by a jieculiar 
motion back and forth, and dropped, ligtit as 
a feather, as before. l''.veii tiie wariest trout 
cannot, it seems to me, distinguish between, 
such art and nature. It must be remembered 
that dry fly fishing is practiced and brought to 
jKM-feclion :;, J-aigland, where they invariably 
fi'^b ..|,strc;uii or against the flow of water. 
This, then, is iviore practical in slow moving 
streams like the Tiist, lichen and Avon. In 
the north conntry streams, which are more 
rapid and run through rocks, dry fly fishing is 
not generally in use. 

Dry lisherinen angle almost excln.sivcly, 
Avitli a single fly. and only when the fish are 
visibly feeding at the snrface; then the angler 
selects his fish, gets below him, and i)repares 
for a cast upstream. Taking two or three false 
casts in the air to judge the exact distance,, 
the fly is thrown with the intention C)f making 
it alight gently ;i foot or two above the rising 
fish antl exactl\' in his line, h" the fly falls 
short or wide, it should he left till it has float- 
ed sonic distance to th.e rear of the fish, when, 
it must he ;)ieked nff and whisked through the 
air two or three times to dry the wings and 
tackle before again trying. If there is no 
clumsiness, several trial casts may be made be- 
fore the exact distance is found, and t)ic fish 
-will go on rising undisturbed; but the slightest 
bimgle on the part of the angler is fatal, and 
puts the fish down for the next half-hour. If 
it i.s remembered that most of the best fish lie 
close to the bank and that the fly has to be 
sent down, floating correctly to the very inch, 
it will be seen that there is room for real skill 
and a vast amount of it. 

The angler's fly always has to compare 
with the natural insects floating down, and 
little sport is to be expected unless the artifi- 
cial fly is most skillfully made and thrown so 
as to float "cockily" like the real fly. Anglers 
fishing with either wet or dry flies should 
make a practice of studying the flies in season, 
'.so ;-is to readily recognize those on \vhich the 
fish are feeding, anrl to be ahle to match them 
^\■\ih good imitations. I'li rtherniorc. it is ini- 
])ortaiit that the trout should see nothing of 
the angler's person, and nothing of his taclde 
hut the fly. The effort, in short, is to make 
the trout notice the fly without noticing any- 
thing else. It is of this that the fine art of dry 
ifly fishing consists. 

The fly must float with perfect accuracy 
to tiie exact spot where one particular trout 
lias been seen to rise some moments before. 
Soinetiines a trout is attracted by seeing the 
fly actuall}- alight upon the surface, but it is 
well to pitch it some di-^tancc ahead, so that 
the fish does not notice it till it arrives before 
]iim. Watch the natural flies. They slcim 
cheerfully over, drop for a second, rise again, 
then alight for a short time as if to rest, and, 
floating down with the current, suddenly dis- 
appear — sometimes without a splash, or even 
the well-known circling rings so dear to the 
sight of all anglers. 

Dry fly fisheriiieii should use an imported 
si.^-foot leader of the finest make. They come 
]irettv iiigli in price, but it is absolutely ncces- 
s:tr}' til have the leaders fine, light and ex- 
trcniclv pliable; and the lines should, accord- 
ing'}', lapi'r to it, so thai the fly will drr)f) be- 
fore the leader touches the water. This. [ 
admit, is a difficult undertaking, especially 
against a wind; for, like archery, fly casting 
has to be carefully judged as to the wind tak- 
ing the fly from the desired .spot. I have prac- 
ticed for hours on ni\- '>\vn lawn, using a hook 
with tile pi 'ill t talcen <>ii. and a small Ciiacli- 
men — the A\liite wings making it easier to see 
if it reached the mark intended. 

I'ersonally 1 do not lik'e a \-ery light md. f 
■ can liandle the line, as well as the fly. with :i 
seven and even a nine ounce rod, and havir 
found my Bristol steel rod much more effec- 
tive than one of bamboo. It has a slow move- 
ment, and a .strength in forcing the line that I 
caniiot get out of the bamboo. Rut others may 
Jind it otherwise. 

The beginner in dry casting should cer- 
tainly be acfpiaintcd with the general rules of 
common casting before he tries the dr\' fly, 
and even with much pi-;ictiee il will lie some 
seasons before he is .able to eitecti\'ely l<eep 
]iis lls' di'v on the sni'face. lie may be able to 
drop it lightly, xs'itliout going under w.ater, bn! 
to pick it off dry is ;niolher matter. Most of 
the dry flics arc made with cocked wings, and 
lied on eyed hooks. They are marvels of fine, 
delicate workmanship in every respect, the 
eyes being so small that our common leaders 
rvvill not go through. Indeed it is necessary to 
use flies, leaders .and line of imported make. 



fly fishing is an art used when the common 
method has failed to- persuade them to rise or 
to hook them wdien rising. 

It is hardly possible to say what is the best 
selection of flies to use in our waters. In Eng- 
land the trout flies are not so large, or gaudy, 
color being almost always cpaiet in tone, such 
a.s gray, brown and black. From my own ex- 
Ipericncc I have found that the color of the 
Jbody has more to do with success than the 
color of the wings. Outside of the Palmers 
and Black-gnats I find that a silver, gold or 
red body is most effective, the bright tinsel be- 
ing a favorite. What we know as the Silver 
I'joctor trout fly, made with cocked wings and 
of a small size, has caught fish till absolutely 
worn out. Our good old friend, the late Wil- 
liam C. Harris, l;uiglied at di-v fishing, and 
once said to me, "We ha\'c not got to that yet. 
Our fish will rise when they see a fly on top 
or underneath." And he jokingly remarked 
that they had so few fish in England that 
something outside of the old methods must be 
used to catch any fish at all. This may be so, 
but I am inclined to think that those who 
practice dry fishing for enoyjment are not con- 
tent \\ith the utilitarian view which measures 
;i. da\-'s sport solely b\- the ^s■eight of the has- 
k'lt. There are two kinds of anglers — those 
\,ho fish with a wide intelligence and those 
who angle with but one object — to get fish. 
Of the latter class I have met quepr speci- 
mens. I have seen sixteen hundred trout 
brought to one hotel in three days, seventy 
per cent, being fish not over six inches. On 
the ofliei hand, I have seen an angler sit two 
ho'iii's on the banks of a stream waiting for a 
rise ; hut he would in the end be the i)r<nid 
possessor ni a four-jjound trout ; and most 
sensible men would rather ha\-e one two-po\ind 
than a dozen (piarter-pound trout. 

In conclusion, I would say that if any 
angler wants to follow up this short article 
and desires more light on the subject than I 
have given, let him get "Dry Fly Fishing" by 
Frederick M. Halford, the greatest authority 
on the subject. It will give anglers some idea 
what a high and noble art angling can be 
made. — Outing. 



SPORT IN PARAGUAY 

The wilds of Africa are better known todav 
than the backwoods of Central South America, 
and so far the Englishmen who really kno.v 
anything of the sport obtainable in these dark 
-and sombre \voods may be numbered upon the 
fingers of one hand. 'I'lie insect pests — nios- 
(piitoes and ticks — are certainly exas])erating, 
Ini! iii the chase rme must as a matter of cour>'' 
be prepared to suffer a certain amount of per- 
-■oual inceinvenience. in the wa)- of compensa- 
tion, the excitemeii: of casual enceninters with- 
out very much warning, and quite unforeseen, 
is the rule rather than the exception. In the 
forest shades and dense undergrowth ail shoot- 
ing is done at short ranges, and it is cpiite im- 
]iossiblc to say what kind of game will cross 
your path. The j.aguar of i'aragmy and 
.M;itto-Grosso is ;ilmost, if not (luile. as rlan- 
gerous as the African lion, for the sim])le rea- 
son that, ijcing a much smaller ;ind nvjre ;ic- 
tive animal, it is very much easier to miss a 
\-ital part in tlie snap-shot, wdiich is aljout 
one's only chance on ordinary occasions, and 
if permitted to come to clawing his man at 
close cpiarlers when wounded he will settle 
the business as (juick as :in\ feline li\-ii!g. 
Hunting in nati\'e fashion, with a [)ack of dogs, 
ami sliooting the tinimal like a 'possum when 
he takes to ;i li re is not a f,-iir, sjx irl s inanli!:c 
method for ,a while !ii;ni. In the .Mto-rar.-'.na 
— above the (lUayra h'alls — we also find the 
black jauguar, a much rarer animal. The deer 
most commonly met with belong to four dif- 
ferent varieties. The smallest, the "guassu- 
irah," or grey forest deer, weighing from 45lb. 
t'j 5olb., is of so!il;iry habits, rnid fi-e(|nents the 
brirders of the wooilhiiid to slee|) ,-i\va\' llie 
hours of sunlight till the shades of night he- 
}Mii to ap[)e;u", when he S'unetime-^ lakes an riM'- 
ing in the pirairie, ne\er going far from shelter 
in the tangled woods. lie is ;i cnmniig little 
fellow, and seems t(j h(jld his own right u|) to 
tiie towns, coming out at night to raid the na- 
tive corn-fields. The other forest deer, the 
"guassu-ipitah," or red deer, is a very hand- 
some animal, beautiftilly formed, and as glossy 
as a well-groomed racidiorse. weighing from 
Solb. to loolb. when full grown, rnlilce iii^ 
gre_\' cousin, he i)refers the depths of priniaex al 
forests, from which hi rarely emerges, i'oih 
Innds ha\'e short, sharj) sjiikcs from 4iii. to oin. 
long in pdace of brancinng antlers. An antici-- 
ed deer would soon get hopelessly tangled up 
amongst the vines and creepers. The venison 
is the best in the world, being remarkably fine 
grained, tender, and sweet. We also find a 
large prairie deer in ;dl unfrequented districts, 
not unlike our Knglish red deer, awaN' up in 
the north of I'araguay, and in Matto-Grosso 
they may sometimes be seen in (piite large 
herds. In the same parts of the country we 
sejiiietimes sec a very much rarer animal, the 
w Iiite iirairie deer of South America. Another 
denizen of the woods which may provide a 
lively quarter of an hour is the large black 
In his hundreds he is quite irresist-

The following notes of an outing in Central 
I'aragtiay will give some iilea of the coiintry, 
as ;ilso of the class of sport which ma}' be ex- 
I)eeted, although the shooting was merely in- 
cidental to rather than the |jriinarv object of 
the cxocdition. Deaving our plantation, near 



out midst orange groves, palm trees, and belts 
of scrub, all that is now left of the. original 
' lorests. Here and tliere the path descended 
into low tracts of grass land, until we finally 
crossed the Til)icu.ari, a small muddy, ra[)id- 
flowiiig river. From thence we either skirted 
long stretches of virgin forest, or else took 
.short cuts across open plain. Ten leagues out 
we passed the deserted catde ranch of one of 
the richest and most influential men in Para- 
guay during the first years of the war. The 
former owner, S'eiior Varela, had the misfor- 
tune to be exceetlingly pojiular as well as cn- 
r,u-mously wealth}'. In the da\'s of Lopez 
either the one ciualificatioii or the other was 
sufficient to ensure his fate. So he was 
tliro\\-n iiilfj prison and executeil without a 
trial of any kind. The cattle, to the number 
of 70,000, were confiscated, but the treasure in 
coin proved to be securely hidden away, pre- 
sumabl}'- buried in the earth, and has up to the 
present remained undiscovered. We halted 
here to refresh the inner man and lay in a 
stock of golden oranges. From thence our 
wa\' now led north into the priniae\'al soli 
tndi'S be\-ond. .\s we ro<k' onwards the i"ieli. 
i;iowing ei.ilors oi the tropics w-ere bathed in 
sunshine, mans'-colored bullerflies flitted la/.il\- 
fi-om flower to flower, i;a_\--|)lniiiaged birds of 
man}- kinds, from the tiny hummniL; bii d up 
to the gorgeous macaw, sang the sony of syl- 
van happiness as they flultcred from tree to 
tree. The sharp, mechanical tapping of the 
red-crested woodpecker as he searched for his 
prey could be heard in different parts of the 
forest, while the clear, ringing, metallic ])ii)ing 
of the cicad;ie \s-as continuous in all parts of 
the woods. h'rom the [op of a ridge near 
N'arela's old Inntse a scene of singular beauty 
presented itself — the sluggish, serpentine 
course of the Leiva Arroyo -"winding in and 
out between the "inontes,"' these clumps of 
wood dotting the soft, undulating landscape, 
for all the world like little islands in a sea of 
\erdurc, giving the impression of a world in 
the ])roeess of drying up after a deluge. This 
;ilteruation of woorl and pr.'iirie is one of the 
charming cli;iraeteristics of l'aragua}-an scen- 
ery. Crossing the .Arrox o, \\ e skirted the 
banks of the Faguna \egra, redly a deep, 
stagnant water-hole forn-iing the extension oi' 
the creek we had just crossed, all outlet being 
blocked, except in flood time, by parasitic 
vegetation. Then, passing through a long, 
disused forest cutting, wc arrived at the bord- 
ers of the Faguna Grande. .Still travelling 
north, we now traversed a narrow belt of pra- 
irie l}-ing between tlu' l,'e.;oon and the great 
forest. In an alteni])t to pass through the 
woods to the east -a'c wei-e foiled, and had to 
turn back, it being impossible to get the horses 
throu,L;li the thick undergrowth. 

Ju>t here we had a distant glimpse of some 
animal mo\-ing about in the long grass away 
in front. Disinoiinling, I stalked him carcfull}' 
until within range. ' It provecl to be a huge red 
wolf having a good time on his own account, 
hunting rats or some other small animals. It 
was an interesting sight, ;is, wholly uncon- 
scious of a human intruder, he took long 
hoinnF in pur,~uit of the little rodents, as' 
most ])eo]de ha\e seen their (loine>lic doggies 
le,-i])ing high in the air to t;et sight of a mouse 
.-unongst weeds or straw, lie app/Cared to \)c 
<'njo\ing the spxirt tlioroui^h l\'. \elping with 
exeitemeiil. and everv line of his bod\- a pic- 
ttn-e of giaee. 'I'he black mane standing erect 
had a very fine effect, and gave him rather a 
iiiajesiic ajiijcarance. While I was watching 
these manoeuvres he Caught a rat and lay 
down to cat it at his lei!?urc. f-could just see 
the ti]) of his tail wagging with app;irent satis- 
faction abo\-e the long .t;r;i>s. \\ hen he gi.it up 
he must h.-i\ e w inded me. lor he made off. At 
tlie crack of the rifle he rolled r)\-er. snajii-iing 
and growling most fearfull}'. Tin' i|iiiek- shot 
was |-ather low, and .-diui^'^l cut .-iw;i\' one (-if 
the f()ndegs just beneath tlic shoulder. .\'e\'cr- 
ihe less, he scrambled off as best he could on 
three legs. The next shot turned him over. 
This American wolf is rather a fine-looking 
animal, standing about three feet high at the 
shoulders. In cattle districts he is responsible 
for the loss (-if a eertiun number of }-ouni; 
calves. That night from our camp we heard 
the roar of a jaguar near by, but did not get a 
sight of him. 

The next d;i\' we k-epi on tow;u-(ls the north 
end of the lagoon, .\i nhdda\ , just as we had 
tethered our horses om ;il a nice spot, two 
peee.-iries eame out of ihe foi-esi and crossed 
(j\-er towards the w.iti r. rather an unusual eic 
currence, for the peeeai}- rarel}' leaves the 
shelter of the wood, .\iier ,-i shoi-t talk 1 man- 
aged to bag the two in succession with a quick 
right and left from my double-barrelled Ex 
press. The following morning we also hail 
luck, for a fine red deer passed along the shore 
of the lagoon, travelling north. By a sharp 
run, taking advantage of the undulating 
ground, I succeeded in heading him off; but, 
instead of keeping sir.aiglil on, as 1 exjiected, 
he must have i)bser\-ed ihe horses, ;ind w-as 
ai)pr(-)aching iheni out of curiosity. I was thus 
obligerl to take a ver}- long shot. Perliaiis the 
long run had shaken my ner\'es, for the lesuh: 
was a clean miss. The second barrel wa.? 
more successful, breaking the foreleg just at 
the shoulder. The third shot gave him his 
quietus. That night we realized the simple 
life, with loins of venison and legs of pork 
roasting on improvised spits all around the fire. 
The next day, taking a turn in the woods for 
;i change, [ had ;i glimpse of a red "monte" 
deer, and, taking a snap-shot, sent a bullet 
through his heart. 

In this same forest I had rather a funny 
adventure another evening. in some very 
thick "monte" I raked the hack of a collared 
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the town of yiUa Rica, our road wound in and- tec* ary with a rifle bullet. The brute tried, for 



tevcngc, and I had to prod him off with the 
barrel of my rifle, being disinclined to waste 
a.ioil.er cartridge on him. To got him out as 
comfortably as possible I tied the legs and 
sli.ng him over the left shoulder and trudged 
off in the direction of the cam[). Getting iiil.c:) 
low scrub b}' the ei.igc of the prairie, the clays 
of the setting sun, reflected from the scattered 
foliage, made it difficult to see distinctly. 
•Suddenly some uncouth, antediluvian form 
loomed up amidst the shrubs a"nd fernery 
right in front. There \\-as no time for investi- 
gation, so on the instant I swung the rifle up 
lo .shoulder with one hand, and, taking aim 
somewhere ;ibout the centre of the crcatiu'e, 
imlled the trigger. \\''hen the smoke cletiretl 
off 1 iotind one of the great ant-bears lying 
tie id, with a good-sized young one clinging to 
its back and peeping over its shoulder. I lia\'e 
shot quite a number of these creatures, always 
females, strange to say — indeed, seemingly 
impo.«isiI)le upon the face ot.things. All the 
Indians persist in saying that there are no 
males, and that these animals are bi-scxual. 1 
regret very much I did not hear anything of 
this curious fact in time to iin-estigate the 
iH'igin of the story: morecjver, 1 have never 
met aiiN-i-jue out tliei-e thai has seen the male 
of this species of ant-eater, 

'J'here were mtiny signs of t;ipins about, 1 
"have sometimes walked them up, but i'. is us- 
ually impo.ssible to get a sight of the animals 
without dogs to run them to bay in a water- 
hole. The}- ha\-e certain fa\-orite [-jaths in 
crossing the co-tintry, and natives sometimes 
shoot them b\- la_\-ing in wait for them in this 
manner. This ])aehyderm has a strange an- 
tipatli}- to fire, often overcoming his natural 
timidit} and stamping (jul one's cami) fire at 
night, dancing about like a demon possessed 
by a legion nf dc\-ils. The skin is higli!\- priz- 
ed for making bridle reins and like purposes 
on account of its strength. — A. K. Macdonald, 
in the Field. 

UNDERGROUND FISH IN SOUTH 

AFRICA 

'Idle Cape Fail}- Telegraph of Sept. lo con- 
tains, under the above heading, a note from 
r.ulawa}-o to the effect that a settler from Or- 
angia. who has recently taken up a farm in 
the .Malcjpos district, \vlicii sinking a well to a 
de])th of some lO feet, reached a pool in which 
several barbel were swimming, one being at 
least a foot in length. An editorial comment 
in the same number expresses the opinion that 
the announcement will give "scientists food 
for tlt?>ught," and that the discovery is of great 
scientific interest. It is suggested, however, 
that the reservoir discovered by the pioneers 
is reall}' an underground stream connected 
with a ii\-ing river abo\"e ground. In my ad- 
dress to the Zooleigical Section of the ISritish 
;iss<H'iation at Cajie Ton-n, 1O05, drawing a 
])arallel between the fresh-water fish fauna of 
North and South Africa, I alluded to the fact 
of fishes — cichlids, cypriuodonts, and barbels 
— being often ejected by artesian wells in the 
.Mgerian and Tunisian Sahara, and I raised , 
the question whether the subterranean reser- 
voirs of some parts of South .-Vfrica were not 
likewise inhabited by fishes. The existence of 
"underground fi.sh" in North Africa has given 
rise li> mueli discussion, and a German author 
of ;in essa}- on the distribution of fishes has 
e\eii propo,-ed to licstow the term "realm of 
the Treigloidielitli}'dae" to the district where 
il has been observed. l!ut the fish from un- 
derground waters of North Africa are quite 
normal as regards the eyes and the coloration, 
and do not differ appreciably from those living 
at the surface: they are therefore not perma- 
nent (hvcllers in d.-irkness. The latest in\-esti 
g,-itor of the phenomenon, the d.ist ingnislu'd 
l''reneli enginciu- .M . (k'i')i-,L;e Rolland. eonfii-ms 
the opinion, expressed b}- the late Sir FamberL 
Flayfair ami -M . Fetourneux in 1871, that these 
li.-h normally live and breed in the l.-ikcs and 
\sells I'xposed to air and light, and that their 
presenc;' in Ihe imdergi-( /und sheets of w-a.tcr 
v>ith which the lakes comnumicate is merely 
an episode, and, as it were, an incident in the 
vo\ ages which they undertake from one open- 
ing to the other. 

Barbels (Barbus), are among the inhabi- 
tants of the subterranean waters of North 
.\frica, and as the genus is represented hyscv- 
rial species in Soulh .Africa one iiii.;;lil be 
Uiiijiled to still further e.Mend ihe par.illelism. 
Ihil llie misnomer l);irbi.-l is iisiiall}- applied b}- 
eolonisis in South .\frie;i to the caili.-<h of the 
genus Clarias. and il is therefore higlil\- jirob- 
.-ihle that the fi.-^h mentioned in the Cape Daily 
Telegraph was not really a liarbel. The sub- 
ject is, at any rate, an interesting one for fu- 
ture in\-estigation. — G. i\. Roulenger. 

A BRACE OF FISH STORIES 

('rnirad Robertson, fislierniaii and first lieu- 
tenant nn the staff of Judge .M , J, Goi-don. 
Iiresident of the .Ananias Fiiprotected associa- 
tion of Spokane, recently let loo.se a few rem- 
iniscences to break the monotony of the camp- 
fire. 

"If you will take the time to investigate," 
he sai'd, "you will find that the full-stomached 
trout in your catch will outnumber the empty- 
stomtiched ones 10 to i. This would seem to 
indicate that it is the trout which has already 
dined well that is eager for more, while the 
one w hich has not 'dined at all regards it with 
indifference. 

".And this odd circumstance is not confined 
^o brook- trout. I lla^•e obserx'ed it in other 
fish in F'.ast.eru streams. I'ickerel not only 
swollen with food, but having the tails of fish 
the>; have since, caught pij[Otruding from their 



mouths (because there is as yet no room for 
the- newly taken victims in the capacious inavv:)- 
will yet voraciously seize the tempting live 
bait of the fisherman. Out of a catch of 40 
IHclcerel I saw taken through the" ice one day 
last wduter, only two were what one might 
call hungry. One of these had but one fish in 
its stomach — a small vellow perch — and the 
otlier had only two. The stomach of everv 
other pickerel of the catch had perch and 
sunfish enough in it to make a satisfactory 
meal for a small family. One of the.se pick- 
erel, besides having in its stomach 3 smaller 
ones and 2 big sunfish, had c&ptured a bull- 
head almost 6 inches in length. 

"Several years ago," Mr. Robertson con- 
tinued, "I was engaged in work that took mc 
twice a day to a trout region— once ' in the 
morning, .going, and once in the afternoon, re- 
turning. There was a small bridge on the road 
over a spring run tlia't came out of the thick 
alders on the up])er side of the road and lost it- 
self in a dense growth on the other side. 
Stopping my horse at this bridge one Mav 
morning, I parted the alders that hid the run 
below the bridge and saw that a pool of some 
depth lay in the stream, small and dark. It 
suggested a trout haunt. I happened to have 
sticking in the band of my hat a trout hook, 
tied on a foot or so of gut; I fastened the gut 
to the end of niy buggy whip, dug a fish worm 
out of the soft earth at the edge oi the road, 
impaled it on the hook and stealthily parting 
the bushes gently angled for the trout I knew 
must be lying in that hidden pool. The 
wriggling worm had scarcely touched the sur- 
face when there was a flash in the pool and a 
swirl of its dark waters. A few seconds later 
a good half-pound -trout lay quivering on the 
grass at my feet. I tried my improvised tackle 
again, but, as 1 had suspected, to no purpose. 
.My prize was the sole occupant of the pool. 
Returning toward evening, I fished the pool 
again, and. as I had expected, landed another 
trout. I did not try for more, for experience 
and observation had taught me it would at 
that time be useless. But I felt confident of 
the morrow. The next morning, with the 
same tackle, I took from that pool another 
trout and another when I returned in the even- 
ing. Every day during that trout season (from 
Afay until July) I stojiped at that little bridge, 
tied the gut-string hook to my whip, dug a 
worm at the roadside and angled in that pool.

Our 
great land gives us all a comfortable living and makes 
some of us wealthy. Most of us are content to take 
all we can get and but few feel that their country has 
a claim on their services. This la not how nations in 
the old time 'became great. 

Only a very small part of British Columbia is now 
settled. It used to be thought that this great pro- 
vince would only make homos for miners, lumbermen 
and flshern^on. We now know that In Its valleys gn at 
numbers of farmers will In the future, make their 
liomos. News comes from Prince Rupert that the val- 
leys along the western part of the lino of the new 
railroad have a fertile soil and a fine climate wheie 
hardy fruits can be grown with profit. If Industrious 
men go Into this country with a little moiu'v so tliat 
they can live while their fruit trees are growing they 
will do well. The valleys described are the Kitlmaat, 
Lakeside and Kitsumkalum. It begins to look as If 
farming was one of the things the boys of British Co- 
lunibla should prepare for. 

The emperor of China and hi.s mother are both 
dead.

If 
with goori fooil. exercise and fresh air growing boys 
and girls get plenty of sleep and bathe often there 
will be little danger of the young people of this i)ro- 
vlnce f;oing Into consumption. Yet we must not for- 
get that we must help to cure those who are sick and 
take care of those who will never get well. If tliey 
belong to our own family we cannot be too kind to 
them. There is no need to be afraid but there Is need 
of Ihi: greatest care. It Is not a nice thing to talk 
about spitting, but If every boy and girl learned, when 
they have colds to spit In a vessel that had a disin- 
fectant in It or to use a cloth that could be burned 
and to be very careful about soiled handkerchiefs 
much of the danger of spreading consumption would 
be avoided. No one should over spit on the street or 
pavement. 

The German Emperor some time ago had a talk 
with an Englishman In which ho said, among other 
things, that ho had given advice to ihia grandmother, 
Queen Victoria about the campaign In South Africa. 
The plan he had madc_ he said, was very like the one 
Lord Roberts had followed which brought the war to 
a successful end. This conversation was reporle<l in 
an English paper. The English people were Indignant 
that any foreigner should claim the credit duo to Uri- 
tlah generals. 

But the excitement In England was nothing like 
as sreat n« that which was aroused In Oerniany, The 
people of that country say that the emperor has no 
ri£^lt to endanger the i>eace of the country by letters 
and speeches. The em]>eror, his ix'oph' think, has no 
right to speal; a.s (r< cl.e .as if he were a private man 
HIh oliuncellor, or what we would call the premier, 
Prince Von Buelow, has boon much blamed for allow- 
ing vtblB interview to be made public and It Is snid 
he vfifl resign, In England, the kins only acta upun 
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the advice of his ministers and ho cannot bo blamed 
for what he does. In Germany the emperor has more 
l)ower but the people seem to be determined that he 
shall not use that power so as to endanger the nation. 

Since this paragraph was begun, the Cicrman 
emperor and the Prince Von Buelow have had a very 
Ions conversation. The Prince plainly teild ICmperor 
AVllUam, tluit -the different kingdoms wlileh make up 
the groat tierman empire were greatl,\' dissatisfied 
and that unless his majesty promised for the future 
to speak on matters only that concerned the nation as 
advisial by the premier, hv. must n.-sign. 'I'lie emperor 
very readily promised to I'e mon- careful in his siieech 
in future, and said he had the greatest lonfideiicc in 
the iiremier. 'I'he l.Jermaii pe.jple believe lliat tills 
promise means that in future tlie I'lmpercn- will act 
as the nation wishes and they are greatly pleased. 
I'erluips some of the older boys and girls can think 
of an English king who learned that he must i-ule ac- 
cording to the laws of the land and not as ho liked 
himself. 

It is strange to hear a man talk of living near the 
Xortli Pole, as if it were an e\-ery liay affair. Vet 
lliat is what .Mr. 1 .elf i ng wid I, who went to the Arctic 
I lee. ill w ith I 'a |. tain .M ilik

A Queer Needle and Thread

the edge of the l.'af are set the prickles, or "needles," 
and to g.'t oil"- ready for sewing It is only necesKary 
to pusli it backward into tli.- leaf, so as to loosen it 
from tlie tou.gli outside covering, and then pull it 
gently out. If tho pulling be don.; i-ar.'fully, a nuiii- 
bcr of filires will stick- to the "needle." and by turn- 
ing tho latter as it is drawn out, the fibres are twist- 
ed Into a thread as long as may be desired. Tho 
action of the air on the fibres toughens them, and It 
is said that a thread of this kind will sustain a 
weight of five pounds.

D. Rose, Al.P., Alary Latly Inverclyde, Lieu- 
tenant Carl von Bella'irs, Al.P., Captain Faber, 
ALP., the lion. Gervase Beckett, M.P., Mr. P. 
Thornton, M.P., the Hon. T. Cochrane, A'f.P., 
Air. Cecil Harmsworth, ALP.. Air. A. S. Wil- 
son, ALP., Mr. S. Roberts, ALP., Major-Cien- 
eral Sir John Slade, Air.

After the loyal toasts, the toast of "The 
Immortal Memory of Nelson," submitted by 
the Chairman, was drunk in silence, all up- 
standing, and was followed by the song, "The 
Death of Nelson." 

The Chairman, in proposing "The .\aval 
and Alilitary Forces of tln' Crown,'' said that 
ihev had met under the auspices of the Navy 
League, which was the rccoL;iiizctl organ of 
puldic opinion for bringing pressure to bear 
on the government to keep up the navy. It was 
shown in 1884. 1888 and 1893 that public 
opinion must be exerted to make a govern- 
ment do its duty as regarded ^le Navy, lie 
was, therefore, a little alarmed to find that the 
British Xavy League should be S(i poor'y sup-. 
[)ortcd in cc.nnparison with the derniar. .\a\y 
Lcai;ue. The I'.ritish League had 20,000 nieni- 
bcrs and ass«iciates, an cstim.aled annua! in- 
cline of .C.^.soo, and S() branches; while the 
German i<eaguc had 1,018,000 menibers and 
associates, its annual income was .stated to 
be £50,000 of which over £30,000 was known 
to be from the members' subscriptions, and its 
branches numbered 3.000. The fact that on;;- 
fourtli of the German naval expendittirc in such 
perishable matter as warships was \):iu\ for 
Ijv borrowed monc}- renderc-d it the more cer- 
l.-iin that it u-as intended for war in the near 
future, for the process of borrou'ing money 
could not go on indefinitely. The whole 
weight of all organized opinion in Germany, 
except that of the Socialists, had been exer- 
cised in favor of the mcrcase of the Navy. In 
England, on the contrary, members of Parlia- 
ment were invited on three separate occasions 
to sign mcmoiials to the Prime Minister in 
fav(.>r of cutting down the Navy. The ])resent 
GoxernnietU had gi\en us three shipbuilding 
])rogramnies, wl'iic!i provitled a considerably 
less t(jnnagc of warshij)s than the three cor- 
responding progranmies of one foreign Power. 
Tiic ])ublic must not be taken in by naval 
reviews when ships might be made to look 
vei-y smart with a coat of paint, and yet be 
cpiite unable to steam at half-speed. On.ly that 
(l;iy the \'avy Iveague had drawn attention to 
the f.act th.ai eight fiut of i.| Ijaltleshijjs of the 
C'haimcl I'leet had liceii for some time, and 
tliroughoui the recent crisis, refitting in tlie 
dock}-ards. Tak-en together with other jioints 
on which f;udt was found, sitch as the dan- 
gerous depletion of war stores in all the dock- 
yards, one could not help thinking that the 
administration was at fault. Changes were 
carried out in 1904 which centred power far 
too mtich in the hands of the First ,Sea Lord, 
and it was a question whether the time had 
not come for inquiring into the working of 
these changes. (Cheers.) 

Air. Kong, replying to the toast, said it 
wfiidd l;/e a deidcjr.iide thing if the .\avy were 
to become involved in ordinary jiarty warfare, 
but it seemed to him that this argument coidd 
easily be carried too far, inasmuch as it might 
be, used practically to prevent all criticism or 
discussion at all. (Hear, hear.) Pie could riot 
help regretting that there was not, from time 
to time, in the Ht>use of Commons an oppor- 
tunity for discussing naval questions in such 



a manner as to avoid the necessity for a party 
di\ision, and to afford a full aiul free o])])or- 
Imiity for everyl>ody interested in the (piestion 
to e.N|)rcss their own views, and for the gov- 
ernment (jf the day to hear those opinions 
freely expressed witliout lia\ ing regard to the 
result of the dixision. (Ile;ir, hear), lie re- 
gretted very much to nf>tice that in some cpiar- 
ters there had recently been charges made 
against those who criticized the present posi- 
tion of the Navy, and it had been alleged that 
there was an attempt to create "scares" and 
to cause aiarni in the pn'ulic nund luv whicll 
there was no justification. Intemperate lan- 
guage of this !<ind had been used wdiich, in 
his judgment, was altogether imjnstifiable and, 
indeed, grotesque when one realized the quar- 
ter from which many of those criticisms had 
come and the form in which they had been 
made. One had only to think of some of the 
articles Avhich had recently been written to 
ri'alize th;it, ajiart from the gra\'e statements 
of facts contained in many of those articles, 
the cli;tracler of the articles themselves, and 
the journals in which they had a|)peared, af- 
forded sufficient ])roof that, whether ilte 
writers were wrong or right lit their ccjP.- 
clusions, they were actuated by purely pa- 
triotic motives and not by any desire to create 
"scares," or to cause alarm in the public mind 
without justification. (Cheers.) He had no 
desire, there or elsewhere, to attack the First 
Lord of the Admiralty. He looked upon the 
office of First Lord as one of the most diffi- 
cidt and one of the most responsible in his 
Alajesly's C.overnnient, and he thought the 
fullest time shouUI be given to the new occu- 
pant of the office to enable bitn to take a 
complete survey of the whole position, to make 
up his mind between the various opinions e.K- 
pressed, and to decide what was the right 
course to adopt. It would not only be 
unfair to condeihn a Minister who had been 
s«T short a time in (office as the i)resent First 
Lord li,-ul, but it was extremely im])olitic to do 
so, as it forced him iiitf) a position of defenc, 
and made it more difficult to him to weigh 
the \aric:nis arguments and to im]):irtially ex- 
amine the \-arious st;;tenients made. 

There was in many quarters a very con- 
siderable feeling of anxiety as to the position 
in the future. Those whom he was address- 
ing were well aware of.the fact that there had 
often been a demand made that the heads of 
oin- \a\y and our Army shoidil be sailors 
and soldiers and not civilians. So f.ir as tiie 
Navy was concerned, if we liad not attained 
precisely to this result, we had, at all events, 
liad something wry nearly a.pproaching it. 
We had had a \'eiy dis! itij^jiiislied sailor in ;i 
position of great res|)onsiliilily and power at 
the Admiralty — a position which he had occu- 
pied for a very much longer period than any 
of bis [iredecessors. h",\ erybody wmdd, he 
thouf;hl, admit that very tzooil work li;iil been 
done ;nul man_\- admir.abh^ reforms had been 
.idopted, but, none the less, he thought the 
niajririty ijf people in this countr}' had serious 
iloubls as to the jiiesent ])osition of affairs, 
and entertained grtive m;sgi\'ings as to 
whether adequate steps had been taken to 
make the future secure. (Hear, hear.) He 
believed himself, and he had been at some 
pains to examine the facts and figures, that 
the Navy was never more efficient than it 
was today. He was qiiilc sm'e that officers 
;ind men were of the same si^lendid type that 
h.ad e\'er (list ingnislied the ISrilish Na\'v 
(hear, hear), but as things stejod he was afr.aid 
there were some serious grounds for anxiety, 
in regard to tin; two-Pov/er standard, we had 
had strong declarations from the Prime Min- 
ister on more than one occasion, and nobody 
doidd.ed for ;i moment lhat the Prime Alinisler 
meant to the full every word that he had 
uttered. At the same time, he was bound to 
say, ha\ing read all the decl;u'al ions made b}' 
him, both in P.arliamenl and outside, with the 
utmost care and attention, he yet felt that 
tlien; was some ground for doubt. AV'liat we 
w.inted to be assiu'ed, in cx))licit language, 
was that it was the firm determination of the 
Go.vernment to. maintain the Navy at what had 
always been understood t6 be tlie' tworPower 
standard, interpreted on more than one occa- 
sion as something like 10 per cent, over tlie 
combined strength of the two strongest 



Powers in ships. This was a standard which 
they believed to be, and which, indeed, he be- 
lieved the Prime Alinister had, when in C^ppo- 
.sition, described to be, the minimum which 
would secure for us safety in regard to our 
|)Ossessions. (Cheers) 

With regard to the shipbuilding pro- 
gramme, there could, he thouglit, be no doubt 
that the jjresent Government had fallen seri- 
ously below the standard that was laid down 
by their predecessors in regard to laying down 
ships (hear, hear), and it was undoubtedly the 
f;ict that there ha(;> been very grave delay in 
completing the ships laid down. Having re- 
gard to the fact that in dealing with the Na\'y 
one must alwaws tliink of tlie future even 
more than the immediate present, it was, he 
\'entured to say, of vital importance that the 
shipbuilding programme should be carefully 
thought out, and, when once laid down, firm- 
ly adhered to. (Cheers.) In regard to stores, 
all the information at his disposal led him to 
believe that a very serious risk had been in- 
curred by their depletion ; and when he came 
to the training of the Fleet, he thought one 
did not require to be an expert to feel satisfied 
that if our shores were to be adequately pro- 
tected, the fleet upon which we relied for t!ic 
purpose shoidd he most fully and completely 
trained. He could not help thinking that the 
practice of, breaking up the Fleet into two or 
three fleets under distinct commands was a 
mistake. In regard to the programme of ship- 
building, while it was absolutely necessary to 
maintain jierfect freedom of action, it was 
nuxst desirable that the programme should lie 
laid down for a definite period, if not for fcjur 
years, at all events, at least, for two. This 
wonkl give much greater continuity; it woidd 
remo\-e mtich of the room which now existed 
for doubt and lor anxiety; and it did not seem 
to him that it would involve any risks, either 
from the point of view of expenditure or of 
the right of the Admiralty to make their own 
dispositions. He did not desire to attack naval 
Aliuisters or to create a feeling of alarm; on 
the contrary, he w;is more than anxious to 
snj)port and hack u;) the Alinistry of the day 
se) i'Miig as it w;is clear that they intended to 
maintain the F'leet at what had always been 
admitted to be its minimum strengfh. (Itear, 
hear. The Navy League ought to be wel- 
comed by all those who were true patriots, be- 
cause it would be able to keep public opinion 
informed and to arouse unceasing interest m 
the ]HibIic mind, without wdiicli it was hojie- 
less to expect that we could have a fleet in all 
respects such as we desired — one which would 
be able, if called upon, to do its duty, and pro- 
tect the vast interests of this great Empire. 
( Cheers.) 

USE OF STERILIZED WATER BY 
GREEKS 

The ancient (n'ceks already recommended 
the use of sterilized water. Rufiis of Fphesus 
in the first century of this era taught that "all 
water from rivers and ponds is bad, except 
that from the Nile. Water from rivers which 
flow through unhealthy soil, stagnant water 
and that wdiich flows near ]niblic loathing 
places is harmful. The best water is that 
which has been boiled in baked earthenware 
vessels, ceioled and then heated a second time 
before drinking." 

This hygienic prescription was intended 
both foi' healthy and sick ]ieople, since it \\'as 
.'ipplied to the armies. "During m.arches in 
the camps pits must be ting successi\-ely from 
the highest to the K)west level of the ]dace. 
'IMiese holes should be lined with clav such as 
is used for making ])Ottery and tlie w.'iter 
should be made to percolate through it. The 
water will leave all its impurities in these pits," 

It ma}' be iiupiired how the ancient tireelcs, 
knowing tiie jirocesses of sterilizatie)n .and fil- 
tration of water which they apjdied to that of 
the most limpid' rivers, should have drunk 
without precautions the waters of the Nile, 
which our microscopes allow us to decide 
"sound," but which is in appearance the mqst 
worthy of suspicion of all, and is so mii4cly, 
so yellow, that it resembles wine. — From Ga- 
zette des Eaux ct Revue Scientiflque ,
